"FRIENDS OF CARLOS' IN BEIRUT THREATEN FRANCE 
NC241600 Paris AFP in English 1550 GMT 24 Apr 82 


[Text] Beirut, 24 Apr (AFP)--An anonymous caller claiming to represent the 
"Friends of Carlos" today threatened the French Government with "hard-hitting 
attacks" if a single Arab in France was "humiliated" or "hurt" in any way. 


In a telephoned warning to AGENCE FRANCE-PRESSE here, the caller threatened 
"the French Government, the president and ministers" that "we will strike 
hard if the least harm or humiliation is inflicted on any Arab whatsoever 
in France." 


The man said he represented the "revolutionary Henrj Curiel and Friends of 
Carlos cells." Henri Curiel, founder of the Egyptian Communist Party, 
was assassinated in Paris in 1978, allegedly by a rightwing hit squad. 


Venezuelan-born international terrorist leader Illitch Ramirez Sanchez, 
known as Carlos, recently threatened reprisals against the French Government 
unless two fellow militants arrested last February were freed. But the two 
were sentenced to 4 and 5 year jail terms on Thursday. 


The caller said that in the event of French anti-Arab action, his group aimed 
to "send the head of a French overseas ambassador" to the presidential [word 
indistinct]. 


The French Intelligence Service, he said, was [words indistinct] for the 
past "flowing of Arab blood" and action to “humilitate Arabs." 


"If France still retained some of its greatress," he said, "it owed this to 
Arab money, Arab blood, Arab oil and Arab workers."

ARAB RELATIONS WITH EGYPT AFTER ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL DISCUSSED

[Article by Nabil Khuri: "Mubarak and Returning to the Arabs" | 


[Text } President Husni Mubarak ordered the Arab League building in Cairo vaca- 
ted in preparation for the return of its "tenants" from their temporary resi- 
dence in Tunis. 


The president would have no objections if the first of those returning to Cairo 
would be the new secretary general of the league, Chadli Qalibi (See the cover 
story.) 


At the same time President Mubarak ordered [the People's League] Jami'ah 
al-Shu'ub abolished. This is the alternative league that al-Sadat had set up to 
spite those who had gone to Tunis. Only one member, Sudan, had joined the new 
league. 


President Husni Mubarak retused to go to Jerusalem even though he did not refuse 
tu go to Israel. Whether or not he will go to Jerusalem is still a hot subject, 
in the jargon otf the news. He is declaring he would visit Israel but not 
Jerusalem, and Israel is insisting that a visit to Israel without going to 
Jerusalem would be unacceptable. 


Those who are watching the game at a distance have quietly scored a point in 
Mubarak's favor. 


President Mubarak put an end to media and military tension with the Arabs. This 
was another point in the president's favor. 


This was what was being said in public. Secretly, however, it was being said 
that the president had opened bridges with the [Arab] brothers. Several letters 
had arrived from more than one Arab capital asking for "composure, understanding 
and torbearance until next April 25, the date of the Israeli withdrawal trom 
Sinai." 


Fellow Arabs who have been "patient" for 30 years about the humiliation of the 
Israeli occupation have no objection to extending that patience 60 [more] days. 











However, President “fubarak has not explained to them--nor to anyone-—-what he 
will do after the Israeli withdrawal from Sinai and how those who had migrated 
to Tunis will return to the site of the Arab League in Cairo. 


To put it briefly, President Mubarak has not explained how Egypt will return to 
the Arabs or how the Arabs will return to Egypt. 


The Arabs want Egypt to return to them, and they want to return to Egypt. 


All the embassies and all the media are ready, but President Mubarak is willing 
tu discuss everything with the Arabs except abrogating the Camp David treaty. 
This is a position he cannot abandon, even if he wanted to. 


Survival of the Camp David treaty means survival of “the normalization," the 
normalization of relations between Egypt and Israel. 


How can Husni Mubarak continue normalizing relations with Israel and try at 
the same time to normalize relations with the Arabs? 


[tf Arabs were to accept that, that would mean that they were actually accepting 
the Camp David agreement. 


[It they do not, it would be as though nothing had been accomplished. 
What if it were to occur to Mubarak to abrogate the Camp David agreement? 
Does this mean that the Israeli army would return to the Suez Canal? 


Nu, it would not. Egypt's international borders are now guaranteed and recog- 
nized even by Israel. 


Buc what that would mean is more serious than that. It would mean that the U.S.- 
Israeli conspiracy to starve Egypt--to deprive it of food, money and arms--would 
be restored. 


Ani here is the reason why we are writing this. 


What is the plan, or the well-cuonsidered and prepared proposal the Arabs will 
make to Husni Mubarak as an alternative to the pressure to which he will be 
subjected? 


In other words, if Husni Mubarak will be expected to abrogate the Camp David 
agreement sooner or later as the price he must pay [tor the Arabs’ return], are 
the Arabs prepared to pay the price, and have they intormed him of that? 


The subject is imminent and urgent. Only a few weeks remain for the Israeli 
withdrawal from Sinai. These weeks are fleeting just as all time is.

Have we prepared, or even thought of preparing, the proposal that we will make 
to the man? 


[f the answer is yes, then let us make that proposal today. 























it the answer is no, then declare today that you are accepting Egypt's return 
to the Arabs, with Camp David. Issue your orders that Arab embassies which had 
been closed are to be cleaned up, as Mubarak did with the Arab League building. 
Take the Arab flags out of their hiding places and send them to Egypt to fly in 
Cairo's skies beside the flag of Israel. 


Is not this what has been required from the beginning?

[Text] We are for Col Mu'ammar al-Qadhdhati in his war with the United States. 
But we are not for Col al-Qadhdhafi in his war with the Arabs. 


In his war with che United States Col al—Qadhdhafi faces a country that gets 
primary credit for the creation of Israel. It still gets first and foremost 
credit tor the survival of this state. 


However, in his war with the Arabs Col al-—Qadhdhafi joins the United States 
of America, deliberately or otherwise, in tearing up this nation. After being 
mangled by wolves, this nation has no more power left but that of standing 
together in true solidarity against both the United States and Israel. 


Col al-Qadhdhafi spoke about Fatah and about its leaders: he spoke about Abu 
‘Ammar, and he spoke about the lowest leader [on the totem pole]. The dis- 
paraging remarks he made about them were worse than those Malik made about 
alcohol. 


Then there was reconciliation. 
Col al-Qadhdhafi made statements about Bourguiba and Tunisia that we refused 
to print. Then he went and wished his dear friend, Habib Bourguiba a long life 


and urged for economic unity with his country. 


We will say nothing of the statements he made about Husayn and Hasan and the 
rest of the Arab leaders. 


Recently, but not finally, he made statements about Syria when its deterrent 
troops entered Lebanon. 


Ai-Qadhdhafi rationalizes this by saying that he is a revolutionary, not a head 
ot state. Therefore, he has the right to say what he thinks about anyone he 
wishes to speak about, and he can do so without restrictions. 








We in AL=MUSTAQBAL would have been satisfied with his obstinate defiance of 

the United States and Israel and with the generous grants he bestows upon the 
Palestinian Resistance and national movements. Therefore, we would call for unity 
of rank whenever he would start a battle. This is what we said in our article, 
entitled ''Not out of Fear of Gloating, but out ot Concern for Both Revolutions," 
when he was fighting a battle with Fatah.

Far away trom Col al-Qadhdhafi this magazine spilled ink for months and wasted 
miles of paper asking that the only sound heard at this stage would be that of 
the battle with Israel. After the aborted summit at Fez we proclaimed the slogan, 
"Coexisting with differences." 


We asked that European unity become a model for Arab relations since it exists 
together with the differences among European countries. Ultimately, however, 
European countries agree on principles, objectives and certain foundations that 
constitute the common denominators among the numerous countries. 


In all this our firm conviction was that despite all their conflicts Arab coun- 
tries could ditfer on anything but the question of Palestine and the battle 

with Lsrael. They may disagree about everything except the fact that the princi- 
opal and only enemy of this nation was Israel. 





But it seems that Col al-Qadhdhafi has another opinion on the matter. He thinks 
that this nation's principal and foremost enemy is not Israel, but the Kingdom 
ot Saudi Arabia. 


Western nedia agencies were so astonished by that shift that radio and tele- 

vision broadcasts were interrupted to announce the news as soon as it was 

received. (See "Daftar-al-Watan"’.) They did not wait for the news to be re-written; ~ 
the news was read, announcing that "Israel was no longer the Arabs' number 1 
enemy,'' and so on to the end of the news bulletin. 


The news bulletin came amidst the Israeli media's excitement about Mitterand's 
visit to Jerusalem. It was quickly picked up by the news agency as a thirsty man 
picks up a glass ot water. The agency magnified and exaggerated the news; it 
hailed it as “an opinion from an Arab about another Arab." 


"It was reported for the record." 


We needed anything but that. Even without this (latest episode] Arabs and Israel 
are counting on our disputes. 








How then [will they feel about] Col al-Qadhdhafi making the most violent and the 
most serious charge in the history of Arab relations? 


It Col al-Qadhdhati is displeased with Saudi Arabia's policy, let his oil minis- 
ter talk about that. 


But for Saudi Arabia to become the Arabs' primary enemy, even before the United 
States and Israel!? No, Colonel, (this is not right]: if not for the sake ot the 
sulidarity which you renounced in Algeria, then at least so that words spoken by 
Arabs against Arabs do not become a weapon to be used against all Arabs.

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PLO OFFERS TECHNICIANS, ADVISERS TO NIGERIA

[Report by Mustafa Karkuti: "PLO Offers To Send Experts to Nigeria and 
African Countries To Counter Israeli Infiltration of Continent"™] 


[Text] London--In an attempt to counter Israeli infiltration in Africa, 
the PLO has offered to send technicians and advisers to certain African 
countries to work with their governments. 


The offer was made last week to the Nigerian Government during meetings 
between Fatah Central Council member Khalid al-Hasan and officials in Lagos. 
Al-Hasan, who arrived in London yesterday, told AS-SAFIR that he had meetings 
with President Shehu Shagari, the minister of state for toreign affairs 

and other ministers. 


Al-Hasan visited Nigeria to represent the Palestine National Council [PNC] 
at the World Interparliamentary Union meetings which were held in Lagos. 
The Palestinian official said the PLO has offered to provide Nigeria and 
certain African states with Palestinian technicians to contribute to 
African development projects. It has also been proposed to establish 
joint Palestinian-Nigerian projects with the help of Palestinian experts, 
he added. 


Speaking about the outcome of his meetings in Lagos, al-Hasan said they 
augur well. He noted the Nigerian press and Nigerian officials approve 
of the opening of a PLO office in Lagos. 


It is pointed out that Nigeria is now looking forward to better relations 
with the Arab countries in view of the fact that pressures being brought 
to bear on it by the oil companies could lead to its oil revenues being 
cut from 11.6 billion nairas [$9.7 billion] to about 8 billion nairas 
this year, which could lead to import restrictions. 


Shagari told the Nigerian Parliament last Saturday that oil production 
last March dropped to 688,000 barrels per day.

PLO ON EGYPTIAN POLICY--Hamburg, 21 Apr (DPA)--Leader of the PLO Yasir ‘Arafat 
expects to see a gradual change in Egyptian policy following the coming to 
power of President Husni Mubarak and the return of the Sinai Peninsula. 

"There will be changes, slight and slow. But they will come,” said 

'Arafat in an interview for the Hamburg weekly DIE ZEIT published today. 
Hesitantly and timidly, the Egyptians will return to the Arab fold and 

will normalize relations with the PLO. ‘Arafat rejected, however, the 
ll-point plan recently proposed by Egypt at the conference of nonaligned 
foreign ministers in Kuwait which called for "mutual and simultaneous 
recognition between the Palestinian people and Israel." "We are after all 

the victims of aggression in the Middle East conflict and not the aggressors," 
said ‘Arafat. "It is therefore impossible to expect us Palestinians and 
victims of aggression to recognize the aggressor. We cannot do this." 
However, ‘Arafat affirmed his readiness to continue the dialogue with

ISLAMIC MINORITIES IN EUROPE DEMAND RECOGNITION

the International Committee for Islamic Minorities"] 


[Text] London--The International Committee for Islamic Minorities held a 
meeting the night before last at which it discussed the question of Islamic 
minorities. The meeting was attended by delegations representing major 
Islamic organizations in several European countries which came here to take 
part in the debate on the conditions of Muslims in those countries. 


The delegations praised the attitudes of the Austrian and Belgian governments, 
which have officially recognized Islam. 


The committee demanded on its behalf and on behalf of the delegations that 

the governments of the United Kingdom, West Germany and France adopt a similar 
attitude and announce without reservation their official recognition of 

Islam, which represents the second religion in Europe. 


The seminar issued a final statement which said: 


1. The delegations unanimously announce on behalf of the organizations they 
represent their determination to adhere to their Islamic identity and to 
preserve such identity while contributing to the social activities in the 
countries where there are Islamic communities. 


2. The delegations call upon all European governments to expand their 
cooperation with the Islamic communities and to grant them protection and 
appreciation of their religion so as to abolish every discrimination or 
distinction between them and other communities. 


3. The delegations demand that the Western media and all institutions seek 
the truth in dealing with Islam and to give a true picture of the Islamic 
world so as to enable greater cooperation and understanding between the 
Western world and Islamic world. 


4. The delegations urge the wealthy Islamic governments and particularly the 
Arab governments to fulfill their religious duty by doubling their material 














and moral support for the Islamic minorities in Europe in a manner that would 
enable them to carry out their Islamic activities, particularly in the fields 
of building mosques, schools, social care centers and other institutions of 
an Islamic character. 


5. The delegations extend a special invitation to Muslim writers and scholars 
to concentrate further on writing about Islam and publicizing its facts and to 
pay special attention to the young generations in what they write. 


The delegations expressed their deep satisfaction with and appreciation for 


the books and publications published by the Islamic Council and its institu- 
tions in order to publicize Islam and defend it.

"AFGHAN SOLIDARITY’ SEEKING TO FORM PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT

[Text] While the EEC (in response to an initiative by the 
European Parliament), the Council of Europe, and the United 
States have just observed, at the end of March, "“Afghani- 
stan Day" to remind Western nations of the Soviet armed 
forces’ invasion of that country, the Afghan resistance 
continues to strengthen in spite of heavy losses, and polit- 
ical movements in opposition to Moscow seem to be organizing. 


Former Afghan political figures and officials who had served their country 
prior to the Soviet invasion have reportedly been trying to form a provisional 
government. Among these is Mohammed Youssouf, who was prime minister at the 
time of King Zahir Shah. With the change in regime, he went into exile in 
Bonn and repeatedly refused to return to the country despite numerous requests 
by President Babrak Karmal. 


"Afghan Solidarity" 


Assembled in a group named "Afghan Solidarity," a number of former ministers 
and ambassadors of the royal period and the time of Mohammed Daoud's presi- 
dency have decided to join in a common front leading to Afghanistan's national 
independence. "Afghan Solidarity" does not want to be likened to the Afghan 
parties in exile in Pakistan, but seeks recognition from the European Parlia- 
ment, where it reportedly has numerous "supporters." It appears to have al- 
ready gained the sympathy of several American congressmen, and in Afghanistan 
itself the support of the Afghan Communist Party, officials, businessmen, and 
officers disillusioned with the Babrak Karmal regime. However, parallel to 
"Afghan Solidarity," there appeared at the end of 1981 another, less open 
group called "Groupe-e-Kar," with nationalist views. 


Some observers think the two groups may join in an effort to find a political 
solution to the Afghan crisis, even if this means considering Soviet partici- 
pation in negotiations. Both seem convinced that the Afghan guerrillas can- 

not defeat the Soviet army. 














{t also appears that the Soviet Union presently has no more control over the 
country than it did in the early period after the invasion, which will lead 
it to expand its operations against the Afghan resistance in the coming 
months. It has reportedly already stepped up the war by more vigorous air 
attacks and land sweeps. Repression is said to have already increased in the 
Kabul and Kandahar areas. 


The guerrillas have reportedly lost many leaders and suffered significant de- 
feats...though such reports must be treated with caution because of the dif- 
ficulty in verifying them. In January, 600 mujahedin were reportedly killed 
Or captured. However, according to French sources, the resistance continues 
to be violent in the north, where military convoys of the government forces 
have been attacked regularly, and there has been an increased number of assas- 
Sinations and kidnappings in Kabul. 


The rebellion has escalated to the degree that families of Soviet advisers 
have recently been evacuated from Mazar-I-Sharif. 


A French doctor who recently spent several weeks clandestinely in Loghar has 
reported that the mujahedin make daily attacks on the main Kabul road. How- 
ever, according to British correspondent Edward Girardet, the winter has been 
rough for the Afghan resistance, which could not find enough vegetation to 
provide cover and ward off helicopter attacks. Nevertheless, if one can be- 
lieve certain French sources, the Russians were not able to transport some 

5 billion cubic meters of Afghan natural gas to the Central Asian republics 
because of sabotage by the mujahedin. They were only able to pump 1.1/7 bil- 
lion cubic meters the length of the border, less than in previous years. 


Role of Natural Resources 


lt is possible that Afghanistan's considerable natural wealth in natural gas 
and petroleum played some part in motives for the Soviet invasion of 1979. 
The Soviet natural gas reserves in the Caspian Sea are being exhausted. The 
occupation of Afghanistan is thus probably quite profitable for Moscow, 
despite the high cost of the military occupation. While the number of troops 
there is estimated at 90,000, 400,000 would be a more likely figure in order 
to insure control of the country. Moreover, the Afghan regular army does 
not total more than 30,000 men, and defections are endemic, with regular 
soldiers taking their weapons and joining the resistance. This has resulted 
in an increased participation by Soviet soldiers in direct combat, but also 
a stepping up of Soviet bombing, greater use of mines, and more raids on 
towns and villages. 


Nevertheless, Western observers believe Soviet losses in Afghanistan are 
relatively light compared to the U.S. losses in Vietnam. Between 3,000 and 
8,000 Soviet soldiers have reportedly been killed since the beginning of the 
invasion, although the Afghan resistance claims a higher figure. The Islamic 
guerrillas, whose headquarters in exile are in Peshawar, Pakistan, has an- 
nounced that in 1981 alone the Soviet losses reached 9,000 men, while the 
Afghan regular troops lost 4,500. In the same period, 20,000 civilians and 
1,000 rebels reportedly lost their lives. 
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"Afghanistan Day," just observed in the West and coinciding with the Afghan 
New Year, was thus a timely reminder to the world public of the Soviet provo- 
cation of 1979. 


The president of the European Parliament, author of this initiative, stated: 
"The objective of Afghanistan Day was to work toward restoring to the Afghan 
people control of their own destiny without foreign interference. But this 
cannot come about unless world opinion remains robilized on the side of the 
Afghans and their just cause, and in opposition t% everything tending to 
maintain the status quo. The European Parliament has committed itself to 
permanent assistance to this task."

NEW BUDGET PLAN DISCLOSED 
Manama AL-BAHRAIN in Arabic No 646, 27 Jan 82 pp 4-5 


[Article: "Text of the Minister of Finance and National Economy's Speech on 
the New Budget: '1.2 Billion Dinars...the Meanings and Objectives'"] 


[Text] His Royal Highness Shaykh ‘Isa bin Salman Al Khalifah, prince of the 
glorious country, graciously ratified the public budget of the state for fi- 
nancial years 1982 and 1983, as well as the bases of the 4-year program for 
economic and social development from 1982 to 1985. Since the budget is not 
merely a recitation of figures but is a reflection of government policy and 
compliance with the needs imposed by the present phase of the country's eco- 
nomic and social development, I hope to succeed in explaining the general 
bases on which this budget depends, which reflect the government programs 
headed by His Highness the venerable prime minister. 


The financial policy of the state is reflected in the budget figures and in 
the figures of the 4-year program for economic and social development. These 
principles may be summarized as follows: 


Ll. Distribution of income by means of the budget to raise the standard of 
living for all citizens. This is done by focusing on facilities for educa- 
tion, health, housing, and social services, which are offered free of charge, 
and are a main form of state aid. 


2. The creation of a developed base for essential construction represented 
by roads, the harbor, the airport, and water and electrical stations, to pro- 
vide the needs of development in the fields of industry, commerce, and ser- 
vices. 


3. The development of a national economic base modified by government en- 
trance as a principal participant in the extraction and refinement of oil, 
gas, aluminum, ship repairs, and food industries. 


The total state budget for financial years 1982 and 1983 is estimated at 560 
million dinars and 646 million dinars respectively, i.e. an estimated total 
of 1.2 billion dinars. Oil revenues continue to form the main source of 
revenues for the state. They constitute between 74 and 77 percent of the 
total revenues for both 1982 and 1983. Miscellaneous revenues, including 
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financial aid and loans, account for 10 percent of all budget figures. It re- 
mains for us to know that the income obtained from all government taxes, in- 
cluding by way of example from customs, ports, real estate registrations, 
courts, automobile registrations, work licenses, commercial registers, health 
service revenues, postal services, electricity, civil aircraft, transporta- 
tion, and water works--all these are no more than 15 percent of the total 
public revenues. 


We now return tc the side of expenses. These are divided under four headings, 
namely: wages 2ad salaries; public expenses and unclassified expenses; trans- 
fer payments; and the bases of the 4-year program. 


In 1982, 149.4 million dinars were set aside for wages and salaries, and in 
1983, 166.8 million dinars. This constitutes 52 percent of the total revised 
budget figures. The volume of the work force in the state civil service in 
1982 will reach 22,872 employees, and will rise to 33,857 employees in 1983. 
The rate of increase in the number of government employees for 1982 and 1983 
is 2 to 4 percent, to meet the widening demands in some government agencies. 
The totals for the second category, i.e. public expenses, are 59.6 million 
dinars in 1982, rising to 64.8 million dinars in 1983, i.e. 2 percent of the 
total revised expenditures. 


Miscellaneous expenses and transfer expenses amount to 88.8 million dinars in 
1982 and 88.7 million dinars in 1983, i.e. 28 percent of total expenses. This 
includes aid to the municipality at 7 million dinars each year and cost-of- 
living increase allowances at 8 million dinars in 1982 and 10.5 million in 
1983. It also includes 11.8 million dinars for both financial years spent to 
train government employees at home and abroad. 


Some of the most important expenses of the budget for the next 2 years are 
the designation of 65.5 million dinars for the Ministry of Public Works, 
Electricity and Water, 77.5 million dinars for the Ministry of Education. 
62 million dinars for the Ministry of Health, 20.5 million dinars for the 
Ministry of Information, 28 million dinars for the Ministry of Finance and 
National Economy, 15 million dinars for the Ministry of Development and In- 
dustry, 13 million dinars for the Ministry of Transportation and Communica- 
tion, as detailed in the royal document for the budget. 


Expenses for the fourth category, i.e. for the 4-year program for economic 
and social development, total 1.1 billion dinars for the period of 1982 to 
1985. The allotment for the first financial year, 1982, is 262.2 million 
dinars; for financial year 1983 it is 325.5 million dinars; for financial 
year 1984 it is 294.7 million dinars; for financial year 1985 it is 255.8 
million dinars. 


The program is divided into a number of sectors. In the basic construction 
sector, which includes public works, electricity, water, the airport, hous- 
ing, transportation and ports, the budget is estimated at 754.8 million 
dinars, including the following: 
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--224.6 million dinars for the electrical sector, to raise productive power 
88 percent, from 487 megawatts to 917 megawatts, in addition to the founding 
of 23 branch stations and the extension of 80 kilometers of electrical lines, 
to meet the demands of industrial and home expansion. 





--130.3 million dinars for the water sector, to implement the purification 
project by means of reverse osmosis, as well as additions in the Sitrah elec- 
tricity and water purification station. By these means the productive power 
for water purification will rise from 5 million gallons a day at the present. 
time to 45 million gallons a day by the end of the program. 


--65 million dinars for roads, including the extension of 22 kilometers of 
main roads and 10 kilometers of side roads, and the improvement of 28 kilo- 
meters of existing roads and 29 kilometers of roads linked with new residen- 
tial areas, in addition to the main intersections, to avoid traffic jams. 


--64.2 million dinars for the sewerage system, which will be extended by 350 
kilometers, with 10,000 connections to homes and buildings. 


--20 million dinars for government buildings. 


--189 million dinars for housing, to complete 1,600 living units presently 
under construction, and to build 5,760 homes and 1,500 apartments, and to 
distribute 2,400 housing coupons and offer loans to 2,000 citizens. 


--9.2 million dinars for transportation; to construct the main postal build- 
ing and main bus station in ‘Isa Town, and various post offices. 


--13 million dinars for the port, including setting up two new stations for 
containers in the port of Salman, and the completion of the port of al- 
Muharraq, and the development of the south harbor and the repairing of piers 
in Mina’ Salman. 


The second sector in the 4-year program is that of social services, including 
education. This sector has 146.3 million dinars, of which the most important 
items are as follows: 


--65.9 million dinars for educational facilities, including the construction 
of 22 elementary, intermediary, secondary, commercial, and industrial schools, 
and building 214 additional classrooms in existing schools, and 12 work rooms 
for practical fields. The educational program also includes 20 million dinars 
to train male and female teachers in the various fields of study. 


--7.7 million dinars for the labor and social atfairs sector, to complete the 
construction of cooperative societies and social center, in addition to the 
construction of the Ministry's administrative office and the expansion of the 
vocational training center. 


--37.1 million dinars for health facilities, including laboratories, a nurses' 
training center, and the expansion of the Sulmaniyyah medical center to 
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accommodate 300 additional beds and set up a number of health centers in the 
various regions of the country. 


--15.7 million dinars for information, including the construction of a new 
studio, the national museum, the theatre, news buildings, an art exhibition 
hall, restoring the ancient fortresses, and developing the hotel center. 


--8.9 million dinars for facilities for youth, including the construction of 
the national club and a number of clubs, swimming pools, and training fields, 
and the development of existing athletic fields, and additions to the equita- 
tion and horse racing club. 


--ll million dinars for the municipalities, including supporting the existing 
fleet of vehicles, building a cement factory and a number of buildings for 
the municipal centers, creating gardens, developing the shores and beaches, 
and air-conditioning the central market in Manama. 


The third sector in the program is that of economic services, including the 
ministries of Finance, Commerce and Agr*culture, and Development and Industry. 
A total of 59.5 million dinars has been designated for this sector, includ- 
ing: 34.6 million dinars for the agricultural sector, for the milk and fish- 
ing projects, for the expansion of the storage capacity of grain silos, the 
addition of 1,000 hectares of arable land, and the provision of incentives 
and assistance for farmers and fishermen; also for the ; rogram of agricultural 
loans, fodder, and agricultural expenses, and the construction of six harbors 
for fishermen; 20.9 million dinars have also been designated for industrial 
development, to develop industrial zones in the various regions of the coun- 
try. There rewains a sum of 3 million dinars designated for the construction 
of central treasuries for the Ministry of Finance and National Economy. 








The fourth sector of the 4-year program for economic and social development 
is that of public administration, including the Ministry of State for Cabinet 
Affairs, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, the Ministry of the Interior, the 
Ministry of Defense, and the Ministry of Justice and Islamic Affairs. A 
total of 58.8 million dinars has been designated for this sector, to build 
homes for foreign state civil servants, Bahrain's embassies overseas, and a 
number of establishments for the police and defense force, in addition to 

the development of mosques and the construction of the large Friday prayer 
mosque in Manama. 


Since development in its essence is a joint national effort, connected links 
in which all society participates, and the government takes the reins of the 
enterprise, our great and essential role today is to translate these ambi- 
tions into tangible reality which we will see in the next few years of the 
life of our developmental destiny. 


We look with confidence and optimism to the future. In addition to the esti- 
mates of the 4-year program, which amount to a total of approximately 1,140 
dinars and revised expenses which may come to the same figure or surpass it 
in the next 4 years, there are about 1 billion other dinars which we will 
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spend on development operations in which the government will participate in 
one form or another. Among the most important of these are: the construction 
of the Bahrain-Saudi bridge, the construction of a petro-chemical factory and 
a factory to process heavy petroleum products, the Dirfala aluminum factory, 
an iron and steel factory, a third expansion of the existing Sahr aluminum 
factory, in addition to various smaller factories, food factories, and various 
real estate projects. 


In other words, there will be a public expenditure in the next 4 years of no 
less than 3.5 billion dinars, i.e. 9 billion dollars for the next 4 years. 

We are not unaware of the nature of the situation and the problems that this 
ambitious program for economic and social development could cause in the 
work force, prices, and the constriction of essential facilities. But we in 
the Council of Ministers, and under the leadership of His Highness Shaykh 
Khalifa bin Salman Al Khalifa, the venerable prime minister, have taken care 
that the coming development be an adequate and well-balanced development. We 
will do our best to rectify any negative effects on the overall development 
operations in the coming years, 1982-1985. In addition, these development 
operations will aim to expand the national economic base, diversify the 
sources of income, expand existing basic facilities, and take particular in- 
terest in the agricultural and industrial sectors, in addition to providing 
the necessary finances to support essential goods and provide necessary incen- 
tives for the development of various facilities. 


Preliminary studies carried out in the Ministry of Finance and National Econ- 
omy indicate that real yearly growth in the national average net income after 
inflation will be 5 to 7.5 percent per year, and that the volume of the labor 
torce will increase by about 4.5 percent during the years of the program. 

In preparing the program, the government aims to designate sufficient funds 
for investment, whether in the projects it implements directly, such as basic 
construction, or the projects it implements by means of its public establish- 
ments, such as industrial and agricultural projects. The studies also indi- 
cate that the volume of anticipated growth in the years after the program 
will be linked to a great extent with the volume of funds set aside for in- 
vestment. Therefore the government is currently devoting itself to the study 
of ways to guide expenditures and increase revenues from various sources of 
income, to meet the needs of economic and social. development after 1985.

LABOR FORCE TRAINING PROGRAM REVIEWED 
Manama AL~MAWAQIF in Arabic No 409, 1 Feb 82 pp 12-14 


[Interview with Ibrahim Bu Judayh, director of the Vocational Training Center, 
by ‘Adnan al-Musawi: "How Far Has the Labor Force Training and Preparation 
Project in the Labor Ministry Progressed?"; date and place not specified] 


[Text] In view of the country's urgent need for skilled and technically 
trained manpower in this period of development, the Ministry of Labor and 
Social Affairs decided to establish a training center. This decision came 
after study and tests, in order to achieve the desired goal in a short period 
of time, and to provide the skilled manpower demanded by the needs of the de- 
velopment plan drawn up by the state. The resolution to create this Center 
comes at a time when the ministry is attempting to actually implement the 
"Bahrainization" of civil service jobs, especially in the field of modern 
technology. Although opinions have differed on the potential of this project 
to expand the labor market with the requisite skills, the ministry has at- 
tempted to bring it into exister-e, and has laid down the primary foundations 
for a program of apprenticeship and the preparation of skilled workers to 
meet the needs of development. I will try to shed some light on this project, 
which is considered one of the most important projects for the development of 
the labor force. 


Why was the Center founded? 


The answer to this question is clarified in the reply of Mr Ibrahim Bu Judayh, 
director of the Vocational Training Center, during an interview with AL- 
MAWAQIF. The director of the Vocational Training Center says, "First I would 
like to give you a brief description of the Center which was recently founded, 
since we are still at the beginning of the road. In view of the enormous 
sums of money spent by the state in the field of training, vocational train- 
ing usually takes several years: the apprentice moves during this time from 
one town to another without benefitting from prepared programs due to reli- 
ance on a unified vocational organization which for the most part does not 
correspond to the needs and developments of any one town. Therefore the Min- 
istry of Labor and Social Affairs hastened to set up this vital project, 
hoping it would develop skilled, professional and technologically trained 
manpower in the country, in conformity with the demands of economic and tech- 
nological development, to open the way before anyone who has ambitions and 
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those who dropped out of intermediary and secondary schools during their 
course of study and were unable to continue their studies for one reason or 
Other, to develop their abilities and encourage their professional and occu- 
pational ambitions. This is achieved through this vital program, which has 
laid foundations by study in accordance with analyses of the types of work 
and civil service jobs and conditions of employment needed by Bahrain. For 
this purpose, this Center was established. 


"In addition, the Ministry of Labor mediates between the apprentice during 
his vocational training and one of the organizations, companies or institu- 
tions that pay the Center his training fees, and even some institutions which 
do not pay the training fee at first. The role of mediator played by the 
ministry is embodied in the Manpower Development Agency, which signs the 
agreement between the organization and the apprentice. The apprentice under- 
goes training given by the Center with daily instruction. This includes both 
theoretical and practical aspects, with the goal of gaining knowledge and 
practice in addition to the social skills required by his trade. The appren- 
tice depends for his success on both his personal experience and manual skills 
to solve problems and difficulties which may confront him in his work. The 
training will also provide the apprentice with qualifications enabling him to 
develop in his work in successive stages, and grants him the opportunity in 
the future to rise to the highest levels in the organization in which he 
works, after he finishes the established period of training." 


Mr [brahim, director of the Vocational Training Center, explained that the 
Center was founded only recently, and will participate in an active way in 
the project of 10,000 trainees decided on by the Committee on Social Affairs, 
which is connected with the Council of Ministers and is composed of the spe- 
cialized ministries. 


[Question] What are the goals of vocational training? 


[Answer] One of the goals of vocational training is to appoint and train 
students in appropriate vocations, after ascertaining that the training is in 
accordance with the demand for labor and the practical and theoretical skills 
which are included in the training program--the development of vocational 
training programs according to the locally required levels of competence--to 
strengthen and raise the level of training programs inside factories through 
regulated visits of inspection and the supervision of training inside national 
establishments, aiming at justice and fairness in the distribution of train- 
ing costs among the parties who are benefitting from the skills and education 
of the individuals. These are more or less the goals and essential principles 
of the vocational training program. 


[Question] How long has the vocational training project been operating? 
[Answer] The project was established on 3 October 1981, to provide the best 
training and qualifications for skilled workers to replace foreign workers, 


in application of the ministry's attempt to carry out the Bahrainization plan. 


[Question] How many years does the vocational training take? 
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[Answer] First I would like to explain that we train the apprentice for a 
period of 44 weeks during which he undergoes both theoretical and practical 
study in the field of his specialization. I also will not neglect to tell 
you that after the apprentice has completed a period of 11 weeks we send him 
to a company with which an agreement has previously been made. He works there 
for a period of 1 week to practice working there in accordance with the pro- 
gram prepared for the company. An inspector from the ministry inspects the 
places of work to which the apprentices are sent to study closely how the 
work is going there. Then he is examined so he can be moved into the second 
year, where he goes through the same stages, until he completes the training 
period at the end of the third year. We also train the apprentice from a 
vocational and scientific standpoint to qualify him at the required level. 


[Question] What stipulations are there for the student who wishes to join 
the Center for training? 


[Answer] First: That he have completed at least intermediary school. He 
must have an interest in or experience in the technical and vocational fields, 
or have obtained a degree certified by the Manpower Development Agency. The 
applicant must also be no less than 14 years old, and he must be conversant 

in English, mathematics, and the sciences. It is preferable for the applicant 
to have a background in the vocational fields or to have had a previous ap- 
prenticeship in one of the trade schools. Then the vocational student takes 
an entrance examination prepared by the professional establishment with which 
an agreement will be made after the Manpower Development Agency agrees to the 
examination. And he must pass a medical examination. 


[Question] What subjects does the vocational student study? 


[Answer] The applicant must join, according to his ambitions and desires, 
one of the established departments, which are as follows: graphs, industrial 
design, basic industrial technology, mathematics, and applied mathematical 
sciences. In addition, in the first year he must complete vocational and 
work training; the second year is devoted only to the theoretical aspect; the 
third year is like the second year, i.e. theoretical training only. 


[Question] How many vocational departments are there in the Center? 


[Answer| At present for a starter there are five departments in the Center. 
In the future other departments will be added. The departments presently in 
existence, established by the ministry for this program, are: 


--Construction division: carpentry and joining; building and concrete works; 
pipe casting. 


--Electrical division: electricity of buildings; maintenance and repair of 
electricity; the mechanics of air-conditioning and cooling. 


--Auto mechanics division: automobile electricity; auto mechanics; mechanics 
of heavy parts; tinsmithing of cars; painting; spraying.

--Mechanical division: complex mechanics, parts construction, and welding. 


--Commercial division: accounting, office administration, office work, and 
secretarial work. 


[Question] What are the services and forms of assistance offered by the 
Center to the trainees? 


[Answer] We decided that the services would be in the form of financial as- 
sistance, set as a wage for the apprentice. In the first year of service the 
apprentice receives 80 Bahraini dinars. In the second year he receives 60 
percent of the minimum wage set for the apprentice. In the third year of 
service he receives 75 percent of the minimum wage. In the last 3 months of 
the third year he receives 100 percent of the fixed wage for the working ap- 
prentice. In addition, the apprentice is provided with everything he needs 
during the training period, including notebooks, books, and work clothes to 
be used during his work in the workshop. This assistance is provided free 

of charge at the Center's expense. 


[Question] How many students does the Center have? 


[Answer] This year the Center will train only 120 vocational students. In 
the second year the number will increase to 250 students. In the last year 
the number will double to 500 vocational students, and it is possible that 
the number will increase after new sections are added for other vocations ap- 
propriate to the program of vocational apprenticeship, pending the approval 
of the Minister of Labor. 


[Question] Have you encountered problems in this regard? 


[Answer] In fact we have encountered some matters which are inevitable: the 
difficulty of external communications with some institutions and companies, 
where we find some hesitation to participate. I will not neglect to mention 
and thank those institutions which have helped us and continue to help us, 
and these are the Barwan Andrut Company and the al-Khaja establishment. I 
hope that others will respond to us in a positive way so we can unify efforts 
to serve our beloved country of Bahrain. 


[Question] What happens after the termination of the training period? Is 
the apprentice granted a certificate, or will his destiny be limited to ap- 
pointment to a job? 


[Answer] Yes, absolutely, the apprentice will be granted a certificate after 
completing the required training period and passing routine examinations. 
These last are two examinations each year, regulated by the Manpower Develop- 
ment Agency. After this the Center grants him a certificate based on the 
examinations he is given at the end of each year. After the first year the 
vocational student is awarded an intermediate-level certificate. After the 
student successfully completes the training period, i.e. after the third 

year, he earns the national vocational certificate establishing the qualifica- 
tion of its holder "as a skilled worker of the first level." After this there 
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are special exams in most professions for the workers to earn the highest 
vocational degree as “a skilled worker of the second level" upon approval by 
the Supreme Council for Vocational Training. 


[Question] Do any non-Arab aliens work in the Center? 


[Answer] Yes, we have five Swedish experts working with us, whose functions 
are limited to planning and preparing the programs to be carried out by the 
Center. In addition, they also teach some of the technical workers who will 
take their place after they are qualified to perform this function. 


With this last question our interview with Mr Ibrahim Bu Judayh, who informed 
us about the divisions of the Center, came to an end. During this visit we 
met with some of the students to solicit their opinion of the quality of 
training and the difficulties they encounter in their vocational apprentice- 
ship. During our visit to the electricity section, we asked this question 

of the students of the division: What do you think of the level of training, 
and what are the problems you faced? 


They all answered in unison that they find no fault with the training. "We 
cannot say that we have taken it all in" (they said), "because we are still 
at the beginning, and every beginning is hard work. But the teachers, most 
of whom are of course our Bahraini brothers, have not fallen short with us. 
We can say that they have done their duty in sincerity, beginning with the 
way they treat us, and including the teaching and training. We also believe 
that the training takes place in an atmosphere which encourages the individual 
to hope for the best. The only problem from which most of the apprentices 
suffer is transportation. Some students live at some distance from the loca- 
tion of the Center, so their regular attendance at the Center requires them 
to have means of transportation. If transportation is not available, we see 
how difficult it is for the student to be present at the appointed time. We 
were surprised to hear that the administration contacted some national trans- 
portation establishments asking assistance in providing buses to bring stu- 
dents to the Center and home again, but the officials’ request was turned 
down by officials in these establishments. We therefore appeal to the Minis- 
ter of Labor and Social Affairs to help us solve this problem from which we 
students suffer. This is the problem we encounter, and we do not think its 
solution is too difficult if there are good intentions." 


This is what the students with whom we met said, with the general director 

of the Center listening with us. We hope the specialized agencies will over- 
come this obstacle to make it easier for the Center officials and the students 
in particular to do their duty, although the program is just beginning.

MURAD URGES ABOLITION OF EMERGENCY LAWS

[Interview with Socialist Labor Party Deputy leader Dr Hilmi Murad by Fayiz 
Zayid: "There Must Be Change, Otherwise the Accomplishments Will Evaporate 
Into Mere Slogans"--date and place not specified] 


[Excerpts] At the beginning of the interview Hilmi Murad, deputy leader of 

the Socialist Labor Party, called for an end to the emergency laws and freedom 
restricting statutes impeding the process of democracy which President Husni 
Mubarak has frequently said he wants to establish. 


Hilmi Murad said that change in the official departments is a must because many 
top officials themselves participated in drafting the laws restricting free- 
dom, were responsible for the excesses committed during the elections and 
fought the opposition parties and all the patriotic forces whose aim was to 
serve Egypt's interests. 


He added: The change should not be confined to methods only, but should cover 
methods and individuals because the two cannot be separated. 


The desired change has not been made as comprehensively and rapidly as the 
people would have liked. The proof is that the program submitted by President 
Husni Mubarak to the people's assembly and the consultative council has not 
been implemented yet. President Mubarak had said that our motto is "purity and 
war on corruption.” We have only seen isolated cases where exposed deviations 
have been rectified. 


Hilmi Murad also said: The so-called national newspapers have so far not 
followed a national line in dealing with all the political parties, despite 
President Mubarak's declaration that we are all Egyptians, that all parties 
should be treated equally and that there is no difference between the National 
Democratic Party and the opposition parties. Why then have the national news- 
papers chiefs not fulfilled President Mubarak's wish? 


Murad further said: I urge a speedy restoration of normal conditions condu- 
cive to the country's development, reform and elimination of the problems and 
crises weighing heavily on the masses. 
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He added: Socialist Labor Party leader engineer Ibrahim Shukri has submitted 
to the people's assembly a bill aimed at plugging the loopholes allowing 
deviation and corruption. The bill includes a number of provisions to enable 
the eradication of corruption and favoritism. This bill has not been discussed 
urgently. It has not even been submitted to the assembly for discussion. 


As we have previously said, we object to the political parties' involvement in 
business transactions and commercial and financial projects, because such 
involvement means using party influence to obtain concessions for such proj- 
ects and transactions. It is also against the parties law which prohibits the 
participation of political parties in business transactions other than print- 
ing and publication houses. 


We believe that the National Democratic Party's popular development committee 
headed by engineer 'Uthman Ahmad 'Uthman has issued orders to the banks spon- 
sored by it instructing them to loan millions of pounds and dollars to Tawfiq 
"Abd al-Hayy and others without sufficient security. Tawfiq ‘Abd al-Hayy 

and other National Democratic Party members have exploited this membership 

in amassing great wealth at the expense of the people, their welfare and their 
interests. 


While we have no right to interfere in other parties' affairs, we believe that 
the high national interest dictates that the National Democratic Party's 
popular development committee should be abolished. The Popular Development 
Ministry, which was created to turn the instructions of che party's popular 
development committee into official government orders, should also be abolished. 


Hilmi Murad maintained that if present problems and crimes are to be solved 
normal conditions must first be restored "immediately" by ending the state of 
emergency and releasing all detainees who have not been found guilty of law 
violations. All the emergency laws and the freedom-restricting statutes which 
have found their way into the general state laws should be abolished. This 
should be followed by a revision covering the heads, employees and policies 

of the official departments of information, press, security and economic af- 
fairs, because without sincere dedicated departments there can be no guar- 
antee that the problems will be solved and the projects soundly implemented. 
Then there is the need to promote a really democratic and healthy atmosphere 
for the nation to express its will and air its call for a revision of the 
constitution, now that we have shifted from a totalitarian system to a multi- 
party system. The flaws in the law on the exercise of political rights allow- 
ing the government to interfere with the general elections should be eliminated 
and so should the restrictions imposed on the formation and activities of 
political parties. There should be a parliament expressing the real senti- 
ments of the people as a result of elections conducted impartially and honestly 
by the government with the approval of all the nationalist and political forces. 
Only within this general framework and through democratic dialogue and quali- 
fied people can any government solve all problems and overcome all obstacles 
standing in the way of the Egyptian people's prosperity and dignified life. 


On the republication of the newspaper AL-SHA'B, he said: There are no problems. 


God willing the paper will reappear on Tuesday 4 May and it will have the same 
chief editor, Hamid Zaydan. 
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Asked about the role the paper will play in the future and whether it will 
pursue the same line as before its confiscation or a different line, he said: 
We do not change our principles or ideology. The paper will again sincerely 
mirror the suffering and problems of the Egyptian people. We hope that the 
views and suggestions expressed by the paper will be acceptable to the authori- 
ties and that it will not be subjected to the same treatment as in the past. 

We will not fail to praise all that is sound but we also will not hesitate 

to criticize whatever we believe should be criticized or commented upon, and 
we will expose any deviation. This is the role of the opposition and alter- 
native opinion under true democracy.

INTERVIEW WITH FORMER PM KHALIL ON WITHDRAWAL 
PM281413 Cairo MAY in Arabic 26 Apr 82 p 5 


[Interview with Dr Mustafa Khalil, deputy leader of the National Democratic 
Party [NDP] for foreign affairs by Sana' Al-Sa'id, in Cairo--date not given} 


[Excerpts] [Question] Israel's final withdrawal from Sinai brings back to 
mind the Camp David accords, the negotiations that led to their conclusion 
and the attacks launched against them. What do the positive fruits that we 
are reaping today bring back to your mind? 


[Answer] When we remember Camp David we must remember the late President 
Anwar al-Sadat. The Camp David accords: resulted from the initiative he took. 
The peace initiative was a historic action to solve the Palestine problem and 
the problem of withdrawal from Sinai and also to settle disputes in order to 
establish a just and comprehensive peace in the Middle East. President al- 
Sadat's speech in the Knesset is regarded as a historic document clarifying 
Egypt's policy on these issues. It would not have been possible to achieve 
the results we have achieved now without this initiative, which shook Israeli 
society and world opinion and prompted Egypt to take its problem into its own 
hands. 


[Question] The Israeli method of negotiating was described as prevaricating 
and intransigent. What is the truth behind this, bearing in mind that you were 
involved in the negotiations with Israel before and after the signing of the 
Camp David accords? What is the truth about the Israeli negotiator's style 

and has Israel actually been able to extract concessions from Egypt? 


[Answer] The Israeli negotiating method suffered from a basic shortcoming in 
that the Israeli negotiator was not given powers enabling him to negotiate. 
He was always forced, whenever new ideas or alternatives were suggested, to go 
back to his government, contrary to the Egyptian negotiator who always had 
full powers to negotiate. We thank God that the efforts exerted in the ne- 
gotiations yielded great success since Egypt made no concessions and gave up 
nothing that would jeopardize its sovereignty and freedom to make its own 
decisions, be it at the international or the internal political level. Also 
Egypt did not give Israel any privileges in the agreements reached regarding 
oil. These were concluded in accordance with Egyptian law: Israel was 
treated in the manner pursued in the oil market. 
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[Question] Some people believe that Sinai's return to Egypt was only a matter 
of course. 


[Answer] Sinai's return has no parallel in history. The return of territories 
without bloodshed is in itself an indication of the achievement of peace and 

a confirmation of Egypt's view that Israeli security cannot be achieved through 
military supremacy but through good-neighborliness, peaceful coexistence and 
natural relations between neighbors. 


[Question] Has Egypt, through Camp David, been able to break the barrier of 
mistrust which existed between itself and ]srael? 


[Answer] Without a doubt. Israel's withdrawal and both states' commitment to 
the Camp David agreements is the best evidence of the respect both have for 
what they signed and an indication that the barrier of mistrust is vanishing. 


[Question] Some people believe that Camp David did not lead to Egypt adopting 
a neutral stand in its relations with the two superpowers. Rather, Egypt has 
shown total or partial alignment with the United States on the one hand and 
repulsion and alienation toward the Soviet Union on the other. 


[Answer] This is not true. Camp David is not responsible for Egypt's aliena- 
tion from the Soviet Union. The ending of the Soviet experts" mission in July 
1972 and the consequent tension in relations between Cairo and Moscow was the 
result of the July 1971 incidents in Sudan which led to the arrest of some 
communists following the communist coup which took place then. This happened 
several years before Camp David, and therefore Camp David is not responsible 
for the tension in relations with the Soviets. Nevertheless, the Soviet Union 
opposed Camp David, stood as a stumbling block in the way of the Egyptian- 
Israeli treaty, and at the Security Council opposed the formation of a UN 
peace-keeping force, something that concerns Egypt and Israel. The Soviet 
Union should rather have welcomed the establishment of peace in the area. 


[Question] But the solution of the Palestine problem cannot be achieved with- 
out the Soviet Union. 


[Answer] I do not agree with this view. The Palestine problem concerns the 
parties concerned, and the Soviet Union is not a party concerned. 


[Question] Where is the wisdom in involving the United States as a full 
partner in the Camp David accords? 


[Answer] The United States played a fundamental role in the success of Camp 
David. Here we must not forget the constructive role that Cyrus Vance played 
in reaching the final draft of the Egyptian-Israeli agreements. Nor must we 
forget President Carter's intervention in the last stages of the agreement, 
particularly with regard to the clause concerning autonomy in the West Bank 
and Gaza on the basis of which negotiations were conducted afterwards. I 
would recall when Carter came to visit Egypt and Israel and personally inter- 
vened in order to bring about the success of the negotiations. We must all 
bear in mind that had it not been for the U.S. agreement to build two military 
bases in the Negev at a cost of $2 billion borne by the United States it 
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would have been difficult to complete the withdrawal on time. Thus it is 
thanks to the United States that we have accomplished this achievement and 

the completion of the building of the bases on time that led to Israel's 
withdrawal. This explains the wisdom of including the United States as a full 
partner in the negotiations. What has been achieved would not have been 
possible if the operation had been put under the auspices of an international 
conference as was suggested by some countries. 


[Question] Camp David has been accused of being a return to the policy of 
political and military alliances in the region. 


[Answer] We have not signed any military alliance with the United States or 
with any other country. But we are quite ready to cooperate with friendly 
States which seek stability in the area and the establishment of peace here 
and help its countries to defend their internal stability and to stand against 
external aggression or interference in their affairs. 


[Question] But U.S. policy has singularly created tensions in the area. 


[Answer] The tension in the area stemmed from the inside. We cannot lay the 
blame on anybody outside the area for Morocco's war with the POLISARIO, Iraq's 
war with Syria, Iraq's war with Iran, Libya's war with Saudi Arabia, Syria's 
war with Jordan or South Yemen's war with Saudi Arabia, Oman and North Yemen. 
Rather we find that it is the Soviet Union that has pushed countries like 
Libya, Ethiopia and South Yemen toward concluding an alliance which was called 
defensive when in fact there is no threat in the area to any of them. 


[Question] U.S. domination of the peace process in the area has let to the 
disruption of balances of power in the area and tolIsrael appearing to be the 
only one to benefit from events. 





[Answer] Unfortunately the balances of power have been disturbed as a result 
of the policies pursued by certain Arab countries which have led to the weak- 
ening of relations between the Arab countries and, consequently, to their in- 
ability to pursue any unified policy. 


[Question] What about the dominant role the United States will have in the 
multinational peace-keeping force? 


[Answer] The multinational force in Sinai will be international and does not 
give the United States the dominant role you refer to. 


[Question] Camp David so far represents the only existing commitment to solv- 
ing the Palestine problem. Is there still any chance of progress in the auto- 
nomy talks, particularly since some people doubt this following the Sinai 
withdrawal and the incidents in the West Bank and Gaza? 


[Answer] I believe that Camp David represents the only practical solution so 
far for establishing Palestinian autonomy for a 5-year transitional period. 
As the Camp David agreements stipulated, the final status of the West Bank 
and Gaza will be determined through a referendum by the Palestinians after 
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5 years. Consequently, the incidents in the West Bank and Gaza should not be 
a hindrance to negotiations in accordance with Camp David in order to estab- 
lish full autonomy. I believe that Egypt, Israel and the United States should 
persist in making efforts in order to make progress in these negotiations. With 
regard to the recent repressive measures taken by the Israel military and the 
attack on the Al-Aqsa Mosque--all these are absolutely unacceptable since the 
Camp David agreements provide that Israel should take certain steps in order 
to build up trust. These repressive measures are contrary to the most funda- 
mental human rights provided for in the UN Charter. Therefore, we constantly 
request the Israeli Government to stop such actions and to carry out the steps 
it has pledged in order to build up trust between itself and the Palestinians 
in the West Bank and Gaza. 


[Question] So far Israel has shown no flexibility during the autonomy negotia- 
tions. Do not you believe in the need for Egypt to get out of this dead-end 
situation which is only causing embarrassment for Egypt? 


[Answer] Of course not. On the contrary, I believe in the need to continue 
efforts in order to reach an agreement in accordance with Camp David. 


[Question] Camp David is blamed for one particular point--which is the most 
sensitive of all--which has led to the withholding of Arab support for it. 
This is the fact that it has not clearly provided for the establishment of a 
Palestinian state. 


[Answer] The Camp David agreement represents a practical solution for the 
Palestine problem. Considering that the agreement provides that the final 
status of the West Bank and Gaza will be determined after 5 years we cannot 
now jump to results that might not be the only solution for the political 
situation in the West Bank and Gaza. 


[Question] Camp David has neutralized Egypt and isolated it from the Arabs. 


[Answer] Not true, it was the Arab countries that distanced themselves from 
Egypt, boycotted it, imposed economic sanctions on it, hindered the formation 
of the multinational peace-keeping force and until the last moment exerted 
every effort to abort the withdrawal from Sinai. If the Arab countries want to 
restore their relations with Egypt this will not be at the expense of the 

Camp David agreements or the Egyptian-Israeli treaty because Egypt is a 
sovereign state and cannot accept tutelage from anybody or from the Arab 
countries collectively. 


[Question] What about the danger of a U.S. military presence in Egypt in the 
light of the obligations to which the United States is committed under the 
memorandum of understanding with Israel following the signing [of the Camp 
David accords]? These serious obligations provide for military, political 
and economic aid to Israel if the United States believes that there is a 
violation or threat of violation of the peace treaty. 


[Answer] This matter was decided in the two letters I addressed to former 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and which the Egyptiar. People's Assembly 
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endorsed as part of the Egyptian-Israeli treaty agreements. Egypt is under 
no obligation to accept a military presence imposed on it in accordance with 
an agreement concluded between Israel and the United States. What matters 
here is Egypt's approval and not what is concluded between Israel and the 
United States. in our view all the guarantees for both parties have been 
provided for in the Egyptian-Israeli agreement which also incorporates the 
method for resolving any disagreement arising over the agreement provisions. 


[Question] It has been said that the returm of Sinai to Egypt is incomplete 
insofar as sovereignty is concerned because Egypt will have no say in removing 
these forces since this has to be done in agreement with Israel and Israel is 
most unlikely to accept. 


[Answer] The international peace-keeping force has nothing to do with sover- 
eignty. It is there to keep peace between Egypt and Israel. Egypt is guar- 
anteed the application of all Egyptian laws and the carrying out of the various 
political, economic and social activities. All there is is an agreement on 

the types and quantities of arms deployed in zones A, B and C in Egypt and 

Zone D in Israel, which are subject to internationalinspection. 


[Question] After the withdrawal Israel is afraid that Egypt might resort to 
means of political pressure which it did not have before, such as breaking 
diplomatic relations or withdrawing the ambassadur if Israel takes provocative 
measures in the area. 


[Answer] This fear is absolutely groundless. Indeed I believe that those who 
stand behind and spread such ideas are extremist Israeli elements that reject 
the peace process. Statements by all Egyptian officials affirm that good re- 
lations and the normal growth of such relations betweenthe two countries will 
be a factor leading to the establishment of comprehensive peace in the area. 
Should what you referred to happen Egypt's position will not be specially 
different from that of the world community and other countries that have rela- 
tions with Israel. 


[Question] What are your future expectations regarding Egyptian-Israeli rela- 
tions, particularly since it is being reiterated by some people that the coming 
period will witness difficulties and obstacles more acute than those of the 

past period? 


[Answer] The fears that are being expressed by some people are probably a 
reaction tothe Israeli extremists’ actions, which, if they continue, will pose 
a danger to the development and growth of natural relations:between the two 
countries. But I beleive that our aim should be to pull the ground from under 
those extremists’ excuses and seek to establish developed relations in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the agreement. In fact I believe that the 
influence of these extremist elements inside Israel will lessen when they see 
that the two countries have abided by the letter and spirit of the peace treaty 
and that it has brought goodness and benefits not only for the two countries 
but also for the whole area. Consequently, the Egyptian fears, which are 
basically a reaction to the actions and behavior of these extremists, will 
disperse and vanish.

INTERVIEW WITH GEN SA'D AL-DIN AL-SHADHILI 
PM280901 Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 23-24 Apr 82 p 5 


[Interview with exiled Egyptian oppositionist Gen Sa'd al-Din al-Shadhili 
by A. Fattani: "At What Price?"--date and place not given] 


[Text] [Question] Four days before the deadline the Zionist administration 
informed the Egyptian Government that it was prepared to hand the Sinai back 
to it between Saturday night and Sunday morning, in other words on 25 April. 
What do you think of that? 


General al-Shadhili: To answer that question properly it is necessary to 
discuss the clauses of the Camp David agreements and the political situation 
in which they were concluded. Indeed, the Camp David treaty stipulates that 
Israel must withdraw to the international borders 3 years after the date on 
which those agreements were signed, in other words on 25 April 1982. But we 
must not lose sight of the main political objective pursued by the Camp David 
treaty of isolating Egypt from the Arab world. That policy was perfectly 
clear during al-Sadat's regime. But after his assassination Israel began to 
have doubts about the future and to ask the question: What if Egypt and Husni 
Mubarak were finally to change policy and be reconciled with the Arabs? 


That explains why Israel has stepped up its pressure on Mubarak and the Egypt- 
ian regime in the past few months. Its main objective is to keep Egypt in 
its sphere of influence and to ensure that it does not rejoin the Arab family. 


Begin has certainly not been sparing in his pressure: Far fromit. For in- 
stance, the threat of refusal to hand back the Sinai or of a possible post- 
ponement was one of the ineans used by Israel to secure new guarantees likely 
to ensure the continuity of the Camp David agreements and their spirit. The 
Israelis have finally succeeded in obtaining those guarantees. Has not Husni 
Mubarak just made an official statement pledging to continue the Camp David 
policy and asserting that it is in them alone that any possible peace plan 
for the region could lie. 


Thus Israel has succeeded in obtaining a positive answer to all the conditions 
governing the restoration of the Sinai: Husni Mubarak will ensure that Egypt 

will continue to follow the Camp David agreements and will not rejoin the 

Arab family.... In our view it is clear that the restoration of the Sinai has 
deliberately been preceded by an atmosphere of pressure.... 
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Any Change Can Be Ruled Out 


[Question] So in your view Egypt will blithely continue to follow the path 
laid down by Camp David and al-Sadat? There is absolutely no question of 
expecting Husni Mubarak to denounce those agreements on the day? 


General al-Shadhili: Israel has obtained assurances and an official statement 
by Mubarak pledging to continue the policy laid down at Camp David. The 
Israelis did not make do with some verbal assurances but demanded and obtained 
an official statement by Mubarak, who thus accepted their terms. Consequently 
I rule out any possible change by Egypt regarding the Camp David agreements, 
because that depends not only on Husni Mubarak but also on the two other 
partners: the United States and Israel. Even if Husni Mubarak were in favor 
of 2 possible change, would Israel and the United States allow him to make ° 
it? That is the important question. That is why I do not expect any revi- 
sion of the Camp David policy by Husni Mubarak. 


[Question] General al-Shadhili, how do you interpret the fact that Husni 
Mubarak has still not visited Israel and flatly refuses to visit occupied 
Jerusalem? 


General al-Shadhili: One of Tel Aviv's means of pressure was that planned 
visit to Israel and occupied Jerusalem by Mubarak. Of course Husni Mubarak 
refused to visit Jerusalem, and some observers hurriedly interpreted that as 
a stance showing that he was preparing to move away from Camp David. That is “ 
not true, since he has just reaffirmed his full attachment to those agreements, 
and he will visit Israel in the framework of the regular exchanges introduced 
between Egyptian and Israeli leaders. 





[Question] Are you not expecting an Israeli "underhand blow" against an Arab 
country once the Sinai is returned? 


General al-Shadhili: That is very probable. It is no accident that Israel 
sent its aircraft to bomb Lebanon the very day when it announced that it would 
withdraw from the Sinai on the scheduled date. And the day before the United 
States used its right of veto against the Security Council's condemnation of 
Israel. That clearly shows American and Israeli policy will not change. 

Worse still, that policy is a scornful mockery of the Arab world after they 
have obtained every assurance that Egypt is permanently excluded from the coun- 
tries on the battlefield and does not stand alongside the Arabs in the event 

of conflict. 


[Question] There has been a great deal of talk in some Arab capitals about a 
forthcoming “return by Egypt to the Arab family."' On what terms could that 
rehabilitation take place? 


General al-Shadhili: To discover those terms it is necessary to recall the 
reasons which led Egypt to leave the Arab family. The Arab countries took 
the decision to break off their diplomatic relations with Egypt during the 
al-Sadat regime because it signed the Camp David agreements.

I do not think the Arab countries’ position will change while the Camp David 
agreements continue to be implemented, because if they accepted Egypt with 
Camp David that would necessarily imply their acceptance of those agree- 
ments.... What then would have been the point in the Arab countries breaking 
off relations with Egypt and opposing Camp David? Was it a personal quarrel 
between al-Sadat and the Arab heads of State? Certainly not. It happened 
because of a profound political disagreement and Husni Mubarak's Egypt has 
once again just asserted its attachment to its cause: the Camp David agree- 
ments. 


Personally I think the gap between the Arab and Egyptian positions is wide. 
I do not expect a rapprochement. There may be some Arab countries which 
want reconciliation with Egypt, in fact they want to join Camp David. But 
it is difficult for us to demonstrate that. Nonetheless, even if some Arab 
capitals seek to join the Camp David agreements in that way, I am not sure 
that such an attitude will make things easier for the majority of Arab coun- 
tries. 


Opposition and ...Opposition 


[Question] The Egyptian opposition has responded favorably to Mubarak's com 
plaints. What is your analysis of relations between the opposition and the 
government since the new administration came to power? 


General al-Shadhili: First, I would like to make a correction to your ques- 
tion. In Egypt there is the official and the unofficial opposition. The 
opposition recognized by the state is the one which has permission to form 
parties. But the state has the upper hand over those parties primarily be- 
cause of the legal framework in which they are placed, in other words it can 
dissolve them when it wishes. The official opposition recognized by the 
state is still subject to strong pressures and is trying to pick its way 
through a minefield.... 


Consequently that opposition has made concessions in its attempt to assert 
itself. It adopted an admirable position 4-6 months before al-Sadat's assas- 
sindtion. Afterward Mubarak made promises to it about changes, but it did 
not obtain any guarantees. I do not think those promises will be kept. Their 
aim is to distract people from the problem and give the regime a respite. What 
is certain is that a people cannot live on promises indefinitely. 


The promise that there will be changes after 25 April will eventualiy burst 
like a balloon. We are not far from 25 April. Today the official opposition 
has awoken to the situation and is finding it has been betrayed by promises 
without first having obtained guarantees that they will be kept. It is not 
surprising the opposition is already beginning to express its dissatisfaction. 


Whatever happens, the honeymoon between the official opposition and the regime 
will be short-lived. As regards the unofficial opposition, it is an opposi- 
tion not acknowledged by the state either inside or outside the country. Its 
position remains the same: it has not changed at all. 
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[Question] Defense Minister General Abu Ghazalah has just been promoted 
marshal. What political effect could that promotion have? 


General al-Shadhili: It is difficult to give an explanation for Abu Ghazaleh's 
promotion at present. First because it not only coincided with the decision 

to execute Khalid al-Islambuli and his comrades but also came immediately 

after Abu Ghazalah's U.S. visit. Is his promotion the result of a compromise 
with the United States? Or is Mubarak already seeking to rid himself of his 
defense minister? There are several hypotheses and it is very difficult to 

find the best, but we will be able to see which it is in the future, God willing. 


[Question] The “infitah" [open door] policy has produced negative results in 
the Egyptian economy for almost a decade. The latest ministerial reshuffle was 
interpreted by observers as an attempt by the regime to tackle certain economic 
and social ills. What exactly is the position? 


General al-Shadhili: That is obviously what the regime says: The change of 
ministers implies a change of policy. That is a mistake, however. And we 
reject that explanation. How is that change being brought about? 


In Egypt the national party is in power. Its policy and style have not 
changed. What has changed is the man at the top: Mubarak instead of al-Sadat. 
But the guideline of political life remains the same. Our problem, the Egyptian 
people's problem, is the foreign policy, the economic policy, the repressive 
laws and the strengthening of the armed forces’ role. That is where the real 
problems lie, whereas the national party and Husni Mubarak are trying to dis- 
tract attention from them by exploiting cases of corruption and misappropria- 
tion of state property. It is true that people have been arrested, including 
politicians and some ministers who have been stripped of their "property." 

But the regime has simply tried to use that operation to blind people to the 
factsS.... 


No real change has been made in foreign, domestic, economic or defense policy 
in Egypt. In those areas the Mubarak regime has changed nothing compared 
with the al-Sadat regime. 


[Question] Have you a message to send to the Egyptian people? 


General al-Shadhili: We would have liked the Israeli withdrawal from Egyptian 
lands to be an occasion of real joy and not feigned joy for us. We are not 
paying the price for isolation from our Arab brothers, and we are not paying 
the price for abandoning our joint defense pledges with the Arab countries. 


Thus if Israel attacks Syria or Lebanon or any other Arab country today, Egypt, 
bound by the Camp David agreements, will not be able to fly to the aid of an 
Arab country against Israeli attack. 


Thus Camp David plus the Israeli withdrawal from the Sinai means too high a 
price for Egypt and the Egyptian people. It is the price of Egypt's isolation 
from the Arab nation and its elimination from the Arab-Israeli conflict. We 
had hoped that this withdrawal might take place outside the context of the 
Camp David agreement and not in keeping with its spirit.

ISRAELI ATTITUDE TO SINAI WITHDRAWAL HIT

[Text] Mr Begin, in a speech addressed to Egypt and the world the day before 
yesterday, spoke about Israel's “relinquishing” Sinai while others [Israelis] 
spoke about their "relinquishing" its oil and mines. 


For several reasons I do not wish to argue with Israeli pronouncements at 
this time, but some of them, especially statements by officials, should not 
pass without comment. 


Israel did not “relinquish” one single inch of land; it has withdrawn to Egypt's 
international borders after being inside Egypt by virtue of invasion. Imagine 
if the Queen of England, for example, stood up today and said that she "re- 
linquished" India, or France said that it relinquished Algeria, or the United 
States that ic "relinquished" Japan... 


"Relinquishing" means giving up what someone believes is his right. Maybe 

Mr Begin did not intend to tell the Egyptians that he believes that Sinai 

is his right which he has relinquished. Because he would be contradicting 
the Camp David "spirit" which the Israelis have almost killed by their exces- 
sive exploitation. 


Also, when the Israeli cabinet met earlier and a spokesman came cut to announce 
that the cabinet had decided on withdrawal from Sinai, and some of our Egyptian 
papers, with good intention, gave prominence to this major news without com 
menting on it, this wrongly gave the impression that the withdrawal decision 
belonged to the Israeli cabinet. No, they have withdrawn in accordance with 
the agreement which their government signed 3 years ago. They have only taken 
a decision to respect their signature, and the withdrawal has come after 

years of war, political struggle, steadfastness and pressure. They have taken 
this decision in their own interest and because they have weighed the effects 
that withdrawal or nonwithdrawal will have on them, and this is contrary to 

the wrong impression created by the phrase "the Israeli cabinet has decided." 


Israeli television has filled its cwn and world programs with scenes of weep- 
ing settlers leaving, portraying them as people being uprooted from their 
homes and country. This too is a violation of the Camp David spirit. Israel 
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certainly agreed to withdraw from what is not its land or country. To con- 
centrate on portraying the opposite is not a good gesture. 


They, who pamper extremists, should not therefore complain about the existence 
of extremists on the other side, who are not pampered.

"AL-AHRAM' URGES ISRAEL TO STOP SETTLEMENTS

[Text] In the "Opinion" column and in an editorial headlined "The Task of 
Strengthening Peace," AL-AHRAM writes: The relationship of peace which has 
been fully established following the completion of the evacuation from Sinai 
places special responsibilities on both Egypt and Israel. It is no longer 
acceptable to allow this relationship to be harmed in any way, from either in- 
side or outside. It is necessary for both parties to act to ensure a suit- 
able atmosphere for a broadening of peace in the region. Peace is the base 
and a belt of peace needs to be extended around it to ensure it. 


AL-AHRAM continues: A number of radical Israelis left their dramatic mark on 
the final stages of the withdrawal from Sinai, and it is hoped that they will 
not make the same furor in other areas. There is an inherent danger in prepar- 
ing Israeli public opinion to think of them as the martyrs of withdrawal. If 
this happens, they will have pretexts to increase their pressure on the govern- 
ment and the quarters concerned, giving them more weight than they are due and 
making them benefit from domestic party alliances. 


In fact, it has been reported that out of their concern to pacify this move- 
ment, the authorities intend to open the door wide for settlements in the 
West Bank and establish 11 new settlements, 10 of them in the West Bank. It 
was believed that the required containment action would concentrate on read- 
justing these extremists who sought to banish peace in order to merge them in 
the Israeli community. However, the endeavors to divert the attention of the 
Sinai extremists, not to say anything about compensating them with new settle- 
ments in the West Bank, will only lead to exacerbating the remaining problems, 
particularly since the question of settlements is opposed by world public 
opinion and international resolutions. 


In conclusion, AL-AHRAM says: For this reason, we maintain that strengthening 
peace necessarily needs further efforts by both parties.

NEED FOR MORE PERSONNEL STRESSED BY CHIEF OF POLICE

[Text] Esfahan--ETTELA'AT correspondent--"Our revolution is a cultural 
revolution and appeared on the basis of Islamic orthodoxy. Therefore, the 
responsibility of all strata before the imam and the Hidden Imam is 
automatically of import in every problem. In light of the direct connection 
with God, it becomes evident that responsibility in the revolution is a 
religious duty and a special matter for the society's members on the basis 

of Islamic orthodoxy. ‘All of you are shepherds and all of you are 
responsible’. [Koranic verse]. This matter also relates to the daily 
duties of officials. Right now we are the subjects of a righteous government 
whose goal is the exaltation of Islam." 


While stating the matters above during an interview with ETTELA'AT's 
correspondent, Col Hejazi, chief of the municipal police of the Islamic 
Republic, said: The duty of the Islamic police is to provide security for 
the Islamic community. It has been given this duty within the limits of 
the Islamic Republic's government and with regard to the principle of the 
theocratic rule. 


He added: Praise for the actions of the police was noticeable in the 
statements and the Now Ruz speech of His Eminence the imam. We consider 
this clerical praise for the hardworking police personnel who have been 
favored by His Eminence the imam. If faults do exist, we are striving to 
eradicate them. Through the formation of the Political Ideological Bureau, 
and in light of the cooperation existing between police officials and this 
bureau, we are hopeful that Islamic police will be trained and absorbed in 
line with the needs of Islamic society. 


Personnel Shortage 


Concerning the personnel shortage in light of the expansion of the cities’ 
service boundaries and the needs of urban societies for public security 
organizations, Col Hejazi said: Just as our brother Hojjatoleslam Nateq 
Nuri, minister of the interior, announced, the police of the Islamic 
Republice of Iran has a shortage of about 20,000 personnel. In light of the 
growing demands of the cities, this is a definite fact.

"IRNA' ON IRANIAN STUDENT CLASHES IN FRG

[Text] Tehran, 28 Apr (IRNA)--Hadi Ghaffari, a Majlis deputy, Tuesday pro- 
tested against allegations of mass media in the Federal Republic of Germany on 
his involvement in the recent clashes between counterrevolutionaries and 
students sympathetic to the Islamic Republic, in Mainz, West Germany. 


In a letter of protest submitted to the West German ambassador to Tehran, 
Ghaffari said that the Federal Republic of Germany had not hesitated to attri- 
bute any allegations and calumnies to the Islamic Revolution of Iran and its 
leadership after the victory of the revolution. 


The film shown by West German TV network a few days ago, the letter added, 
belonged to demonstrations prior to the victory of the revolution while it was 
misrepresented as being relevant to recent clashes, and that Ghaffari was 
involved in it. 


Earlier the German press reported that a number of Ulema, including Hadi 
Ghaffari, had been seen on the scene of the clashes. Ghaffari noted that he 
was awaiting a strict denial by the West German officials of what had been 
attributed to him otherwise he would take legal measures. 


Meanwhile the Iranian ambassador to Bonn, Mehdi Navab, denied any connection 
between the Iranian Embassy and what had happened in Mainz. He said that the 
German police admitted to having arrested only 65 Iranian Muslim students 
while the correct figure was 100. 


A Muslim student commenting on the incident said that Iranian counterrevolu- 
tionaries in Germany broke into the Muslim students’ dormitories on Friday 
night and shattered all the windows. When the Muslim students requested the 
German police to establish order, the police said they had no right to stay 
there. Therefore the students undertook to keep the security of the area but 
later were faced with counterrevolutionaries being supported by the German 
police, he said. 


In a statement by the Union of Muslim Students Associations in Europe it was 
said that some of the Muslim students were wounded and hospitalised while more 
than 100 others were being kept in West German jails. The statement added 
that since the international arrogance had lost its main puppet, Kazem 
Shari'atmadari, in the recent foiled coup plot, it endeavoured to choke the 
Islamic revolution's voice outside the country.

[Text] Hojjatoleslam va Almoslemin Mohammad Baqer Hakim, a member of the 
Society of Iraq's Struggling Clergy, gav e an exclusive interview to IRNA's 
correspondent. In connection with the recent victories of the self- 
sacrificing forces of the Islamic Republic of Iran, he stressed that 
Saddam is finished, and that the victories of Islam's soldiers will create 
an opportunity for the Muslim revolutionaries in Iraq to carry out their 
genuine role in overthrowing Saddam's mercenary regime. 


Hakim, concerning Saddam's situation following the recent victories, said: 
Saddam will certainly travel the path that has been set out for him. He 
will position himself even more in the lap of world imperialism and 
arrogance. In order to free himself from his shaky and declining 
position, he will try with the help of regimes affiliated to world 
imperialism to revive, if possible, the lifeless carcass of the Iraqi 
army's morale. 





He added: The recent victories of Islam's forces will certainly not only 
have an effect on Iraq's domestic situation, but will also make Iraq's 
tottering situation even shakier. The victories will create an opportunity 
for the Muslim nation of Iraq, particularly the revolutionary forces, to 
carry out its genuine role in overthrowing Saddam's affiliated, mercenary 
regime. As the nation's imam decreed: ‘Saddam has no other course but 
Suicide'.

As he continued his speech, he added: During the beginning of the war when 
the enemy began his blitzkreig attack in a cowardly fashion, we were up 
against an ocean of modern, mechanized military weapons. Everyone thought 
it certain that Iran would be defeated in this war within a week. But the 
whole world saw the miracle of how our forces, whether the Mobilization, 
Guards, Army Air Force, Air Force or Army, charged with firm faith upon 
the enemy who was armed to the teeth, and brought them near decisive 
defeat. The enemy, due to the enormity of his incapacity and impotence 

in confrontation with our warriors, targeted his beastly attacks on our 
defenceless people. This is the most prominent sign of their weakness and 
lowness. 


Imam's Command Regarding Victory 


In another portion of his speech, brother Mohsen Reza'i said: Prior to 

now Ruz we thought out and made plans for an attack on the enemy. However, 
we saw that our great forces were unequal to and inadequate for confronting 
the enemy who was equipped with the best modern weapons available. However, 
in a meeting with the imam, he stated that ‘Victory is rightfully yours 
because it is like a bright day for me’. Thus in this fashion, with reliance 
of Almighty, Exalted God, we bagan the attack. 
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The enemy weakly gave in to defeat on the fronts in Reqabiyeh, ‘Ain Khosh, 
Dast-e ‘Abbas, and Radar in Dezful. The taking of over 15,000 prisoners 
from Saddam's army in the recent battle, meaning three times the total 

of the huge size of the enemy's forces, But they lacked faith and piety. 
Our anti-tank RPG's were nothing against the new tanks they received, and 
they inflicted no damage at all on them. In interviews the captured Iraqi 
officers and commanders express astonishment at the greatness and self- 
sacrifice of our forces, and are greatly perplexed, After these gains, only 
9 kilometers separated us from a paved road in Iraq. Any one of our forces 
is able to enter Iraq. However, we are not an aggressor country. 


Following his first defeats, Saddam began trickergy, strengthened his forces, 
and even sent the National and Majlis Guards to the front. Jordan, Egypt 

and Saudi Arabia have given Iraq such abundant aid. But the only result 

they achieved was defeat. 


Retribution for Blood of the Martyrs 


At the close of his talk, the Revolution Guards commander pointed to the 

trip the Islamic Conference leaders made to Iran in order to establish peace, 
and said: The Islamic Conference leaders came to establish peace, and they 
said: ‘Accept our conditions so that we can compel Saddam to accept peace’. 
However, our conditions are nothing but retribution for the blood of the 
Martyrs, the enemy's retreat from our soil, and compensation for damages 
inflicted on us by the enemy. Are our words illogical? Are we the war's 
initiators? 


As he continued, he said: The capture of numerous Iraqi soldiers and 
officers has disturbed Saddam's sweet dreams, God willing, in the near 
future we will advance to Karbala victoriously and proudly, and Saddam will 
have no other path than wretched suicide, This is because the uprising of 
Iraq's Muslim people inside Iraq has reached its peak, and has intensified 
the existing dissatisfactions, We hope that we will witness a big victory 
in the war in the near future, 


During the Revolution Guards commander's visit with the people, Khaza'i, 
Masjed Soleyman's public prosecutor, Bahrami, the religuous magistrate, 
and a group of other officials were present, 


Several hours after this meeting brother Mohsen Reza‘i left Masjed 
Soleyman for the war front.

ISLAMIC COURTS TO ASSUME ALL JUDICIAL FUNCTIONS 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 8 Mar 82 p 3 
[Interview with Public Prosecutor General Ayatollah Rabani-Emlashi] 


[The Public Prosecutor General: "With the Merging of the Revolutionary 
Courts and the Judiciary, an Islamic Judiciary will soon be established 
as a Single Judicial System."] 


[Text] Maswhad--Ayotollah Rabani-Emlashi, the Public Prosecutor General, 
spoke with the correspondent of teh PARS NEWS AGENCY before leaving Maswhad 
regarding the issuing of judicial decisions in accordance with Islamic 
precepts, the shortage of judges and the activities of defence lawyers. 


In answer to the correspondent's question as to whether a verdict could be 
issued if, in the view of the judge, it was against the Islamic judicial 
parallels but in accordance with a certain law, the Public Prosecutor 
General said: 





"The constitutional law specifies that if the judge perceives a law to be 
against the precepts of Islam, he should declare that law invalid on the 
basis of the constitution; if the law is sent to the Vigilance Council, that 
body also will invalidate it. In my view, and as I perceive the constitu- 
tional law, a judge can say that since a certain law in not Islamic, I 
cannot issue a verdict based on it. When a judge cannot issue a verdict 
based on a law, it means that he has not found a law for the judgment in 
codified law, and according to the constitution if a judge cannot base a 
verdict on codified law, he has to refer to religious law and derive his 
verdict from religious sources, and not base his judgment on a lgw that 

is contrary to Islam," Regarding the re-education and reformation of judges 
the Public Prosecutor said: 


The problem of the reformation of judges is a matter which concerns the 
judges alone. They have responded to Divine Grace and have tried to reform 
themselves, and to show greater readiness to act in accordance with Islamic 
justice. The only role we have played in this respect is that we have . 
prepared a law concerning the qualifications required in judges, and are 
sending it to the Islamic Advisory Council. When this law is passed, by 
the grace of God, any judge who fulfills the conditions of the law will be 
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accepted in the Islamic judiciary. If any judge rails to meet all the 
conditions of the law, he will not be totally removed from the judicial 
system. In the future, in addition to judges, the judiciary will also 
include legal experts and advisors, and the individuals who have not met 
all the requirements will be employed in these capacities." In reply to 

a question as to what steps have been taken regarding the shortage of 
judges cognizant of Islamic law and the opening of law colleges, the Public 
Prosecutor General said: 


"In regard to the opening of law colleges, we have strongly emphasized the 
need for restarting law colleges. On the other hand, steps have been taken 
to re-open the law college of the judiciary itself: of course, its 
activity would be in accordance with the principles of Islam. We are 

also taking care that only such individuals should be attracted to these 
colleges, who, after the large amount of public money and teachers’ time 
Spent on them, will, after graduation, have the capacity and ability to 
serve in the Islamic judicial system." He added, "In this connection, the 
Judicial College of Qum has started training judges with the approval of 

the Revolutionary Council, and up to now has performed effectively, and 
trained a number of judges who conform to the required qualifications. This 
school only accepts students who have completed higher education and also 
two years of outside study. I would like to announce to all the educational 
institutions of the country that students who have completed higher 
education and two years of outside study and are interested in judicial 
work should refer to the Judiciary Office of the Law Council of Qum. 
Students who pass the qualifying entrance examinations will be accepted. 

Up to now, a limited number have been accepted for training, and a number 

of them have attained the status of judges." 


In regard to the conduct of defense lawyers, Ayatollah Rabani-Emlashi, 

the Public Prosecutor General said: "Since legal defense is accepted as 
legitimate in Islam and in the constitution of the Islamic Republic, the 
accused or complainant can employ a lawyer in court; of course, a lawyer 
who with rhetoric and for a fat fee, makes right appear wrong, and with 
eleoquent words places wrong on the seat of justice." In connection with 
the lawyers defending prisoners belonging to belligerent and atheistic 
groups, Ayatollah Rabani-Emlashi said: "Defense lawyers can conduct the 
defense of such persons on condition that they accept the atheistic and 
insurgent nature of such factions, and wish to defend them on the degree of 
their crimes and plead for the mitigation of punishment. Defense lawyers 
cannot declare terrorists, agents, armed and corrupt elements to be 
innocent and ask that they be returned to society so that they may repeat 
these crimes." In regard to the performance of civil courts he said: 


"Since these courts have been close to the heart of the revolution and 
dedicated theologians are employed there, the standard of their performance 
has been very high. Both the people and the Supreme Judicial Council are 
satisfied with their work." 
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In regard to the merging of Revolutionary Courts with the Judiciary, 
Ayatollah Rabani-Emlashi said: "With the merging of these two judicial 
bodies, a single judicial system called the Islamic Judiciary will be 
created in the future." 


He attributed the formation of revolutionary courts after the victory of 

the revolution to the lack of laws in the judicial system based on the 
sacred religious law of Islam and the absence of revolutionary speed in 
legal affairs. In regard to the guidance and release of prisoners, he said: 


"The aim of the Islamic Republic is to admonish and awaken the prisoners 
and return them to society; in this connection, our pledged brothers, 
whether in the spiritual or in other fields, have been asked to form 
guidance groups to teach the prisoners the right way. When we are 
satisfied that a prisoner is attracted to truth, virtue and spirituality, 
we will certainly release him." At the end of this conversation, the 
Public Prosecutor General again asked judges and participants in the 
judicial system to pay attention to the Divine Grace being wafted their 
way, and to partake of it; and without attention to their past, to bring 
themselves in conformity with Islamic justice.

[Text] The latest Israeli air attacks against Palestinian and Lebanese 
targets in Lebanon, and the subsequent American reaction are both 
symptomatic of the political gutter in which Middle Eastern states are 
now stuck. We are not surprised that some Arab states have once again 
initiated moves whose logical conclusion would be an effort to expel 
Israel from the United Nations General Assembly. While such a move 
strikes us as full of symbolism but having little practical consequence 
on the reality in the region, we do think that the swift American backing 
for Israel is in telling contrast with Israel's use of American weapons 
to attack targets in Lebanon. 


It has always been clear to us that American concern for a ceasefire along 
the Israeli-Lebanese border has included a great deal more concern for 
tranquility on the Israeli side of the border than on the Lebanese side. 
The key concern of American officials has always been the maintenance of 
the peaceful status quo, on the wrong assumption that if nobody is shooting 
anyone else, things must be OK in the Holy Land. The glaring lack of an 
American-Israeli policy to deal with the Palestinians has relegated the 
United States to the foolish position of holding its breath and hoping 

that Israel will not use its American arms and money too often to make 
Savage attacks against targets in neighbouring Arab states. When Israel 
does attack, America's role then becomes that of defending Israel's right 
to remain in the United Nations. PLO leader Yassir ‘Arafat is correct when 
he says that America cannot control naughty, spoiled child Israel. We have 
seen the spoiled child, and the frenzied mother, at their worst yet again 
this week,

ACADEMIC INSTITUTIONS, EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM STUDIED

[Text] Many questions are being asked today about the university. I am refer- 
ring to all universities in Jordan and to university teachers. Universities 

are costly institutions whose business cannot be characterized as economical. 
What they produce cannot be subjected to the same measurements that are applied 
to ordinary businesses. Universities do not utilize buildings, installations, 
equipment and manpower in an economic fashion. If the objective of a university 
is to produce the manpower needed by society, then scattered institutes [can do 
so] at lower cost and more securely. But if the objective of a university is to 
establish a center of leadership that would create leaders and refine skills, 
then the cost, no matter how high, remains minimal. No price can be placed on 
the process of producing a leading genius in any area; in fact, that kind of 
production may not be subjected to a cost accounting process. If an educator 

is regarded as a person who refines people, one who uncovers and releases their 
latent and hidden skills, and if the university educator is regarded as such 

a person, then his work would deserve the highest marks of appreciation. 


Jordan has made provisions for the university and has given it a great deal. 
What the university received from Jordan exceeded the country's natural, 
material and human capabilities. Tax laws gave the university benefits that no 
universities anywhere in the world enjoy. Despite the dearth of its resources, 
Jordan has not withheld from the university those funds that would enable it to 
acquire books, magazines, laboratories, equipment, buildings and manpower. 


A discussion about the university raises many serious questions. Is a university 
necessary? Would it not be cheaper and easier economically, socially and from 

a security standpoint to establish specialized 2-year colleges or the generally 
recognized 4-year institutions of higher learning? Is it not possible to use 
modern technology to spread education, reduce its costs and reduce its problems? 
Can't we print or record lectures or broadcast them on radio and television as 
is done in many countries that are more advanced than ours? If higher education 
consists of lectures only, let us print, record and broadcast those lectures on 
the broadest possible scale, and let us enter into the age of technology and 
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education informally. If this is possible, why then have a university whose 
costs are high and dangers numerous? Before we can reach a solution [to this 
oroblem] and give an answer to [this question], we must define the objectives. 


The university brings together a select group of young Jordanians who had been 
sent to the best universities in the world. Most of them had been chosen on the 
basis of merit, and most of them proved a high level of competence at the univer- 
sities where they were sent and from which they earned the highest degrees and 
ratings. After their return to Jordan those people were given the opportunity to 
supervise the instruction and training of an outstanding select group of secon- 
lary school graduates--the top 10 percent. This group of students were given 
tremendous educational opportunities: top level educators, a well-stocked Lib- 
rary, good laboratories, a beautiful campus and nominal university fees. It 

was expected that the interaction between the two select groups of professors 
and students would produce an outstanding group of leaders. If this had hap- 
pened, it would have been splendid. Unfortunately, however, this interaction 
yielded complaints and dissatisfaction. Teachers were complaining about the 

poor standards of students, and students were complaining about the fact that 
teachers were not giving them enough knowledge, guidance and advice. University 
administrations were complaining of both teachers and students. None of these 
parties realizes the fact that it is impossible to get better teachers or better 
students. These are the best [students and teachers] that Jordan or any other 
country can produce. Our teachers proved their competence when they studied and 
conducted their research [projects] at foreign universities, just as our 
Jordanian students proved such competence in foreign universities. 


[ am not trying to defend or criticize the university; nor am I trying to keep a 
record ot its mistakes. I do not believe that the university needs someone to 
defend it. Criticism will neither hurt nor benefit the university in Jordan 
which is faulted for what universities everywhere are faulted. People have grown 
accustomed to singing the praises of "the good old days,"' and they conclude that 
standards are continuing to decline. I recall telling my students in Damascus 
more than 25 years ago what they heard from my colleagues, "Last year's students 
were better than you." I heard the complaint in the faculty lounge in Damascus, 
and 1 still hear it from my colleagues every year. Is this a true complaint? 

I :2called what a professor of ancient history at the University of London had 
said one third of a century ago when he was relating a similar opinion attri- 
buted to the ancient Egyptians. "If standards are continuing to decline as they 
say, where then are we now?" A third of a century ago discussions about students 
and teachers of the good old days tended to suggest the general belief that 
femocratizing and popularizing education seemed to create that illusion. 


have reached a crossroads in higher education. Education has become diversi- 


fied; its institutions have proliferated; its problems have grown; its costs 
have risen; and the numbers of those affiliated with education--teachers, stu- 
flents and employees--have become inflated. Developments in educational tech- 


nology over the past 10 years have been astounding. This technology has found a 
remedy tor the inflation which resulted from educational democracy, but we teach 
this technology and do not apply it. Therefore we must pause to consider the 
conditions of higher education and approve a new policy for the future. 








Organizing Higher Education 


Three Jordanian universities have been established on the East Bank in addition 
to a number of community colleges. These have scores of thousands of students 
and over 1,000 teachers with various academic titles. Tens of millions of pounds 
are spent on these institutions, and most of these funds come from taxes paid by 
citizens. Since requirements and needs surpass capabilities, plans must be made 
to ensure needs, according to priorities, and to distribute resources according 
to 4a plan that would lead to the achievement of objectives. 


The tirst university got started with a board of trustees that was entrusted 
with the function of ensuring resources for the university and protecting its 
independence. This was followed by the establishment of a number of private 
community colleges that were formed like companies. In these colleges boards of 
directors became boards of trustees. These boards were made up of major stock- 
holders or all of them. An ownership committee was formed for each one of the 
two universities, and each exercised the authorities of a board of trustees. 
The Ministry of Education turned a number of its institutions into community col- 
leges without boards of trustees. Two colleges for nursing were established 
outside the universities: one of them was affiliated with the Ministry of 
Health, and the other with the Ministry of Defense. There is discussion now 
about the future of the Institute for Social Services which is affiliated with 
the Ministry of Social Development. 


The time has come for setting up a coordinating function among these univer- 
sities, colleges and institutes to ensure that they perform their duties in the | 
best possible manner. A need may emerge for more of them, or it may become neces- | 
sary to abolish some. There is discussion about attaching some of them to univer- 
sities and separating others from universities. All this requires a body that | 
is capable of organizing, coordinating and defining concepts, requirements and 
goals. Theretore, I propose the following: 


First, a law for higher education and scientific research is to be issued. That 
law is to supersede everything that conflicts with it. 


Second, a council for higher education and scientific research is to be formed. 
It is to exercise the authorities of a ministry and those of boards of trustees. 
It is to be formed as foltows: 


Tv 


The prime minister, chairman. 


The minister of education, vice chairman; the minister of finance; the presi- 
ients of universities; a representative of the community colleges; and members 
in their own right---the chairmen of boards of trustees, of the Royal Commission 
who would be the primary members of this council; a representative of the Center 
tor Scientific Research who would be chosen periodically [trom] the Scientific 
Society, the Royal Academy and the Language Academy. 


The number of people serving on this board may not exceed 11. 


Third, the Council on Higher Education and Scientific Research is to create 
permanent specialized committees of five or seven members. These committees are 
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tu include council members and non-council members. [The following] are to be 
among these committees: 


1. A finance committee chaired by the minister of finance is to include the 
president of the Central Bank. 


2. An education committee is to be chaired by the minister of education. 


3. An academic committee is to be chaired by a university president with the 
most seniority. 


4. A vocational education committee. 

5. A committee on non-curricular activities. 
6. A community relations committee. 

7. A manpower committee. 


8. A committee for scientific research and graduate studies. It is essential 
to link both. 


9. A services and buildings committee. 
10. A subsidiary committee for each university. 


The need may develop for a committee to coordinate [efforts] with public educa- 
tion (The Ministry of Education). 


Fourth, institutes of higher learning and research centers are to have academic, 
administrative and tiscal independence within the limits of the law. The Council 
on Higher Education is to approve the budget of each institution and to request 
the necessary appropriations from the state. If the state appropriates a lump 
sum, the council is to distribute that sum among the institutions according 

to fair priorities. 


Fitth, all taxes on education and on universities are to be abolished or their 
names changed so that they become revenue for the state treasury. The state is 


to pay from the treasury the funds that are necessary for education and research. 


Sixth, the law is to provide a clear definition of a university, a college, 
an institute, a center and a research center. 


I suggest the following concepts: 


A university is an institution for higher learning where both instruction and 
research are carried out; it includes a number of colleges. 


An institute is an institution for higher learning that devotes itself to educa-— 
tion and training; scientific research may be conducted there. 


A research center is an institution that conducts scientific research and pro- 


vides training in scientific research. It does not offer instruction or grant 
degrees. 
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In other words a college of engineering is different from an engineering insti- 
tute. If we have a need for education and research in engineering, we would 
establish a college; reduce the number of students; and increase research capabi-~ 
lities. But if the goal is education and training so that we can graduate engi- 
neers capable of practicing the profession with good, practical efficiency, 

we would establish for that purpose an engineering institute. It is not neces- 
sary and it is not even a good idea to tie that institute to a university. An 
engineering diploma from an institute is better for a professional career and 

for practicing engineering, but a college degree is best for research engineers. 


The same situation applies to law, education, medicine, business administration, 
accounting, language instruction, sccial service, communications, nursing, physi- 
cal education, etc. 


The Council on Higher Education and Scientific Research is to determine that 
parallel degrees earned from institutes and universities are equal regarding 
their importance and the salary that is to be paid to the degree holder. The 
council is to declare that there is no difference between a degree in medicine 
from a college and a degree in medicine from an institute, even though the prac- 
tical value of the latter may be greater. 


These definitions of terms may help reduce the costs of an individual's educa- 
tion and help train a larger number [of students] with the appropriations and 
capabilities that are available at the present time. 


Seventh, the law is to determine a new definition for administrative positions 
in institutes of scientific research. This determination is to be as follows: 


The president of a university, a center or a community [college] is to be an 
academician. He is to be appointed for a minimum term during which his academic 
standing would be secure. and his term may be renewed once. A person who is not 
an academician may also be appointed to that post. In this case, that person's 
former job may not be secured, and his term in office may not be fixed. A deputy 
Or an academic assistant is to be appointec\| for him, and he would have clear 
authority in academic questions. 


Vice presidents, presidential assistants, d2ans and directors (directors of 
academic and administrative departments must all be academicians): they are to 
be assigned academic administrative duties for a Limited period of time, and 
their academic positions are to be secured. Their terms may be renewed once 
without securing their academic positions. An administrative position belongs to 
the institution. Therefore, relieving a person of administrative duties is not 
to be considered punitive, but rather a natural, even necessary matter after a 
while. That person's right to receive the salary sf his grade level remains 
guaranteed. 


The boards are three: a university board, a college or institute board and a 
division or department board. From these boards would emerge permanent commit- 
tees of five or seven members; half the committee members would not be board 
members. These committees are to be granted clear authorities so they would not 
always have to turn to the boards for their approval. The au-horities of the 
board are to be reduced to opposing and vetoing measures, prcvided that that is 
achieved by over a two-thirds majority. 
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Eighth, the law stipulates a way out other than dismissal for those whose con- 
tinued [service] at institutions of higher learning is deemed undesirable for 
one reason or another. The Council for Higher Education may place such people 
at the disposal of the state so it can benefit from them in its various depart- 
ments. This would not cause them to lose the rights they earned in the course 
of their academic work. A hierarchy may be set up to equate positions in educa- 
tional institutions with civil service positions to facilitate the transfer 
process. 


Ninth, the laws for universities and studies that are in effect are to be 
repealed, and the regulatory systems by virtue of which they were issued are to 
continue in effect until alternative systems are issued in accordance with the 
provisions of the Law of Higher Education and Scientific Research. 


Members of the Faculty 


A teacher is a person who mastered his work and gave of his time, his effort 

and his comfort freely, with no limitations so that others may be content even 
at his own expense. A teacher is a person who mastered a task or a branch of 
learning and trained others to master it. A teacher is a person who thinks of 
yiving, not taking. He tries to make others happy and not to achieve his objec- 
tives at other people's expense. A teacher may be satisfied with little money, 
but he knows no satisfaction when it comes to his work. Nor does he know when 

to be satistied with giving or doing. A teacher is not only one who teaches 

in a school, a college, an institute or a university; a teacher, as I indicated 
above, is everyone who mastered a task, regardless of the nature of that task. A 
teacher is one who generously gives people the fruits of what he mastered so 
that they can be happy even if that were to be at his expense. A physician, [for 
example}, who masters his profession and offers all his knowledge, energy and 
time tor the happiness and well-being of his patients, without caring about the 
tees he earns is a teacher. A mason who places one stone on top of the other and 
places the proper amount of mortar between them is the teacher of any teacher. 


A teacher is a unique human breed. He may not be better or worse than other 
people, but he is by nature shy, arrogant and sometimes haughty. He covers up 
all this with modesty, isolation and simplicity. He may sometimes go to extremes 
in one or more of these qualities. He is satisfied with praise even if it is 
exaggerated because he believes that people appreciate his work. Inspite of all 
this, however, he is generous by nature; otherwise he would not be a teacher. A 
Stingy person cannot be a teacher. A generous person expects people to be 
generous in their praise, in their appreciation and in their recognition of his 
zgoud deeds. If a teacher is not generous, he loses the principal characteristic 
that qualifies him to teach--a function that depends first and foremost on un- 
limited and unrestricted giving and is not affected by emotion, by affection or 
by hate, or as a student says, "A teacher is not to show favoritism, dislike, 
malice or discrimination." 


How can we evaluate this teacher? How are we to treat him? What do we expect 

ot him? Do we evaluate him by evaluating his scientific research as the rules 
Stipulate and as people say? There is no significant dispute about the ways of 
evaluatin= scientific research, and I have no doubt that published research 
makes students respect a teacher, even if the research and publication had taken 
place at their expense. 
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Students feel that teachers with published books and articles are notable scho- 
lars worthy of their respect; they think that what they say is useful. Students 
are interested in saying atter they graduate, "So and so taught me, and this 
book or this article was written by my teacher."' People who make evaluations 
seldom pay attention to two matters in scientific research. Research has to be 
published not accepted tor publication. The difference between the two is con- 
siderable because publication may open the door to discussion and criticism that 
would show the good points and weak points of a research project which a critic 
may not have seen at first. It publication, not acceptance for publication, is 
to be considered the basis for evaluation, a reasonable period of time following 
publication must be set before that research can be accepted for evaluation. The 
second important matter regarding scientific research is that it always takes 
place at students' expense. If teachers were to devote themselves to the scien- 
tific research that would bring them promotions, wealth and fame, they would 

not tind enough time to teach. Teachers then will inevitably be inclined to 
focus in what they teach on aspects [of a subject] that are related to their 
research but only make up a small part of the subject they are to teach. In 
other words, teachers may tend to stress some points and neglect others. This 
may be somewhat acceptable in graduate studies, but it would hurt undergraduate 
studies. 


It teaching is a process by which knowledge is imparted to students, and if 
teachers are to be evaluated primarily on the knowledge they impart to their 
students, how then are we to evaluate that? Do we poll students? Which students 
do we ask? What do we ask them? If we decide that what we want is a good lecture 
and lively discussion or what is called interaction, how are we to measure these 
things? 


at 


In recent years the importance of lectures has become the subject of contro- 
versy. In the past, a lecture was the gist of a teacher's expertise--that which | 
had not yet seen the light of day or that which had not yet been published. But 

publication now is swift and relatively low-cost, and it is now possible tor a 

teacher to convey his opinions through print or recordings that may be broadcast 

or televised. Reading a lecture is easier and more useful than hearing it. And 

it a lecture is recorded, students can hear it while seated in comfortable posi- 

tions. It is no longer easy for students to hear lectures in a classroom without 

being bored, without thinking of other things or without being distracted by 

what is around them. I am calling for routine lectures to be abolished and for 

maintaining a small number of specialized lectures that would be delivered by 


people who are trying [to promote] a new discovery or propose a new idea. We 
way need public lectures tor public education and for proposing new ideas, but 
we must increase our reliance on the printed word and on recordings. 


What remains in the educational process is something important: it is lively 
jiscussion or the interaction [between student and teacher]. If a student read 
what was printed about a given subject, he would go into the classroom prepared 
to ask questions and participate in discussions or he would go to the laboratory 
to carry out experiments. A teacher may ask him to write reports and conduct 
simple research through which he would get training in collecting [data], 
writing and discussing [data]. If we were to accept that opinion, we would have 
to reduce the [number of ] hours per week devoted to a subject, and we would have 
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to reduce the number of students so we can give students more time to read and 
talk about [a subject matter]. The purpose of a class would then change: it 
would no longer be that of imparting new information which has been verified and 
organized because this can be found in books, articles and recordings. But the 
purpose of a class would be to impart to students professional secrets just as 
the teacher of a craft used to do in the Middle Ages. A modern university 
teacher would try to guide students to those places where information can be 
found; he would try to show them how they can get information and he would train 
them in the principles of collecting them, discussing them and deriving con- 
clusions from them. This kind of training prepares a student who goes through 
such training to deal with questions outside his area of specialization. It 
enables him to teach himself. Thus a student graduates after having been trained 
in the method of research and discussion, after having prepared himself for 
acquiring knowledge with certainty and after unleashing his thoughts in search 
ot reality and truth. 


A teacher needs continuous practical training in his field so that theoretical 
matters would not prevail over his thoughts, his conduct and his research. There- 
tore, teachers of law, for example, must be allowed to practice law and to sit 
on the bench. One cannot imagine a teacher who is preparing his students to 
practice matters about which he is ignorant. Such experience is essential for 
teachers of engineering, medicine, accounting, business administration, psycho- 
logy, sociology and geography. It is the university that should initiate these 
practices: it can assign engineering functions to the College of Engineering; it 
can entrust its financial affairs and its procurements to the departments of 
accounting and business administration; and it can turn over its legal problems 
to the College of Law. It would be a good idea to establish consulting offices 
specializing in engineering, in medicine and in finance. These offices would 
ofter their services to the public and private sectors on a competitive basis. 


Although some universities adopted a sandwich system in teaching students-—- 
instruction, practice, employment--that system is essential for teachers. Devo- 
ting tull time to teaching hurts teachers and their students. A university 
usually graduates only a very small number of researchers, but most graduates 

go out to pursue careers with many thorns. Therefore, it is best that they be 
taught by those who have been stung by these thorns and by those who did expe- 
rience the bitterness of failure and the sweetness of success. Students can thus 
benetit trom a teacher's knowledge and experience. 


Universities need to change their erroneous notion ot devoting full time to 
knowledge. If the goal is to devote tull time to theoretical scientific 
research, that would be a truitless activity. It is best that scientific 


research be carried out along with instruction, since a teacher cannot complete 
a reasonable research project in the course of 1 year when he is away from his 

colleagues and students. A teacher in advanced countries that have many univer- 
sities may not need such leave, but teachers in Jordan suffer from intellectual 
isulation that makes them need to change their intellectual climate. Therefore, 


| suggest that a sabbatical leave be made mandatory for teachers provided that 
they spend that period outside Jordan in an atmosphere with a richer intel- 
lectual lite. The purpose of such leave would be to read, to make contacts, not 
tu conduct research. Now that the number of universities in Jordan has in- 

rease i, it would be a good idea to make teachers teach for 1 year or 1 semester 
it) a university other than their own.

(Text) In yesterday's issue AL-RA'Y published the first part of the study that 
was prepared by Dr ‘Abd-al-Karim al-Gharaybah. Today the newspaper publishes the 
second and final part of the study. 


The question still remains: how do we evaluate a teacher? The answer comes from 
the definition of a university as an institution for research, education and 
interaction. Therefore, a measuring device must be found that would take the 
three matters into account. This requires us to reduce the importance of 
research so that it would not count for more than halt the evaluation, provided 
that the research be actually published and that it has been in print for a 
certain period of time. The faculty system counts for scientific research one 
seventh the years of service and one fifth of the weekly hours, that is, not 
more than one third of a faculty member's work load, even though application 
counts the most in an evaluation. The system gives to instruction halt the 
weekly hours, but the instructions [ot the system] raise the share of education 
to three fuurths the weekly hours even though practical application counts for 
nothing. | suggest that instruction count for between one fourth and one third 
the weekly hours and that the systems count nothing to speak of for involvement. 
Involvement consists of guidance, attendance at board and committee meetings, 
public cultural activity--such as a university, a division, a unit, being dean 
or managing a center, a museum or a laboratory--and [participation] in construc- 
tion work--building a university, a college, division, center, museum or labo- 
ratory. I suggest that these activities count for something between one fifth 
and one fourth. This may be summarized according to the following schedule:

The schedule is to be applied according to the following principles: 
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1. The maximum grade average is 110 points, and the minimum changes according 
to rank and objective. 


2. Tenure, transfer or promotion of a candidate can be approved only if a can- 
didate earns the minimum points in every field and in the total grade average. 


3. A special committee is to judge the points tor scientific research according 
to | the candidate's] evaluation reports. 


4. Points tor instruction are to be determined as follows: 

--One point tor every 3 hours the instructor teaches per week. 

--One point for every 100 students he teaches. 

5. Points for graduate studies are to be determined as follows: 

(A) One point for every mascer's degree and two points for every doctorate. 


|B) One point tor each two theses that result in a project. 
-C]} One point tor participating in the defense of a master's thesis or a doc- 
toral dissertation in the University of Jordan or at any other university. 


6. Administrative work: This means being the president or vice president ot 

a university, a dean, a chairman of a department, a director of a center or 

an institute; or establishing a museum, a center, a department or a college. 
This also includes membership on committees and boards. For being president, 
fean, chairman ot a department, etc. one point per year is given; and one point 
per year is given for service on two boards or two committees. 


7. Cultural activity includes public lectures, debates, educational courses, 
attendance at scientific conferences and preparation for symposiums and con- 
ferences. 


8. The Conduct Record and the Opinion of Supervisors: This takes into account 
conduct violatious, disciplinary measures and reports of officials. A teacher 
may not be given negative points, but if he fails repeatedly to earn positive 
points, that becomes a serious matter. 


’, It a teacher spends twice the period of time required for earning tenure, 
transter to a higher grade or promotion and this does not take place, he must be 
terminated automatically by an administrative decision of the university presi- 
lent. This matter need not be referred to the boards which may decide to do away 
without the services of any teacher who is 2 years late in gaining tenure, trans- 
ter tc a higher grade or promotion. Boards do not have to show any other cause 
tor the dismissal. These decisions are final and cannot be appealed. If the 
oresident of a university does not carry out dismissal measures regarding the 
former case within 3 months of the set term, the chairman of a division is to 
notity the teacher that he was being dismissed, and the accounting office is to 
issue him the funds he deserves and stop disbursing his salary. 
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'O. It would be a good idea to devise legal and financial measures that would 
enable the university to place some employees at the disposal of the state when 
their relationship with the university is being terminated, if the stipulations 
ot item 9 apply to them. It is to be taken into account that civil service is 
not to be burdened with people who have doctorates and who failed because those 
who have doctorates are not usually suitable for civil service and traditional 
jobs. 


The university is a sensitive institution that must be continuously rejuvenated. 
It a university cannot rid itself of its educational, administrative and man- 
power mistakes, it becomes a harmful institution. Therefore, there must be stipu- 
lations about reasonable and fair methods for getting rid of those people who 
cannot pertorm their duties or who do not wish to carry them out. Society's 
expectations trom scientists differ from its expectations from other people. It 
expects scientists to disdain trivia and to be above error that would infringe 
upon dignity, esteem and integrity. Suspicions may not be taken against a 
teacher, but if there is evidence of deviation or if suspicion becomes strong, 
matters must be dealt with firmly so that no one who is being held in suspicion 
vr who has had a penalty against him remain among the ranks of teachers. 
Teachers must be considered in a class above that of people, provided they are 
judged according to standards that are harsher than those applied to other 
people. 


Finally, attention must be paid to young and junior teachers and to older and 
senior ones. It has been the custom ot a university's administration to use the 
criticism of junior taculty against the senior faculty to serve its own 
interests. It nurtures young people's hopes by degrading the worth of senior 
faculty members. This policy may be profitable in the short run, but the junior 
taculty will grow old; they will forget; and they will retaliate. The fact that 
junior taculty criticize senior faculty members is normal, and some of the 
accusations they make are true. But a proper university administration is one 
which honors senior ftaculty members and shows the importance of seniority with- 
out exaggeration; it curbs the license junior faculty give themselves; it 
encourages them; it prevents senior faculty from monopolizing [positions]; ani 
it keeps them away from administrative and executive positions after they reach 
a certain aye. 


Scientitic Research and Graduate Studies 


Scientitic research and graduate studies are one and the same thing at univer- 
sities. There can be no graduate studies without scientific research, but the 

reverse is possible albeit with difticulty at centers for scientific research. 
Scientitic research at universities is developed in only three ways. 


First, teachers benefit trom the efforts of graduate students, directing those 
ettorts into areas that are useful to their research. A student receives a 
lecree, and a teacher develops his research and publishes it under his name or 
unier his and the student's name, depending on the degree of the student's 
involvement in the research project. Use of material collected by graduate stu- 
fents in teachers' research is considered legitimate within certain moral limits 
and restrictions. 
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Second, the university is to enter into agreements with outside agencies to 
coniuct studies for them. These studies are to be entrusted to teachers who 
undertake the research either themselves or with the help of graduate students. 
The mural and material benefits [of such projects] are to be distributed among 
those who conducted the research. 


This does not contlict with the work of specialized research centers which can 
pursue their studies and their research but may noc give their employees sala- 
ries similar to those of teachers--assistant professors, associate professors 
and protessors. Work at those centers is not considered comparable to teaching; 
that tact does not mean that one is better than the other. Regulation systems 
tor graduate studies and scientific research are to be reconsidered as follows: 


First, a unified council for scientific research and graduate studies is to 
be tormed in both the university and the college. 


Second, conditions for admission to graduate school are to be changed so that 
anyone who has a university degree can be admitted without any restrictions 
on the major area of study or on grades. 


Third, a student's first year in graduate school is to be exploratory. During 
that year a student is to be judged and his capabilities tested so that he would 
either continue or terminate his studies. 


Fourth, a student's second year in graduate school is to be exploratory too. 

[t during those 2 years a student earns an average grade that is not less than 
very good, he may continue his studies. If not, he is granted a diploma and his 
Studies are terminated. 


Fitth, two teachers are to supervise a student's research. One of them is to 
be a professor if possible, and it is preferred that the second be an assistant 
protessor. 


Sixth, students involved in research are to devote at least 1 full year for 
their studies. They may be treated as research assistants or teaching assistants 
ani they may be paid stipends by the agency that sent them or from appropria- 
tions tor scientific research. 


| state again that the time for streamlining degrees has come to an end, and it 
is now possible tor a person who has a degree in fine arts to enroll in graduate 
school to study economics or history, for example. More than one fifth the 
2raiuate students in management and business administration in the United States 
tre engineers. They are followed by physicians, and few of them have under- 
nsraduate degrees in management and economics. 


1S Sugvestion which is indicated above does not require that the positions 
ot dean ot scientitic research and graduate studies be merged. A combined coun- 
il may be sutticient; it would be chaired by the vice president for scientitic 


earch and graduate studies. Members of this council would include the deans 
scientific research and graduate studies, a humanities professor and a 
science professor. The number of council members may be increased to seven but 


may not exceed that tigure. Five-member subordinate committees are to be formed 





‘n divisions, and seven-member committees are to be formed in colleges. Represen- 
tation of all divisions in the subordinate committees is not required; members 
may be selected periodically to serve on the committee. 


(Universities may find that practical experience in students may occasionally be 
superior to their academic development. Some universities allow men with rare 
practical competence to enroll in graduate studies without having an under- 
graduate degree. The benefits teachers derive from such students are [usually] 
more than those which such students derive from their teachers. In a country 
like ours, however, that subject is beset with difficulties, but it may be bene- 
ticial for training competent people from the Gulf. 


Students 


Teachers’ complaints trom students and students' complaints from teachers 
abound. Otticials usually fear that student disturbances will occur. It is only 
the tact that teachers and students become preoccupied with the process of lear- 
ning and searching for the truth that restores matters to their normal course. 

A system ot credit hours has been introduced because officials believe that 

that system raises the standard of instruction and brings the teacher closer to 
his students. However, the method that was used to put the system into practice 
and the passive rejection that the system faced from a large number of teachers 
yielded opposite results. Standards fell, and teachers and students dritted 
apart. Also the tact that many colleges popular with students have been opened 
whose graduates are in demand in the market deprived most colleges that have 
large numbers of students of excellent students. The weakness of humanities 
students created an educational imbalance and weakened standards among graduates 
who work in public education after graduation. Therefore, the following is being 
suyvested: 


1. There is no justification tor changing the system as far as the principle 
is concerned. Every system can be serviceable if it is properly applied. 


2. A subject tor which 40 actual lectures are set--the official theoretical 

tizsure is 48--requires a textbook as the main reterence. That textbook is to 
be aszreed upon and changed every 3 years. A textbook may be in English. 

3. All lectures are to be delivered in Arabic. The number of lectures is tuo 


be retduced since most ot them have been supplanted by a textbook. Lectures may 
cover only those matters that were not mentioned or were not explained in the 
nain textbook. 


4. Discussions, explanations, questions and examinations are to be conducted 
in Arabic. There are no objections to the use of references in English. 


\ teacher is to devote attention to students' use of language. He is to count 


their mistakes and to make them understand the old principle that anything that 
is not clear 15S Wrong. 
\ period ot 4 years is considered the normal period of time tor earning an 


inlerzraduate degree. Students are not to be encouraged to conclude their 
studies in a shorter period of time. 
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7. It is best that military service be performed before one begins one's studies 
at the university. Such service becomes a national service that one may not de- 
terr or be exetpted from. Everyone is to perform that service: women and men, 
with and without handicaps, each according to his capabilities and talents. The 
Ministry of Defense, the Ministry of Education and the Council on Higher Educa- 
tien, etc. take part in planning this service. 


[t this becomes difficult, anyone who has performed his military service is 
to be given preterence in being admitted to the university by adding between 10 
ani 15 percent of his grade average in secondary school to his overall average. 


8. Students at practical colleges and similar institutes are to be regarded as 
scholarship students and required to perform service. It is to be noted that the 
installment a student pays for these studies is less than 10 percent of the 
cost ot his education. A scholarship recipient carries out his obligation in 
various ways. He would either serve in the town where he sat for his secondary 
examinations if he applied for those examinations on the West Bank, in the Gaza 
Strip or in remote areas. Otherwise, he would have to work at the place deter- 
mined tor him by the state. He is not to be issued a permanent passport during 
the period of his mandatory service so that he may not go to the Gulf, to Libya 
or to the United States under the pretext of majoring in a particular discip- 
line. He may be allowed to do that after serving a certain number of years. 


4. The extra-curricular activities of students and teachers are to be increased 
and made necessary for graduation. Those who exce! in those areas are to be 
rewarded and given awards. Awards are to be set aside for the best project a 
student comes up with in one or more fields. 


10. The notion of a summer vacation is to be changed and turned into something 
usetul, regulated and organized: [it is to be spent in] summer studies or a 
tiiri semester; group excursions; exploratory studies; work camps; work in 
aiministrations, companies or factories; scientific research; vocational 
training; military training; or nursing. 


ll. Students are to be encouraged to diversify their studies. 
A) Students may attend classes in another university tor one or two semesters. 


Students may register for graduate studies in a university other than that 
trom which they earned their undergraduate degrees. 


Students need not adhere to the major area of study in which they earned 
their undergraduate degree, if it becomes evident to them that they can do 


better in a new area of study. 


Numerous obstacles are to be placed in front of students who wish to do 


tietr undergraduate work outside Jordan. They are not to be encouraged to study 
Hroat a iliscipline that is available in Jordan unless that is deemed to be 
mwonetictal to the nation, such as having a student who is outstanding and the 
wish to seni him to a university well-known for this discipline. It is possible 


t isk such students to perform their military service before they begin their 
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'3. Doors are to be opened slightly for students who wish to transfer from com- 
munity colleges or from other college. to a university despite the fact that 
their average grades in secondary school did not qualify them for that. That is, 
the principle here is that there be no permanent obstacle for a hard working 


person. 


14. The tollowing arrangement may be resorted to to reduce pressure on univer- 
sities in general and on some disciplines [in particular]: 


1. Universities are not to accept more than 10 percent of the students who 
yraduated from secondary school that year. 


2. Students are to be admitted to their first year at the university without 
declaring a major area of study. At the end of that year students are to be 
distributed among the various areas of study according to the evaluations they 
earned on their first year at the university, regardless of their average grades 
in secondary school. 


3. At the end of their second year at the university students are to be awarded 
a middle university degree. For some students this is to be considered the end 
ot their university education. 


Female Students 


We all advocate equality and liberation for women without understanding what 
that means or without meaning what we say. Equality does not necessarily mean 
absolute correspondence in everything. My understanding of equality is tuo give 
everyone equal opportunities so that each person can show his competence and 
serve his country in the field he knows better than anyone else. The home and 
children, however, remain a woman's responsibility more than a man's. But the 
home does not occupy all the time of an educated woman all of her life. There- 
tore, educated women face a vacuum that stifles their talents and boredom that 
lestroys their health. If women have to give their homes, their children and 
their husbands the attention, effort and time that they owe them, then society 
ani the state have to provide suitable employment opportunities to educated 
women so that their talents, above and beyond the needs of children and home, 
can be utilized. Women have the right to have empluyment opportunities not on 
the basis of equality, but rather on a preferential basis that is in their 
interests. That women should stay at home all the time is an untorgivable crime, 
and that women should devote thenselves to work outside the home is also a 


similar crime. We must have a tormula that is not restricted by [a notion ot ] 
eguality based on correspondence because that notion of equality is seltish and 
? if

There has been a tremendous increase in the number of female students at the 
versity in recent years. In 1962 temale students were no more than 10 percent 

ot the student body}. By the late seventies that ratio jumped to 44 percent, 

yt it is now more than halt. In 1980 the number ot female students who 

rifuated trom the university exceeded the number of students enrolled at the 
versity in 1975. Female students constituted the majority of the first draft 

‘rr the tirst group ot students to be accepted by the university according to the 

rence ot grades every year. This means that the standards of female students 
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wno enroll in the university are superior to those of male students. Although 
they make up half the total number of university students and although a similar 
amount of money is spent on their education, society still allows these funds 
and these skills to be wasted when it forces all or most female students to stay 
at home because ot traditions and material and social conditions. Also a female 
student at the university cannot find a single official to whom she can take her 
problems because the administration is run by men. The university set up its 
colleges and its disciplines and drew up its educational plans and curricula in 
a manner that meets the needs of men or a society of men. 


To rectity conditions and reduce the number of women's skills that are idled 
ani wasted, I propose that the following changes be made: 


1. Women are to be assigned responsible positions, especially in the area of 
temale students' attairs and services. 


2. Creating disciplines of study that are feminine in nature without restricting 
them to women. That is, women are not to be forced to study a certain discip- 
line, and men are not to be torbidden from studying them. We can benefit, for 
the sake of information, from what is happening at Florida [A. and M.] Univer- 
sity in Tallahassee. 


3. Civil service, employment, retirement and [social] security legislation is 

tou be amended so as to take into account the special conditions of educated 
women. A woman is the mistress of the home; she is the one who bears, gives 
birth to children and nurses them. These are matters that naturally men cannot 
fo, and women cannot perform the ordinary functions of jobs outside the home 
while they are engaged in these normal functions. If chey were to do that, that 
would be at the expense ot children and home. Theretore, legislative changes may 
stipulate the following: 


— 


. That women may work full time, like men, until the fifth month of pregnancy. 


2. That women spend the necessary amount of time with children, devoting full 
time ettort to that task. Therefore, this is to be considered national service 
ani subject to retirement and promotion, but without an ordinary salary. 


3. Women may return to work gradually, and they may work full time 4 years after 
the birth date of their last child.

ENVOY REMARKS ON U.S. SUPPORT FOR ISRAEL CITED

[Excerpts] Washington, 24 Apr (KUNA)--Kuwaiti ambassador to the United States 
Shaykh Sa'ud Nasir al-Sabah last night urged the U.S. administration to 

stop all economic and military assistance to Israel and to be realistic 

and deal directly with the PLO in any Middle East peace move. 


He warned that the United States is in a position that allows it to control 
the Zionist state because of the vast volume of U.S. military and economic 
aid Israel receives. 


Shaykh Sa’ud's warnings came during a speech he delivered to members of the 
prominent Washington international club and in which he dealt with Kuwait's 
history and its relations with the United States, the formation of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council and the role this council plays in this sensitive 
strategic region. The speech was heard by a large number of U.S. officials, 
foreign ambassadors, and U.S. businessmen who deal with the states of the 
Middle East. Shaykh Sa'ud said: We should make Israel realize that it 
cannot continue to harm U.S. interests in the Middle East, and should also 
realize that there are other states which are friendly to the United States. 


Shaykh Sa'ud further said: Israel has become a threatening force in the 

region as a result of the continuous vast aid it receives from the United States. 
The Kuwaiti diplomat urged the U.S. administration to recognize the PLO as 

the sole legitimate representative of the Palestinian people and to hold 

direct negotiations with it. 


Shaykh Sa'ud urged the big powers, including the United States, to assume a 
more balanced political role in the region in an aim to establish a just, 
fair and lasting peace.

[Text] Commander of Free Lebanon Maj Sa'd Haddad has commented on certain 
topics saying: 


l. Praise be to God who has finally opened the eyes of his eminence Shaykh

to see what we have seen and drawn attention to in the past, and to say and 
advocate what we have said and frequently advocated to avoid a calamity among 
the sons of the south.

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PERFORMANCE, RANKING OF BANKS IN PREVIOUS YEAR DISCUSSED

/Text/ In terms of banking, 1981 was distinguished by high growth rates, the 
establishment of new banks, expansion and increases in capital. It was also dis- 
tinguished by an intensification in competition among banks, which, at some times, 
reached what one could call a “war of interest,” which was silent at times and out 
in the open at other times. However, the past year nonetheless did not witness 
significant changes in the ranking of the main banks. 


AL-IQTISAD WAL-A'MAL, proceeding with a precedent it started last year, has made a 
rapid, preliminary investigation of the financial performance of 20 top-ranked 
banks last year, and it has produced some preliminary indices and figures which we 
are setting down here, with some reservations (although we will proceed to analyze 
them again in detail in the next issue, once the data is rounded out in final form). 


In 1981, the "five majors" managed to remain firmly ensconced in their positions in 
the general ranking, thus recording growth rates that were remarkably similar. 
However, lower ranks were full of changes, some of them important, and marked by 
many phenomena that all indicate that the banking world is experiencing the pressure 
of circumstances rife with labor pains that seem to be different from the state of 
"stagnation" and stability with which it was marked in the years of full bloom. 


However, before going into a review of the transformations and changes that have 
occurred in the rank of the 20 top banks in Lebanon, one should point out that the 
figures presented here are summaries of the figures from the temporary budgets 
which the officials of the banks concerned themselves declared in the first month 
of 1982, and consequently one cannot consider them final before conclusion of the 
processes of certification followed by their approval by the general assemblies. 
Underlining the tentative nature of these figures that have been presented, in 
addition to this observation, are some fundamental reservations, among the most 
important of which are: 


l. The fact that it is not possible to include the performance figures on a 
number of banks whose 1981 figures were not completed when this report was drawn 
up. These figures could have an effect on rankings in more than one place. It

is worth pointing in particular to the absence of the new Bank of Syria and 

Lebanon company (whose total budget came to about 956 million pounds in 1980), the 
Societe Generale and the Tarad Banks (whose budgets both came close to 740 million 
pounds in 1980), and the Egypt-Lebanon Bank (512 million pounds at the end of 198u). 


2. The reservations on the figures on deposits are numerous, in view of the exist- 
ing differences in methods of computing total deposits from bank to bank and betweeu 
the banks and the Bank of Lebanon. The difference is especially apparent in the 
computation of the section on “various creditors" under total deposits; this sec- 
tion generally contains of public sector deposits, deposits of members of the board 
of directors, and so forth. One group does not consider this section to be part of 
the deposits, one group considers it to be a type of deposit which is not different 
from others, and a third group considers that only part of the material included 

in this section should be computed as deposits. Whatever the case, in order to 
avoid confusion as far as possible, we have relied on figures in the section on 
"various creditors" in the overwhelming majority of cases in computing deposits. 


3. The figures on deposits for 1980 which were used for purposes of comparison 
were sometimes drawn from official budgets, as follows: 


A, Reliance was made on the section on “total deposits" where that appears 
explicitly in the budgets; one should bear in mind that this total contains the 
section on “other deposits."

B. The section on "various creditors” in the budgets that do not specifically show 
a special section on "total deposits" was added. 


Ranking by Deposits 


l, The banks included in this review recorded high growth rates in 1981 which 
plainly exceeded the annual growth rates they had recorded in 1980, since the rate 
of growth of deposits totalled 47 percent as compared with 30 percent in 1980. 
However, the bulk of this increase, as is apparent, does not so much reflect real 
growth as the influence of fortuitous elements, most importantly: 


A. Inflation, which naturally results in an inflation in the money supply. It is 
estimated that this factor contributed an increase of no less than 20 percent. 


B. Currency differentials: it is well know that residents’ foreign currency 
deposits came to about 14.5 billion pounds at the end of 1981, or about 42 percent 
of total residents‘ deposits in banks. In view of the drop that the exchange rate 
of the pound recorded that year relative to the dollar, which came to about 35 
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percent, the velue of deposits in foreign currencies, when computed in Lebanese 
pounds, increased at the rates of increase of the currency, and that of necessity 
contributed to a contrived inflation in deposits as a whole. 


C. The rise in interest rates. This, in turn, as a consequence, has had an effect 
on the increase in the grand total of deposits. 


The fact is that if all these factors are taken into consideration, the recorded 
increase in bank deposits will be more nominal than a translation of real growth 
in the domestic economy and income. 


The relative differences that appeared among the three top banks (the Arab Bank 
Ltd, the Lebanese French Bank and the Benk of Lebanon and Emigration Lands) in 1980 
still prevailed, but the race between the Arab Bank and the Lebanese French Bank 
for first place was still close. One should bear in mind that the Arab /Bank/ Ltd 
seems to have strengthened its position in 1981, recording a growth rate of 53 per- 
cent. The /Bank/ of Lebanon and Emigration Lands which held its position in third 
place in another context, is still first among banks owned in the majority by 
Lebanese, 


3. The major banks maintained high growth rates, indeed higher ones than the 
average general one for the banks. This means that the size of these banks has not 
affected their ability to expand and that the trend of concentration of deposits 
among the top-ranked active banks is becoming more apparent. One should observe, 
for example, that these 20 banks have arrogated about 76 percent of the 1981 deposit 
increases to themselves--their total deposits increased about 8.8 billion pounds, 

as compared with a total increase of close to 11.6 billion pounds. This increase 
was inferred by estimating the volume of deposits at the end of the year, on the 
basis of the figure recorded for November, and the annual rate of increase in 
deposits recorded up to that date. 


4. Among the noteworthy figures recorded in 1981 is the unusual growth the Sirdar 
Bank recorded (120 percent). This occupied second place among the 10 most active 
banks in Lebanon in 1981. One might also mention Francebank (62 percent), ‘Awdah 
Bank (58 percent), the Bank of Industry and Labor (54.5 percent), and the Commercial 
Bank of Beirut (64 percent); while the Mediterranean Bank continued to grow normally 
while it is expected that this year will witness many developments that will not be 
without consequences on its status and weight in the banking arena. 


Rank of Loans 


1. Bank loans as of November 1981 recorded a total increase that came close to 
24 percent, but, if the rate of infiation, the effects of the accumulated interest 
on debtors’ deposits, and the foreign currency differentials are taken into con- 
sideration, this increase becomes of no significance; in fact, at this point one 
could say that the loans of banks in Lebanon registered a drop in comparison with 
1980. This contraction in lending is contrary to the great increase in the volume 
of deposits, an: probably reflects the wary attitude, which became more deeply 
engrained in the banking system after the events of April 1981. It is believed 
that this attitude will continue in 1982. Finally, one should observe that the 
accompanying table includes bank loans but does not consider treasury bills. 
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2. In the general ranking, the Lebanese French Bank remains on top; it recorded 

a@ great rate of increase of 450 million pounds in comparison with 1980. There was 
a slight retrenchment on the part of the Bank of Lebanon and Emigration Lands in 
favor of Francebank, but the minor difference between them makes it possible to 
say that they both occupy second place together, Francebank's progress is the 
result of its more expansionist policy in the lending context, while the contrac- 
tion in the lending in the /Bank/ of Lebanon and Emigration Lands indicates that 
its sensitivity to Lebanese developments has been greater and that it takes a more 
cautious view of the future. 


Among the banks that appeared to be active in the lending context are the Bank of 
Industry and Labor, Adcom Bank, Sirdar Bank and Banco di Roma. It is also to be 
noted that Cawdah Bank ceded fifth place to the Beirut-Riyadh Bank and that Banco 
di Roma recorded significant leaps forward by moving to ninth place and the 
People's Credit /Bank/by moving to 12th place. 


Among the banks that recorded increases in lending were the Beirut-Riyadh, Sirdar, 
and Beirut and Arab States Banks, Adcom Bank (78 percent), the Commercial Bank of 
Beirut, and Mapco.

FIVE-YEAR PLAN IRRIGATION PROJECTS OUTLINED 
Casablanca LA VIE ECONOMIQUE in French 5 Mar 82 pp 6-7 


[Text] Rural infrastructure projects in the 1981-1985 [Five-Year] Plan are 
concerned with hydroagricultural improvements, administrative infrastructure, 
and central services both at the national and at the provincial level. 


The program requires investments estimated at 969 million dirhams in 
appropriations and 90,417,000 dirhams in follow-on commitments. 


Some 851 million dirhams in appropriations and 55.6 million dirhams in 
commitments are planned for small and medium-size waterworks projects. 


The construction program involves 61,810 hectares, divided as follows: 


--26,800 hectares of new catchment areas in the medium-size waterworks 
program. 


--7,910 hectares of catchment area renovation in the medium-size program. 


The former are areas that have never been irrigated in the past, and the 
intention is for them to have complete and integrated development 

comparable to that which has been done inthe major irrigation projects. The 
total surface area affected is estimated at 26,800 hectares, and covers the 
following areas: 


Neckor-Ghis Area (Al-Hoceima Province) 


The irrigable surface area at Neckor-Ghis amounts to 6,000 hectares, divided 
into two zones distinguished by the source of the irrigation water and the 
conditions existing prior to the improvements: 


--Ghis: This sector is watered traditionally by offtakes from Oued Ghis 
(about 1,000 hectares). It will be completely restructured in an integral 
way and will be irrigated by a modern water collection and supply system 
that will also supply a "connected" area on the left bank of the Ghis. 


--Neckor: Up to now it has never been irrigated. It extends over both 
banks of Oued Neckor, covering parts of both Nador Province (right bank) and 
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Al-Hoceima (left bank). The total surface area is on the order of 5,000 
hectares, including the "connected" sector. 


The two banks of the Neckor will be irrigated by water from the Abdelkrim 
El Khettabi dam, which is expected to be finished in 1981. 


Development of the Neckor-Ghis area will have a pronounced effect on the 
whole region. In effect, it will make it possible to irrigate 5,000 
hectares, protect the irrigated land and the inhabitants from floods, and 
enable the Al-Hoceima region to be self-sufficient in foodstuffs (cereals, 
market gardening, fodder). 


Oued Hachef Area 


This area, located 10 km north of Asilah and 30 km from Tangier, is bounded 
on the west by the Rabat-Tangier railroad and on the east by the site of 
Haricha. Studies still under way have identified 4,000 irrigable hectares. 


The area will be supplied with water from the Haricha dam, which is being 
constructed primarily to satisfy the medium- and long-term potable water 
needs of Tangier. 


The development will also include an irrigation system, a purification 
system, and a drainage system to drain off the estuarial and lake waters 
contiguous to the region, which overflow from time to time. 


Grou Area (1,400 hectares) 


This area, located in Kenitra Province, will be irrigated by the Sidi Mohamed 
Ben Abdellah reservoir, with an estimated annual volume of 15 million cubic 
meters needed to make this area productive. 


Martil Area 


This corresponds to the lower valley of Oued Martil, located near and just 
downstream from the city of Tetuan. Its irrigable surface area in on the 
order of 3,000 hectares. 


The irrigation water will come from the Dar Ben Karrich dam, which is intended 
to provide the city of Tetuan with potable water. It may prove possible to 
irrigate one sector of the area by pumping underground water, once the 
subterranean water resources of this plains area are better established-- 
particularly the Oued Alila water table. 


Oued Ksob Area (1,350 hectares) 


This is one of those areas located in arid and semiarid zones. It is located 
in the rural community of Neknafa (Essaouira Province). 


The irrigation water--estimated at 11 million cubic meters per year--will be 
provided by the future Ksob dam. 
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MARA [the Ministry of Agriculture and Agrarian Reform] is carrying out both 
the development studies on the area and the improvements themselves, as part 
of its efforts to contribute to the socioeconomic advancement of arid and 
semiarid zones. 


Jemaa Shaim Area (Safe Province) 


In accordance with the Oum-er-Rabia master plan, this area will be irrigated 
by drawing off 300 liters per cubic meter from the Safi Canal, which runs 
along the southeast side of the area as a continuation of the main canal for 
the irrigated areas of Doukkala. 


Some 450 hectares are to be irrigated during the 1981-1985 Five-Year Plan. 
In order to economize most efficiently on water, it will be a sprinkling 
irrigation system. 


Planned improvements include the building of several canalization and 
pressurization projects, as well as distribution and purification systems. 


Moyen Sebou and Inaouene Aval Area (Fez and Taounate Province) 


This includes the Ouljas of Inaouene Aval (downstream from the No 1 Idriss 
Dam) and the Ouljas of the Moyen Sebou, covering a total surface area of 
13,700 hectares, divided between: 


Moyen Sebou (upstream)--4,800 hectares; 
Moyen Sebou (downstream)--7,300 hectares; 
Inaouene Aval--1,600 hectares. 


These Ouljas will be irrigated by water trapped by the No 1 Idriss Dam. The 
irrigation will use a combined gravity-and-pumping system. Comprehensive 
infrastructure studies are under way. 


Development of this area, which extends over more than 120 km from the No l 
Idress Dam all the way to the Garb area, is of major socioeconomic 
importance. It could be linked with the development of the arid land of 
Karia-Tissa [translation unknown] and will help this region to enjoy balanced 
development combining prairie land and irrigation activities. 


The 1981-1985 Five-Year Plan calls for equipping an initial area of 6,600 
hectares. 


Bak El Hamri Area (2,000 hectares) 
This area, located on the right bank and upstream from the Al-Massira 


reservoir (Settat Province), has an irrigable surface area on the order of 
400 hectares, with no land improvements except the reservoir. 
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As part of an exploratory study now under way, pedologic surveys are 
scheduled for a total of 4,000 hectares. An area of 2,000 hectares there 
could well be delimited at reasonable cost. 


The impact of this improvement is very large, considering the very limited 
potential of the province as a whole. 


El Hadra El Bane Area 


Exploratory studies now under way have resulted in the identification of two 
sectors, El Bane and El Hadra (El Kelaa Province) with a total surface area 
of around 2,000 hectares. 


The water will come from the Al-Massira. 

The development of this area (both studies and construction) is part of the 
plan because of the socioeconomic impact and the urgency or resettling the 
people whose fields were inundated when the reservoir was filled. This 
amounts to a surface area estimated at 10,000 hectares in El Kelaa Province. 
Medium-Size Water Projects To Be Renovated 

These 7,910 hectares are irrigated areas that have already achieved relatively 
high levels of productivity. But their development is constrained by 


inadequate or poorly adapted infrastructure. 


The 1981-1985 Plan proposes projects covering 7,910 hectares, divided as 
follows: 


--Tiniguir, Tawarta, Rguiba (Oued Eddahab)--175 hectares; 


--Foum El Oued (Assakia El Hamra)--35 hectare; 
--Ribiaa Bittit (Meknes)--2,000 hectares; 
--Chichaoua (Marrakech)--1,900 hectares; 
--Tigrigra (Meknes)--1,400 hectares; 

-~-Qued Maleh (Benslimane)--800 hectares; 
--Oulghass (Meknes)--800 hectares; 

--Ain El Atrous (Meknes)--300 hectares; 
Ouizghat (Boulemane)--500 hectares. 

Total: 7,910 hectares 


Floodwater Dissipation Areas (2,100 hectares) 
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The potential of these areas is estimated at 150,000 hectares. This mode of 
irrigation has already been put into practice in several areas such as: 


--Fask area--300 hectares; 
--Tagant area (major projects)--800 hectares) ; 
--Oued Ben Jlil area (Tan-Tan Province)--1,000 hectares. 


Improvement of these areas requires familiarity with the hydrological data 
from the drainage areas that feed them, and the construction of infrastructure 
that is specially adapted to flooding patterns and crop-growing conditions on 
the scene. 


In light of the experience acquired in this field thus far, the plan 
proposes work on 2,100 hectares during the 1981-1985 Plan period, including: 


--Oujda Province: Batmat Jamaa area, 1,100 hectares; 
--Guelmin Province: Tagant area (additional infrastructure), 1,100 hectares. 
Small Water Projects (Various Improvements) 


These various improvements involve all those traditional irrigation areas that, 
because of their size (generally smaller than 100 hectares), their complex 
structure, and their primary orientation toward subsistence production, will 
benefit only from spot improvements rather than from integrated development 
plans. 


In light of the experience gained in prior plan periods, it is proposed that 
such projects be implemented at the rate of 5,000 hectares per year, with 
the work proceeding in all provinces. Priority will be given to provinces 
located in arid or semiarid zones and to border provinces.

KUWAITI DAILY INTERVIEWS OMANI FOREIGN MINISTER 
GF231640 Kuwait AL-WATAN in Arabic 21 Apr 82 p 16 


[Interview granted by Yusuf al-'Alawi ‘Abdallah, Omani minister of state for 
foreign affairs to AL-WATAN correspondent ‘Abd al-Karim Abu Khadra, in Oman-- 
no date given] 


[Excerpts] Question: In the beginning of its modern renaissance, Oman 
resorted to non-Arabs (the shah of Iran). Why? 


Answer: I believe that from the very first day Sultan Qabus came to power, 

he leaned and is still leaning toward the Arabs. In 1970 he took the initia- 
tive and formed what we called the "delegation of friendship." The sultan 
specified the delegation's mission, which was to visit all Arab countries, 
explain the new situation in Oman to leaders and officials of the fraternal 
Arab countries, and affirm to everyone Oman‘'s sincere desire to take joint 
action with the Arab countries. I was a member of that delegation. We visited 
all Arab countries except the PDRY, which did not respond to our request to 
visit, although we had sent six cables, unanswered cables, on the delegation's 
visit. 


The delegation explained Oman's circumstances to the Arab countries and we 
asked for help. Actually, we do not blame any of the Arab brothers, due 

to the circumstances at the time--very difficult circumstances arising from 
the hard defeat of Jume. Anyway, the stands of the Arab countries were 
different. Some of the Arab countries helped us as much as possible, some 
of them refused to help and some tried to help us but did not offer anything. 


This was not all. On the contrary, some parties have exerted pressure on 
Oman and caused us trouble. Some Arab brothers thought Oman was an oil- 
producing country, although we were a state starting from scratch. 


In view of this situation, we affirm that from the very first moment, we have 
appealed to the Arab brothers and not to anyone else. Our income did not 
exceed 95 million riyals, three quarters of which we spent on the army. 


Question: How does Oman view the course of the GCC since its establishment? 
Does it see that this course has achieved any of the solidarity and rapproche- 
ment which was called for in the first statement of the leaders? 
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Answer: We in Oman consider that the GCC has surmounted many difficulties and 
that its current motivation much more than was expected. Immediately after 
the Gulf leaders signed the constitution of the GCC, the council made bigger 
Strides than were expected. We believe this has mainly been due to the role 
of the secretary general and his assistants who have been able to assimilate 
all that has taken place. This of course will lead us to the obiectives 

which the leaders and kings of the Gulf countries have dictated. 


Question: The GCC secretary ge-eral has repeatedly announced that a joint 
defense force has been established among the GCC countries. How does Oman 
see this? 


Answer: In fact, necessity is the mother of invention. When we began to 

talk about the formation of the GCC, defense and security issues were post- 
poned, the argument being that there was no need to hurry in discussing them. 
However, after the GCC was established, events took place in the neighboring 
regions, among which were the acts of sabotage in fraternal Bahrain. The 
countries feel that there is a need to coordinate in the field of defense. 

It believes the potential is available to establish this kind of cooperation. 
No doubt the chiefs of staff and the defense ministers have exerted much 
effort and have drawn the outlines for establishing military cooperation among 
the GCC countries. A specialized military committee was formed to implement 
the military coordination which will be proposed at the GCC summit to be held 
in Bahrain in November. If the leaders approve this coordination, it no 

doubt will be implemented. I believe we are moving in the right direction and 
have full rights to fill the vacuum in the region which followed the British 
withdrawal in 1971. When we become truly able to do this, the possibility 

of foreign presence in any Gulf land to fill this vacuum will diminish. 
Military facilities for a foreign country does not mean bases or that these 
facilities will continue to be made available. 


Question: Wester press and media have reported that the Gulf countries have 
offered Oman money in return for its refusal to establish military bases on 
Omani territory. The GCC secretary general has denied this. What is your 
view on this issue? 


Answer: What the press and the media have reported is not true. No doubt 
that an effort was made to discuss the potential of each GCC country, its 
weaknesses and strategic positions. No doubt that this was in the framework 
of the search for a comprehensive Gulf force to fill the vacuum. The summit 
which was held in Riyadh in November decided that a military committee should 
visit Oman to determine the nature of threats and consequently the possi- 
bilities of aiding the Sultanate. The committee visited Oman and discussed 
the Omani military situation. This committee consists of senior officers 
from the GCC countries. It has submitted a good report which we believe is 
accurate. 


However, this report is still under discussion by the GCC countries and the 
secretariat. We hope the GCC countries will be able to strengthen Oman in 
the military domain in order to enable it to defend itself and stave off the 
threats hovering over it and over the countries of the entire region. 
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Question: What is your view on what is being reported about an Omani mediation 
to bring Egypt back to the Arab fold? 


Answer: First I want to say there is no plan or agreement between Egypt and 

Oman or between Oman and the Arab countries to mediate between Egypt and the 

Arab nation. However, we will not hesitate to seize the opportunity to bring 
Arab and Egyptian views closer together. 


Question: How does Oman view the issue of dialogue with the Eastern countries? 
What is Oman's view on the call for this dialogue? 


Answer: I say that this dialogue has taken place, not with all the communist 
countries, but with some of them. From this dialogue, we arrived at the 
conclusion that the Soviet Union has nothing to give the GCC countries. 

The best example of this was the visit by His Excellency Sabah al-Ahmad 
[Kuwaiti foreign minister] to the Soviet Union and his efforts to make the 
Soviet Union make a commitment on certain issues. These efforts have been 
fruitless. 


I do not believe the current situation is favorable for holding a new dialogue. 
Let us leave the issue of Oman and the Soviet Union. What about the issue 

of Afghanistan? I would like to indicate here that there is a resolution by 
the Islamic summit to deal with this issue. I do not believe the Gulf 
countries will depart from the resolutions of the Islamic countries summit 

on this issue. We in Oman have some objections to the establishment of 

any kind of relations with the Soviet Union for many reasons--indeed for a 
clear and simple reason: The Soviet Union is interfering in our internal 
atfairs and is encouraging some countries to be hostile to us and to inter- 
fere in our internal affairs. 


Unofficial contacts were held between the Soviet Union and us in the past. 

We told them: "You are a superpower and should shoulder your responsibilities 
and stop interfering in our internal affairs. If you stop interfering in 

our affairs and shoulder your responsibilities, we will consider establishing 
diplomatic relations with you." However, they have contrary views; they have 
asked us to establish these relations first and then they will think about 
stopping interference in our internal affairs. Hence, our problem in this 
regard is that the Soviet Union should desist from interfering in our internal 
affairs first. 


Question: We want to go back to the subject of the GCC to ask about the 
security agreement or agreements. What are their outlines? Has Oman signed 
any of them? 


Answer: There is not yet comprehensive security cooperation among the Gulf 
countries. However, bilateral agreements that have been signed between a 
number of GCC countries are meant to combat smuggling, drugs and to extradite 
criminals. Oman has signed an agreement of this kind with Saudi Arabia. 


Question by al-Jarri [Kuwaiti member of Parliament]: What about sabotage 
and organizations which are trying to create disturbances, such as that which 
took place in Bahrain? 
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Answer: In fact, we have not discussed sabotage and organizations when 
preparing these bilateral agreements because they have some relationship 
with parties other than the interior ministries of the countries of the 
region. These parties include: defense and foreign ministries and intelli- 
g ice systems. However, there is an inclination to prepare an overall 
security agreement which will perhaps be a comprehensive one to avoid the 
repetition of what has happened in Bahrain in any other country. 


Question: Our iast question is about the issue of not allowing Kuwaiti 
nationals and nationals of some GCC countries to enter Oman without a "visa." 
What do you say? 

Answer: This issue was discussed during the last GCC interior ministers 
coiference and appropriate measures and steps were taken. Facile movement 

by the citizens of GCC countries will be implemented, God willing. 

Question: Do you believe this will be implemented this year? 


Answer: This is up to the concerned organs which are studying these issues. 


Question by member of Parliament al-Jarri: Will there be a need for passports 
among the GCC countries? 


Answer: In the first stage, visas will be abolished.

FIVE-DAY MILITARY MANEUVERS STAGED 


GF210935 Muscat Domestic Service in Arabic 1900 GMT 20 Apr 82 


[Text] The northern Oman brigade's units, reinforced by the Sultan of Oman 
Naval Forces and the Sultan of Oman Royal Forces, have staged a 5-day major 
maneuver. The Oman Coastal Battalion, Muscat Battalion, the Second Battalion 
of the Sultan of Oman Artillery, the Paratroopers Company, the Security 

Force of (Musandam), the Sultan of Oman Armed Forces Engineering Division, the 
Sultan of Oman Signal Corps Company, and the garrison of the (Musandam) 
peninsula sector participated in this maneuver staged by the northern Oman 
brigade in (Musandam) Province. 


When the sea-transported force arrived, it staged a rapid deployment of 
infantry, artillery and engineering forces which took positions at assigned 
points. Meanwhile, the Sultan of Oman Air Force vertical and transport 
aircraft transported personnel and equipment. The air force supported the 
infantry companies and protected the warships during the operation. The 
deployed forces pursued and demolished imaginary enemy forces. These forma- 
tions and forces have proved the excellent fighting ability, flexibility, 
speed of execution, experience and skill of our brave men in reinforcing 
positioned forces rapidly, skillfully and proficiently. 


The maneuver was performed under the supervision of Brig Gen Hamid Sa'id 
al-'Urfi, the northern Oman brigade commander, under the direction of

[Excerpt] AL-SAFIR has learned from Arab diplomatic sources in the Gulf that 
the PDRY has recently uncovered a plan for a large-scale military invasion of 
its territory, and that extensive preparations for the attack are now under 
way in Saudi Arabia, the Sultanate of Oman and the YAR. 


The sources say that agreement on the plan was reached during U.S. Secretary 
of Defense Caspar Weinberger's visit to Muscat and Saudi Arabia last month, 
but the details were worked out during YAR President ‘Ali ‘Abdallah Salih's 
subsequent visit to these two countries. They add that the YAR president's 
brother, Lt Col Muhammad ‘Abdallah Salih, who is also the YAR's deputy 
minister of interior, is currently on a secret visit to Washington to conclude 
an agreement on implementation and date [of the invasion]. 


Giving details of the plan, the sources maintain that it will be carried out 
on three salients, as follows: 


l. The first salient: Omani forces will attack across the areas of Mahrah 
and Hadramaut and adjacent shores. 


2. The second salient: Saudi Arabia will launch an attack across al-Sharawrah, 
Wuday'ah and adjacent areas. 


3. The third salient: YAR forces will try to break through al-Bayda', 
Qa'tabah and other land and sea points. 


The plan also includes readying the air force to cover the advancing forces 
and hit targets deep inside the PDRY. 


The diplomatic sources say that, with the exception of Oman, the Gulf states 
did not show enthusiasm for the plan when ‘Ali ‘Abdallah Salih told them 
about it during his tour of the Gulf states. They said they mainly feared 
for the reputation of the GCC of which they are all members. 
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The sources further say that the Americans had agreed with former Egyptian 

President Anwar al-Sadat on a plan for the invasion of the PDRY, but Presi- 
dent Mubarak has recently refused to let Egyptian forces participate in the 
plan. This is why preparations are now confined to Saudi Arabia, Oman and 

North Yemen.

At the opening of the hearing the president of the court read the sentence 
containing the convictions, which were proved against the accused during their 
trial.

MINISTER OUTLINES FISCAL PLANS

[Text] Riyadh, 22 Apr (SPA)-—-A drop in the Saudi oil production will not 
affect government expenditure, Minister of Finance and National Economy 
Muhammad Aba al-Khayl was quoted as saying in an interview due to be published 
here tomorrow. 


The minister told AL-YAMAMA weekly magazine that the reason for this was 
because the government's financial policy was characterised by conservatism 
and taking into consideration all possibilities. 


The Saudi Government had recently cut oil production from 7.5 million barrels 
per day to 7 million in order to strengthen the position of the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) in the world oil market. 


According to the 20th annual report issued by the Saudi Arabian Monetary 
Agency (SAMA), the kingdom's revenues from oil exports during 1981 were 
estimated at $101.2 billion compared with $84.5 billion in 1980, or an 
increase of 19.8 percent. 


The Council of Ministers is due to hold a special session here on Friday under 
the chairmanship of King Khalid to discuss the budget for the coming financial 
year. 


The minister said that the new budget was bigger than the present one, but 
he gave no figures. Government expenditure was wholly directed towards 
developing non-oil sectors, he added. 


He also said the government development plan gave special importance to 
providing incentives and facilities to the productive sectors of the economy, 
mainly to the agricultural and industrial sectors, to enable them to grow 
faster and to make a greater contribution to the growth of the non-oil gross 
domestic product (GDP). 


The government will continue to provide loans for the building of houses by 
the private sector and for investment in all towns and villages alike, he 
added. 
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The minister said that during the past financial year contracts to build 
22,300 housing units for various government departments were signed. 


He added that as usual there would be no cuts at all in allocations for 
education proposed by the appropriate authorities. 


There has been a significant drop in the high cost of living during the 
previous fiscal year of 1.9 percent, and the decline eas expected to be 
maintained, the minister said. 


He added that the government had succeeded in completely controlling infor- 
mation, the rate of which had dropped from 7.8 percent in the previous 
financial year to between 5 and 6 percent at present. 


With the new budget coming into effect, the per capita income is expected 
to reach about 50,000 riyals a year, the minister said.

CABINET APPROVES BUDGET

[Text] Riyadh, 23 Apr (SPA)--The Cowncil of Ministers in a special session 
held here under the chairmanship of King Khalid ibn ‘Abd al-‘Aziz tonight 
approved the new budget for the fiscal year 1982-83. 


Following is the full text of the statement issued by the Ministry of Finance 
and National Economy regarding the new budget for fiscal year 1982-83: 


The Ministry of Finance and National Economy has today issued a statement in 
which it announced that the new budget for fiscal year 1402/1403 (1982/1983) 
has been approved by H.M. King Khalid ibn ‘Abd al-'Aziz and the Council of 
Ministers. This budget commences as of lst Rajab, 1402 to 30 Jamad 11, 1403, 
corresponding to 24 April 1982 to mid April 1983. 


The main features included in the statement of the budget are: 


l. Total government revenues are estimated at S.R. 313,400 million and 
total expenditures at S.R. 313,400 million. 


2. In comparison with the figures of the previous budget, appropriations in 
the new budget have increased by S.R. 15,400 million. Appropriations for 
fiscal year 1401/1402 were S.R. 298,000 million. Actual expenditures amounted 
to S.R. 288.174 million, of which S.R. 172,444 million were spent on develop- 
ment projects and the balance spent on operating expenditures. 


3. It is estimated that gross domestic product, excluding the oil sector, 
has grown during fiscal year 1401/1402 at a real rate of 10.5 percent, which 
is higher than the planned 6.2 percent growth rate targeted in the third 
development plan. Although the estimated growth rate is less than last 
year's 12 percent growth, it reflects the trend of the economy toward a 
stable and secular growth. 


4. The balance of payments during 1401/1402 achieved a surplus in the current 
account of S.R. 128,000 million. It is less than last year's surplus due to 
reduction in oil exports and the increase in imports of capital and consumer 
goods which amounted to S.R. 122,300 million as compared to 1400/1401 value 

of imports of S.R. 103,800 million. 
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5. The development of funds continued their functions of making available 
medium and long-term loans for private investment in the industrial, agricul- 
tural and construction sectors. The loans committed by the Real Estate 
Development Fund, Industrial Development Fund, Public Investment Fund and 
the Agricultural Bank--since their establishment and up to the end of fiscal 
year 1401/1402--amounted to S.R. 179,600 million of which the amouwt of 

S.R. 132,000 million had actually been spent. Loans made available to the 
private sector by these funds helped the economy to diversify and expand in 
a wide range of productive activities. In the construction sector 275,000 
housing units have been constructed which led to the moderation of housing 
rentals. By loans extended to the electric companies, their capacity was 
expanded from 4 million mega w/h in 1395 to more than 26 million mega w/h 

at the end of 1401. The agricultural sector was able to grow at a faster 
rate than in the past due to loans made by the Agricultural Bank. As a 
result of these loans the production of wheat, dairy products, vegetables, 
eggs, poultry has shown sizable increases. 


Consequently the share of the agricultural sector in the GDP has increased 
and will be more enhanced in the future. Agricultural production will even 
grow at a faster rate once the under-construction projects are completed. 
The production of some agricultural crops may exceed domestic needs of which 
some will be exported to neighbouring countries. 


6. As a result of the government prudent fiscal and monetary policies 
implemented in the last few years, the private sector was able to achieve 
an impressive record. Its share in the GDP increased in real (?terms) from 
30 percent to 37 percent in 5 years. The PIL sector's share in the GDP, 
however, declined from 55 percent to 46 percent for the same period, while 
the government's sector has maintained its share in the GDP of 15 to 17 
percent. 


7. Available figures and statistics reveal that the implementation of the 
infrastructural projects in the past paved the way for the productive sectors 
to grow and the absorptive capacity of the economy to expand. It was then 
possible for the government to increase its expenditures while keeping infla- 
tion under control. It is expected that the inflation rate for last year 

was in the range of 5 to 6 percent compared with 7.8 percent in 1400/1401 

and 8.3 in the year before. 


8. The highlights of the new budget are the following: 


a) Some 65 percent of the total is allocated for development projects and 
the remaining 35 percent goes to current expenditures. 


b) The cost of new projects to be contracted on during the fiscal year is 
S.R. 78,617 million of which S.R. 19,386 million will be spent this year and 
the rest in the following years. 


c) New phases and some supplementary works to ongoing projects have been 
committed in the new budget with outlays for this year of S.R. 45,557 million. 
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d) In addition to the outlays in b) and c), the sum of S.R. 110,489 million 
is allocated this year to the under construction projects.

Israel themselves. Shortly before Fez, the leader of the ruling Likud alliance 

was compelled to set forth the idea of establishing a government of national unity 
in the desire to co-opt the great response the Saudi plan might have acquired had 
the Arabs succeeded in relinquishing their disputes and realizing total consensus | 
over the various sections in the plan. | 


However, the absence of coordination in Arab ranks and the dominance of disputes 
among Arab regimes allowed the Israelis to dispense with a defensive strategy that 
had almost been imposed on them and move over to an offensive strategy, taking 
advantage of the emergence of further political struggles among Arab regimes. 








Whereas the Israeli leaders had been holding their breaths and calculating the 
results of the Saudi Arab movement embodied in the peace program--which from its 
first moments met with unparalleled international support--the fragmentation among 
the Arabs gave them a golden opportunity. The decree incorporating the Golan 
Heights of occupied Syria then followed, along with constant current attacks 
against the Arab population of the West Bank, which are aimed at spreading despair 
and eliminating all the national leaders that the Israeli leaders have viewed as 
an obstacle to the attainment of their schemes to judaize the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip. 


Israel's dominance over the current tense conditions in the region is apparent in 
the fact that it is their most active element. Israel is helped in its attitude 

by the specific goals of Zionist philosophy, which may be briefly summarized by 

the establishment of a "state of greater Israel" whose borders will extend any- 
where Israeli troops can reach as the Zionist leader Ben Gurion stated; conversely, 
we find that the other parties concerned with the Middle East struggle are as 
remote as can be from formulating articulate goals. 
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The Arab countries have not yet agreed on a clearly understood policy toward the 
crisis and, at least so far, have not come up with a way to reconcile their Arab 
interests and their traditional relations with Israel. The Soviet Union, the 
second great power, does not basical)y seem to have any vital interest in ending 
the crisis, and consequently does not seem interested in settling it, because that 
simply occupies third or fourth place in the list of its priorities, which include 
Poland, Afghanistan, Latin America and the nuclear arms race. Europe is following 
the American caravan, abetted in this by the state that has befallen the Arabs. 


This perverse state of affairs has allowed Israel to act alone, as the master of 
the situation, and has consequently been reflected in the entire situation. 


The United States has failed to play an influential role on Israeli policy. That 
was confirmed in the American-Israeli crisis which followed the incorporation of 
Golan, when Washington was compelled to swallow its opposition and satisfy Israel 
by using the veto in the international Security Council. 


After relations returned to normal, the Americen administration did not dare take 
any strong steps against Tel Aviv. Even Haig's shuttle trips between Cairo and 
Israel toward the end of last January, in which he imparted a forward thrust to 
the autonomy talks, were aimed more at improving Israeli-American relations than 
at exerting pressure on Begin's government. American movement in Lebanon has been 
confined to the role of "mailman," as the king of Jordan put it recently. Philip 
Habib's mission, which is now the sole American effort on the stage, has turned 
into bureaucratic trips to soothe people's spirits and prevent a major blowup in 
the region at a time when Washington does not have a readymade policy to cope with 
its effects. This type of limited role is no longer enough to resolve a struggle 
that has caused four wars in 30 odd years. 


The worst aspect of the American retreat is that it has given Menachem Begin carte 
blanche to play his favorite game, that of gaining more pro-Israeli support in the 
Western camp, carrying out provocative adventures against the Arab countries here 
and there, and launching a domestic war of extermination against the Palestinians, 
while mobilizing a military strike force to prepare to land a lethal blow on the 
resistance bases in Lebanon when the circumstances are ripe. 


The post-Sinai stage: 


This is the subject that many political observers who are anticipating a radical 
transformation in American Middle East policy after 25 April are constantly wonder- 
ing about. The optimists in this group attribute current weakness in American 
policy co the Reagan administration's desire not to give the Begin-Sharon duo an 
opportunity to renege on the Camp David commitments; that would embarrass the 
American authorities internationally in an unprecedented manner and would lead to 
negative developments in the area, However, the gamble on that sort of transfor- 
mation in the American line seems far-fethched in light of heated statements by 
senior American officials which fall within the category of blind support for the 
Zionist entity. We find that even the moderate current in American policy circles, 
which calls on the American administration to open a dialogue with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization as soon as the withdrawal from Sinai is completed, as a 
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first step in a new process, is restricted to studies prepared by specialists in 
societies, organizations or special institutes. The main decisionmakers in the 
American Congress and House of Representatives /sic/ are still moving slowly in 
understanding Palestinian rights, and Israel, true to its custom of taking initia- 
tive before events overtake it, has moved quickly to block any changes that might 
occur in the American position. The escalation of conditions on the northern front 
is just one type of Israeli pressure or “preventive war" to get further American 
guarantees that it will not exert any pressure in the future. 


Therefore the Reagan administraticn will most likely continue to be prone to 
Israeli pressures, and not the opposite, unless there is a radical transformation 
in the Arab situation in general which will make Washington face a difficult 
choice concerning its vital interests. There is nothing to justify its entering 
into a struggle with the hawks of the extremist coalition in Israel. 


What are the Arabs waiting for? 


In the Arab context, they might be waiting to learn what new developments will 
come after the Sinai withdrawals-or they might just be waiting to receive an 
Israeli blow that would hit the Arab bodies close to the Lebanese stage together 
or a sudden declaration of the incorporation of the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 


With respect to the first possibility, there are no items of information to support 

the assumption that real developments will actually take place. Israel is confident | 
that Egypt will not gamble with its new military and economic relations with the | 
United States by returning to Arab ranks. Just by renouncing Camp David in the con- ! 
text of its current military weakness, Cairo would give Israel the pretext to con- 

mit aggression against it. On the other hand, the Arabs have not drawn up a uni- | 
fied plan for the post-Sinai stage and the intense disputes that are raging about ! 
the whole Arab nation make the attainment of this kind of joint plan difficult, if 

not impossible. 


There remains the second possibility, by which we mean the anticipation of another 
Israeli blow. Here we find circumstantial evidence to support this possibility. 
First there are the Palestine Liberation Organization's leaders’ repeated warnings 
and Sharon's statements Israeli defense minister Ariel that "Israel will strike 
with violence at the first incident it is exposed to." Finally, there is the out- 
come of Philip Habib's latest trip, which concluded with a report that he presented 
to the American president and was all in all an official warning about Israel's in- 
tentions toward Lebanon. 


It is perhaps truly sad that the Arab countries should reach a stage of total in- 
capacity in the face of Israeli threats which has got to the point where the Arabs’ 
efforts are restricted to waiting for an Israeli strike, then holding an emergency 
meeting to condemn it, then preparing to receive a second strike. 


The source of danger in this Arab weakness is that the aggressive nature of the 
Zionist regime keeps it from settling on a single item of prey. Israe* is mobiliz- : 
ing its forces to invade Lebanon and its eyes are on Jordan, opposing its legitimate 
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plan to obtain Hawk missiles, which are purely defensive weapons. The goal is 
clear and needs no explanation: it is to keep Jordan weak in the face of Israeli 
designs, 


Israeli fighters bomb the Iraqi nuclear reactor north of Baghdad while Israeli spy 
planes are gathering the necessary information on Syrian defenses and missiles in 
the al-Biqa ’ ° 





In this fashion, Tel Aviv is continuing with its expansionist program undeterred, 
in the context of a total absence of a balanced American policy. 


In fact, this Israeli behavior is even startling some officials in Washington. A 
political study was published recently in which an expert close to the American 
National Security Council wondered: Have the Israeli goals, well known since 1948, 
changed? 


It does not take mch effort to answer this question. While Israel's old goals did 
not go beyond the establishment of a Jewish state enjoying secure borders, the 
point on which there is no dispute is that these goals changed with the growth of 
Israeli military power and the qualitative technological superiority to which suc- 
cessive American administrations have committed themselves. 


This disruption in the balance of power in Israel's favor has led to the dominance 
of the principle of force before which the gains of the recognition of the exist- 
ence of Israel have grown so minor that the current political Israeli generation 
believes that this recognition is of no value in itself and that the addition of 
more Arab territory to the Zionist state is a historic national obligation. 


Europe also: 


It is hard to separate the European position from American policy; even France in 
the context of Mitterrand's socialist regime has lost the independence it enjoyed 
in D‘Estaing'’s era, Since the Venice statement, whose eulogy the French delivered 
in the remarks Cheysson made while visiting Tel Aviv at the start of this year, 

the Common Market countries have recorded no progress aside from the distinctive 
position the new authorities in Greece have adopted. President Mitterrand‘s latest 
visit to Israel has added a new dimension to European policy orientation in the 
Middle East. If anything was made clear following that visit, it was that Europe 
absolutely would not play the role of a party putting pressure on Israel and that 
no European initiative which did not enjoy Israel's approval was fated to survive. 


Europe is no better than America now, in spite of the difference in the degree to 
which its interests are linked to stability in the Middle East. Economic crises 
and unemployment problems are absorbing the bulk of the attention of Western gov- 
ernments, and issues of arms and the cold war between East and West will determine 
the future of many parties in power in Western Europe. Lastly, there is the common 
element in the definition of all parties’ positions on the Middle East issue, and 
this is chronic Arab impotence, At their latest summit in London last 26 November 
directly after the Fez summit, the European leaders totally ignored the Middle 

East issue. The Arab countries themselves dia not go away from the Fez conference 
with any position that Europe might support. 
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The Arab Peace Plan: The Only Option 


The current phase of the Arab-Israeli struggle will not last long because it simply 
will not bring about a settlement of any kind. If we review the few options avail- 
able for emerging from this dilemma, we will find that the Arab peace plan the king- 
dom has presented is the only integrated plan dealing with the various facets of 
the struggle that is endowed with a significant degree of reasonableness and moder- 
ation. None of the initiatives which might be presented will deviate from the con- 
tents of the eight sections the plan contains. In addition, no /sic/ attempts to 
impose defective partial solutions will lead to a further aggravation of the situa- 
tion, with all the grievous results that will entail for peace and stability in 

this vital part of the world. 


However, promoting the plan will require first an Arab consensus, so that that plan 
may be the focal point of a clear, well-defined new common strategy which the in- 
fluential Western countries, including the United States, will be able to evaluate 
and on which they will be able to take a position based first of all on the degree 
of credibility of Arab support for that plan. This will be the first step in 
getting out of the current dilemma, which will produce only further negative feat- 
ures in the Arab world. 


The mere passage of time and anticipation of surprises, such as one can observe at 
present, will not resolve the issue or deter aggression. It will still be possible 
to come out of the bottleneck if the Arab regimes refrain from outbidding one anoth- 
er and from taking highly emotional positions. What is required at this stage is 
Arab movement, proceeding from the Arab peace plan, which is still on the table, 
before events overtake us and we call for it once again, after sustaining further 
injury and damage,

[Text] Reports from Libya said that many countries which still have 
diplomatic relations with the regime of Colonel al-Qadhdhafi have reduced 
the number and level of their diplomatic missions. Some embassies there 
have only a few individuals who fulfill the needs of their expatriate 
communities in Libya. Some African states in particular have limited their 
representation to few assistants at the embassies who remained after the 
departure of the senior staff. The reports say this shows the lack of 
confidence in the Libyan regime whose terrorist practices and suspect roles 
in the many sabotage networks financed by the Libyan treasury have led to 
caution and continuing fears of criminal action. 


The reports said that the atmosphere of fear which dominates life in Libya as

[Excerpts] The rule of "the complex of Libya and its colonel," Mu‘ ammar 
al-Qadhdhafi, has entered a decisive new stage in the transition of the general 
legal authority to a communist or a semi-communist government which will 
expand the circle of Soviet, GDR and Cuban hegemony over Libya in the poli- 
tical, economic, security and military sectors. 


After establishing a police security, military intelligence and social 

system that ensures the continuation of al-Qadhdhafi's rule against any truly 
national Libyan popular uprising to change the regime and to remove the govern- 
ment from the claws of communist hegemony, al-Qadhdhafi--with the counsel of 
his advisors and consultants from Moscow, East Berlin, Cuba and Addis Ababa-- 
tried to liquidate every collective Libyan, Arab and Islamic presence in order 
to hand over the rule to a communist or a semi-communist government that 

will ally Libya with the "communist bloc," which is politically and geographi- 
cally known as the countries of the western communist bloc. 


Now al-Qadhdhafi is trying to close all outlets of Libyan society so that 
nobody outside will know what is taking place in Libya at this critical stage 
when the regime is being transformed to communism. By stirring up unrest 

and disagreements with others abroad, al-Qadhdhafi and his communist advisors 
are trying to conceai their exposed attempts to transform Libya into a 
communist state that is controlled by the Soviet Union and run by the 
communists, whether Libyans or others who can be Soviets, East Germans, Cubans 
or Ethiopians. The relationship between communists is an ideological 
relationship because of the unity of thought, belief and goal.

OVERVIEW OF NATIONAL FINANCIAL, ECONOMIC INFOKMATION CENTER GIVEN 
Riyadh AL-RIYAD in Arabic 22 Nov 81 p 7 


[Article by Ahmad al-Zabi and Khalid Halwani: "National Information Center, 
Saudization Within Years; Gathering and Filing Financial, Economic and 
Statistical Data in Computer"] 


[Text] The National Financial and Economic Information Center of the Minis- 
try of Finance and National Economy is one of the most advanced centers 
established in our country recently. At present, the center depends on the 
efforts of foreign experts. But the intention is to Saudize it by giving 
university students an opportunity to train at the center in their free | 
time so they can become qualified to work in it immediately after gradua- 
tion. The center offers numerous incentives to such youth. 


Generally, the center's task is to file and supply information, either by 

way of the computer, the existing economic and financial library or various 
films (movie, video and projector films). The center also aspires to 
produce its own films, which will reflect its efforts to collect and classify 
information. Here is an overview of this center. 





Beginning 


The founding of the center began with the idea of an official to gather and 
classify economic information. The idea received a positive response and 
acceptance by Ministry of Finance officials and efforts were undertaken to 
implement it. By embracing this vital project, the ministry has been able 
to successfully meet the responsibilities entrusted to it. This center is 
concerned with gathering financial and economic information needed by the 
ministry on all countries of the world. The center also has journalistic 
and research tasks within its field of specialization. 


Center Personnel 


More than 50 foreign employees work in the Financial and Economic Informa- 
tion Center. Their task is to supervise the work of the center, which con- 
sists of three floors equipped with the latest technological and technical 
means for developing the center's work so that it can offer the best 
services. 
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A number of ambitious Saudi youth also works in the center, getting training 
on its equipment. The center is located next to the old premises of the 
Ministry of Finance. It has been built according to the latest technical 
methods in the construction of laboratories and similar centers. Construc- 
tion costs for the center have exceeded 3 million riyals. 


Center Components 


As we have already pointed out, the center consists of three floors. The 
ground floor attached to the main building contains a special secretarial 
section, a printing press, a translation section and a section for the reten- 
tion of international economic publications, journals and books. This section 
is supplied with the latest secretarial equipment. 


Ground Floor 


This floor contains an advanced color photography workshop fitted with the 
latest equipment used in this field. It also contains a section for the 
reproduction and photographing of colored maps. The task of this section 
is to provide graphs and other charts needed by the center. 


There is also a complete radio studio supplied with modern recording equip- 
ment and a hall for television, movie, videotape and slide shows equipped 
with a wall screen and automatic lighting. This hall is tantamount to an 
auditorium that can accommodate 100 people. 


Second Floor 


This contains a television studio equipped with a number of television 
cameras. Attached to this studio is a complete control room designed along 
the lines of the most advanced television studios. 


There is also a (montage) room containing a number of video sets. This 
floor also houses a number of main libraries, including a complete economic 
library with most economic and statistical references and a number of local 
and international magazines. There is also a section for the retention of 
newspapers and special films pertaining to economy that can be used easily 
at any time. 


Third Floor 


This contains a special meeting hall for the Ministry of Finance equipped 
with the latest microphones and equipment. A number of simultaneous trans- 
lation rooms is attached to this hall. 


A special room for television and slide shows, equipped with a (deflective) 
screen, is attached to the meeting hall. This contains a number of slide 
projectors. 


This floor also houses the ministry's computer equipment, which serves the 
center. 
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Training in Center 


American instructors train a number of Saudi youth in the center's tasks, 
the most important being operation of the computer equipment and library 
classification and science. A number of youth is also trained in photog- 
raphy, developing color films and siides, television and radio production, 
various methods of photography and operating equipment in the television 
and radio section. Thus, we find that the sections of the center comprise 
the computer section, the television and radio section, the photography 
section, the libraries section atid the reproduction and reports section. 
There is also a section on the electronic engineering of the center's 
equipment. A number of Saudi youth is trained in this section, too. 


Center Costs 


The costs of building this center, which will serve the Ministry of Finance, 
have totaled nearly 3 million riyals. The center's main task will be to 
prepare economic and financial reports of interest to the ministry, 
especially reports on other countries. 


Center's Administrative Structure 


The Information Center generally is supervised by an assistant undersecre- 
tary who coordinates the center's activities with the ministry's needs. 

An American citizen is in charge of technical supervision. He is assisted 
by a television director, a director of information coordination, a director 
of photography, a director of the reproduction and reports section and a 
number of electronic and electrical engineers. 


At present, the officials are exerting efforts to attract the largest number 
of university graduates in various fields to work in the center, especially 

graduates of the Electronic Engineering College and the Literature College-- 
information section, radio and television specialization. 


The Saudi youth currently in the center carry out their work under the super- 
vision of the American officials who train them on the latest methods of 
slide presentation, television production, photography, library coordination 
and computers. The youths aremaking tremendous efforts to master their 

work as quickly as possible so that they can carry out the work entrusted 

to them without help. They have already contributed to many of the center's 
activities. 


The center has also attracted a number of students from the information sec- 
tion (to work part time in it) so that they can get training and be ready 

and have adequate experience and knowledge to carry out the work immediately 
when their opportunity to join the ministry arises. Some of them have 
actually begun to work in the center and others are still at the start of 
their training. The students are given every incentive to succeed, including 
lectures, (part-time pay) and all kinds of facilities. It is expected that 
the center will be Saudized within a few years. 
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Center Activities 


The center has carried out a number of activities, che most important being 
the production of two special slide films on the second and third develop- 
ment plans. The center exerted enormous efforts to produce these films, 
which have been shown to a number of local and foreign officials. 


The center workers are also producing another slide film on progress in 

the kingdom to be shown to visitors and officials. A special film has also 
been produced on the center and its equipment. The center is currently 
engaged in other activities that have not yet materialized. The center also 
conducts English courses for its Saudi workers. Moreover, the center has 
also conducted courses to teach Arabic to nonspeakers of the language. But 
these courses have now been suspended. 


The center is collecting the largest number of Saudi music recordings, which 
will accompany the films that will be shown. The center is in the process 
of purchasing an apparatus that can transform the (al-bal) system to the 
Secam system, the Secam system to the American system and vice versa. It 

is expected that this apparatus will be delivered to the center shortly so 
that it can be put into operation and so that the Saudi youth can be 

trained on it.

REGULATION OF BANKING, MONEY CHANGING ACTIVITIES URGED 
Riyadh AL-RIYAD in Arabic 6 Dec 81 p l 


[Article by Nasir al-Qar'awi: '"AL-RIYAD Raises Problem of Money Changers 
and Banks; (Reverse) Solution and Mission Organization"] 


[Text] Where does the money individuals and private organizations deposit 
with the banks and with the local money changers go? What is the social 

role of these banks and money changers now that there is no regulated 

system to govern them and the country has turned into a vast field for 
competition and a fertile place for enlarging the deposits for those who 

hold them at the expense of the investors who have deposited their money, 
knowing in advance that they are being done an injustice? These banking 
establishments and these money changers who engage in all kinds of money- 
changing transactions are conducting their activities without official regula- 
tions to govern their activity. 


If we look for a reason or a group of reasons for the big transformation in 
the investment process as an economic phenomenon, disregarding the social 
aspects leading to the emergence of the enormous number of banks and individ- 
ual money changers, we find that the phenomenon is a natural outcome of local 
economic development, of individual savings and of the improved level of 
individual income generally. We would also find that this phenomenon is 
inevitable in the wake of the disappearance of the real estate development 
conpanies, except rarely and in small sections of the cities that are still 
experiencing a general housing crisis or where there are still areas of 

open land whose owners have no alternatives than to divide the land into 
housing plots and sell them, as is the case in the city of Jiddah, for 
example. 


In the wake of the crisis of the real estate companies, the kingdom's citi- 
zens generally no longer trust this type of investment, even though there is 
no close similarity in transactions of the two types [other type being 
joint-stock companies]. However, the citizen fears that he may fall victim 
to a new kind of swindle because he is unable to understand the nature and 
result of this kind of investment, even though great opportunities have been 
offered to the citizen to invest safely and securely in joint-stock companies 
and in stocks. But fear dominates the majority of those capable of partici- 
pating. Therefore, their only alternative is the banks and the independent 
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money changers who, to a degree, adopt the banking system as the facade for 
their transactions and engage in the same activities, being distinguished 
from official banks by the fact that they are licensed to engage in such 
activity but are not subject to any rules or regulations governing these 
activities. 


If we cast a look, just for the sake of curiosity and without knowing the 
actual liquidity volume in the hands of the citizens and the volume that 
enters commercial and economic activity by way of the banks and money 
changers--and it is no longer a secret to us how actively the citizens deal 
with the monetary establishments and businesses and how extensively they use 
them, it would become obvious to us that individual assets and private 
capital end up in the vaults of these businesses that enjoy a freedom and 

an absence of regulation unequalled in any other country of the world and 
use these assets to generate for themselves still more unfair and uncondi- 
tional profits. They also contribute, by degrees varying from bank to 

bank, to enriching bank owners or founders while completely failing to perform 
the functional task that they should perform to deserve to make the very 
high revenues and profits that are exposed by the annual budgets of these 
banks. These profits are estimated for all banks to average one-third of 
their capital annually. This is an astronomical percentage that could not 
be realized if there were a local regulation governing the banks and the 
money-changing businesses and controlling their investment and their responsi- 
bility toward citizens and businessmen, especially the small businessmen 
who must be supported and backed up by the banks. Instead, the banks con- 
fine their support to a limited group, motivated by either partnership in 
profits, by personal or opportunistic ties or similar objectives currently 
prevailing between the investor and these circles. 


From the currently prevalent banking relationship, banking transactions and 
the activities of the money-changing businesses, we find that the dangerous 
situation of these "economic entities" is similar to the situation of the 
previous real estate partnership companies, especially the situation of the 
independent money changers who are not included in the category of banks and 
are not legally accountable should any financial problem arise. The networks 
represented by these money changers are not subject to the penalties or 
requirements applicable to official banking networks. Therefore, the situa- 
tion is a serious and illegal one because the money-changing businesses 

deal in billions of riyals and regularly violate that by which they, like 
others, must abide. 


The question is: How long will this serious economic situation continue 
and who shoulders responsibility for it? 


I believe that there is more than one side responsible for this situation, 
primarily: 


First, the Ministry of Commerce, which has permitted this activity without a 4 
legal license based on organizational rules and regulations. The ministry r 
has permitted the money changers to engage in their activity as purely 

commercial businesses not different from any grocer or sanitary appliances 

shop. 
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Second, the Ministry of Finance and National Economy, which has left the door 
open for this group or type of investment without laying down organizational 
regulations aimed mainly at: 


A. Regulating the money changers" activities in a manner that realizes the 
objective of the foundation of such businesses. 


B. Establishing a fair balance between the services these economic enti- 
ties offer and the financial profit they make--profits represented in 
hundreds of millions of riyals annually. 


C. Giving small investors the opportunity to participate in the capital 
of these businesses, especially in some banks that are still owned by a 
limited number of persons not exceeding the fingers of both hands. 


D. Having the tangible material profits these businesses realize employed 
to do society justice through effective participation in social and national 
programs--a participation totally lacking on the part of the banks and the 
money-changing businesses, 


E. It is well known that banks and money-changing houses have an economic 
role, in addition to their social and developmental roles. But it is evi- 
dent that these businesses fail to support the Saudi businessmen who need 

to have their financial capabilities bolstered to make their commercial 
tasks easier and, consequently, to enhance their economic profits, which are 
realized as a general benefit for the country. Instead, these banks and 
money changers invest the funds deposited with them in foreign banks or in 
limited spheres in the kingdom--spheres that yield special profits to the 
banks but produce no benefit for the depositors, except for the so-called 
annual interest. 


F, Because the situation of banks differs from that of special money- 
changing establishments, it is normal that there would be a difference in 
the essence of the relationship between the activity and the commitment. 
So, why does the situation continue to exist when the state is aware of the 
danger of this situation? How long will this situation persist and who is 
its beneficiary? 


Are there obstacles that prevent the imposition of comprehensive regulations 
for the banks and for the money-changing businesses? 


If the answer is positive, then why have these obstacles continued to exist 
in the preceding period without being tackled? 


I don't think, under any circumstances, that there is any lack of clear 
awareness of the dangers of the local monetary situation under circumstances 
not governed by any regulations or monetary law binding the banks and the 
money changers. The situation is very serious and its danger lies in the 
cash assets that fill the vaults of the banks and of the money changers 
without any regulation, guidance or protection for the individual investor, 
namely, the citizen who has to accept the status quo in this case but with 
great apprehension and harm. 
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Some money-changing businesses do not abide by the simplest of banking 
regulations and do not represent the banking system. Moreover, they are 
beyond legal accountability when a disagreement arises between two persons 
over a check drawn on a banking establishment. The Ministry of Commerce 
does not view a check as an acceptable instrument for repayment of a debt 
or as an instrument representing the absolute right of the drawing person. 
Checks have not yet gained legal status insofar as these and similar cases 
are concerned. This is a danger posing a threat to the interests of the 
citizens. So, why is silence maintained over its causes? 


We do not want to be surprised by many of the problems that develop when 
there is no government regulation. The preceding period has been enough to 
expose the problem in all of its dimensions and danger. This is what has 
prompted us to present this issue openly. 


There are numerous negative aspects to the banks and there is a noticeable 
lack in their functions, excluding the financial investments on which they 
embark in "limited" spheres. This is confirmed by the absence of their 
tangible and beneficial partnerships in society. I don't imagine that the 
banks would hesitate to engage in any work or activity yielding big profits. 
regardless of the contribution of such activities to the social scene, in 
the absence of regulation first and of guidance and control second. This 

is what is happening, whether it is noticed or not and whether the state is 
aware of it or not. All banks live with profits and they give consideration 
to nothing other than higher profit figures. The same applies to the money 
changers who enjoy still greater advantages and even opportunities not 
available to the banks, which makes the situation more serious. This situa- 
tion requires no further clarification or waiting. Is there a solution?

TEXT OF NEW REGULATION, PAY SCALES FOR TEACHERS 
Riyadh AL-RIYAD in Arabic 2 Dec 81 p 3 


[Article: "New Teacher's Salary Scale and New Regulation Governing Teach- 
ing Jobs; Regulation Secures for Teachers Longer Stability in Teaching 
Profession; Teachers Get Benefit of All Allowances and Rewards in Civil 
Service Law; Regulation Guarantees Flexibility in Promotion Without 
Creating New Jobs"] 


[Text] AL-RIYAD has obtained the new teacher's salary scale attached to the 
new regulation governing teaching jobs. The regulation was ratified by the 
royal decree issued on 22/1 after being approved by the Council of Ministers 
and the Civil Service Commission. The regulation stipulates that Saudi male 
and female teachers, school principals and their deputies and educational 
guides shall benefit from it. The teaching jobs are divided into six 

grades and the qualifications required for each of the grades are defined. iN 
This salary scale gives the Saudi teacher longer stability in the teaching 
job because, unlike the civil service law, it permits a periodic rise in 
Salaries without waiting for the creation of new jobs. 





The job allowance previously paid to teachers and amounting to 20 to 30 
percent [of the salary] has been incorporated into the new scale. Grade 1 
teachers will get a salary of 3,360 riyals in the first year and will end 
up with a salary of 9,065 riyals after 25 years of service. It is to be 
noted that teachers not having the qualifications of Grade 2 will be 
appointed to Grade 1. The qualifications for Grade 2 are: A diploma of 
specialization in the field of education for 3 years after the junior high 
school level, a diploma from the Complementary Studies Center or the general 
high school certificate for special education. The certificate issued by 
the Secondary Teachers Institute will be the minimum qualification required 
for appointment to this grade when the regulation goes into force. 


According to the text of the regulation, the salaries of those governed by 
the regulation may not be moved from one level to another if the required 
qualification for the higherlevel is not available. In case of transfer, 
the teacher transferred will be given a salary exceeding his salary at the 
time of transfer. 


The teachers will benefit from the transportation allowances, with the first 
and second grades getting 400 riyals monthly and the fifth and sixth grades 
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600 riyals. Teachers will also benefit from all the allowances and rewards 
stipulated in accordance with the civil service law on the basis of equating 
the teaching grades listed in the regulation with the civil service salary 
scale. This equating will be done according to lists included in the regula- 
tion so that teachers in Grades 1 to 6 may benefit from the allowances and 
rewards allocated for Grade 6. 

The regulation also deals with the end of service allowance paid to teachers 
only, setting this allowance at 700 riyals per year for a teacher who has 
served 10 to 15 years. As for teachers serving more than 31 years, they 
will get 3,000 riyals per year. 

Text of Regulation 

Article 1: Jurisdiction of Application 


This regulation shall be applied to whomever actually works in a teaching 
job and holds a teaching job in the following stages: 


A. Nursery, kindergarten and preschool stage. 

B. Elementary stage. 

C. Intermediate [junior high] stage. 

D. Secondary [high school] stage. 

The regulation includes the following educational jobs: 
A. Male or female teacher. 

B. Male or female principal. 

C. Male or female deputy principal. 

E. [sic] Male or female educational guide. 

Article 2: Qualifications According to Grade 


The qualifications required for appointment to teaching jobs shall be deter- 
mined according to the followng grades: 


Grade 1: 


2-1. Those not having the qualifications required for Grade 2 listed in 
this regulation shall be appointed to this grade. 


Grade 2: 


2-2. <A person with any of the following qualifications shall be appointed 
to this grade: 
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A. A diploma of specialization in the field of education for 3 years beyond 


the junior high school level. 

B. A diploma fromthe Complementary Studies Center. 

C. A general high school certificate for special education. 
Grade 3: 


2-3. A person with any of the following qualifications shall be appointed 
to this grade: 


A. A diploma from a junior college or its equivalent. 


B. A diploma of specialization in education for a period of no less than 2 
years beyond the general high school certificate. 


Grade 4: 


2-4. A person with any of the following qualifications shall be appointed 
to this grade: 


A. A university degree in a field other than education. 


B. A junior college diploma with experience in teaching for no less than 
3 years before enrollment in college. 


Grade 5: 


2-5. A person with the following qualification shall be appointed to this 
grade: 


A univeristy degree in education. 
Grade 6: 


2-6. A person with the following qualification shall be appointed to this 
level: 


An M.A. degree. 

Article 3: Minimum Qualifications After Enactment of Regulation 

Upon the enactment of this regulation, the minimum qualification required 
of those appointed to teaching jobs shall be the certificate of the 


(Secondary Teachers Institute) or its equivalent. 


Article 4: Training Courses and Equivalent Qualifications 





A. The evaluaton of qualifications not specified in this regulation and the 


evaluation and equation of training courses with the qualifications listed 
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in this regulation shall be done by the Civil Service General Bureau in 
agreement with the educational authorities concerned. 


B. The general high school certificate plus 2 years of experience in the 
field of education shall be considered equivalent to a diploma of 3 years of 
specialization in the field of education beyond the junior high school 
certificate. 


C. Holders of the general high school certificate or its equivalent may be 
appointed to the teaching jobs group if they attend training courses in 

the field of education according to rules set by the Civil Service General 
Bureau in agreement with the authorities concerned. 


Article 5: Appointment to Leadership Jobs 


The following is required for appointment to the jobs of principal, deputy 
principal and educational guide: 


A. The candidate must have spent at least 3 years in actual teaching. 


B. His (her) competence must be proven by the reports prepared on him 
(her). 


Article 6: Annual Raise 


A. An employee governed by the provisions of this regulation shall be given 
an annual raise in accordance with the salary scale attached to this regula- 
tion by being moved from the step he holds to the next higher step within 
the same grade. This movement shall take place in the month of Muharram 

of every year. 


B. An employee governed by the provisions of this regulation shall be 
denied the annual raise in the following cases: 


l. If he is penalized with denial of the raise or with salary deductions 
for a total period of 15 or more days, unless a year has passed since denial 
of the raise or the deduction. 


2. If he gets an unsatisfactory efficiency report for the year preceding the 
year in which he is due for the raise and until he subsequently earns a 
satisfactory report. 


Article 7: Transfer 


A. An educational authority may transfer [one of its employees] to the 
teaching categories group after proving to the Civil Service General Bureau 
that the employee to be transferred has the qualifications for the teaching 
job. 


B. Those governed by the provisions of this regulation may not be trans- 
ferred to nonteaching jobs before completing at least 6 consecutive years of

service in teaching jobs. Emplovees subject to the regulation may not be 
assigned nonteaching work. 


As an exception, the educational authority concerned may transfer one of 

its male or female teachers to a nonteaching job because of incompetence, 
for disciplinary reasons or for health reasons without any time limit. In 
all cases, the transfer shall be effected in accordance with the regulations 
under which the employee is regraded. The proper grade and step will be 
determined by the Civil Service General Bureau, taking into consideration 
the provisions of Article (10/5) of the executive regulations of the civil 
service law. 


Article 8: Probation Year 

If a teacher's competence is not proven during the probation period and if 
he gets an efficiency report below the satisfactory level, his papers shall 
be returned to the Civil Service General Bureau so that he may be directed 
to another job. In this case, the employee shall be subject to a new 
probationary period and Article (9/1) of the executive regulations of the 
civil service law shall apply to him. 


Article 9: Allowances 


A. A monthly transportation allowance shall be paid to all employees 
governed by this regulation according to the following: 


1. Grade 1, 400 riyals. 


2. Grade 2, 400 riyals. 





3. Grade 3, 600 riyals. 
4. Grade 4, 600 riyals. 
5. Grade 5, 600 riyals. 
6. Grade 6, 600 riyals. 


B. Except as stated in this regulation, those subject to its provisions 
shall be paid the allowances and raises stipulated by the civil service law 
and its executive regulations on the basis of equating the teaching job 
grades listed in this regulation with the salary scale appended to the 
civil service law according to the following segments: [See attached 
chart. ] 


C. Employees governed by this regulation shall be paid the allowances at 
percentages of their salaries determined on the basis of the first step 
salary of each grade. 


D. The stipulation of Article (27/16) of the executive regulations of the 
civil service law shall not apply to employees governed by this regulation 
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because consideration has been given to including the job allowance in 
determining their salaries. 


Article 10: End of Service Reward 


An end-of-service allowance shall be paid only to an employee holding the 
job of teacher for each of his (her) years of service, provided that he has 
served a period of no less than 10 years in the field of teaching and the 
end of his service comes after the enactment of this regulation. The 
allowance shall be paid according to the following rates: 


700 riyals per year for those who have served 10 to 15 years 
1,000 riyals per year for 16 to 20 years 

1,500 riyals per year for 21 to 25 years 

3,000 riyals per year for 31 or more years 

Article 11: Salaries 


A. On the date this regulation goes into effect, each of the employees 
heading the work shall be placed within the grade compatible with his 
educational qualification and his salary shall be equated with the step 
the net salary (after retirement deductions) of which is equal to his 
present salary plus the job allowance. If such a step doesn't exist, then 
the employee shall be given the next higher step in the same grade or the 
next closest grade in the salary scale appended to this regulation. 


B. The salaries of employees governed by this regulation may not be moved 
from one grade to another unless the qualification for the grade is met. 
In case of transfer, the transferee shall be given the salary of the step 
immediately above his step at the time of transfer. 


Article 12: Job Allocation 


Teaching positions shall be allocated in the general budget of the central 
general educational agencies or in the budgets of the other ministries and 
government departments connected with teachers. These authorities shall 
assign the job positions and distribute them to the provinces or the schools 
according to need. 


Article 13: Unstated Provisions 

In matters for which no provision is made in this regulation, the civil 
service law, its executive regulations and the pertaining decisions of the 
Civil Service Commission shallapply to the employees governed by this 
regulation. 


Article 14: Enactment of Regulation

FREE RENT DECISION EXPECTED TO CAUSE RISE IN PRICES 
Riyadh AL-RIYAD in Arabic 22 Nov 81 p 2 


[Article by Khalid al-Ghamidi: "Official Source at Ministry of Commerce 
tec AL-RIYAD: Yes, We Fear Considerable Rise in Prices if Rents Are 
Increased Astronomically"} 


[Text] ‘Abdallah al-Husayni, general director of the Ministry of Commerce 
branch office in Jiddah, peints out that the decision on the freedom of 
rents, which will go into force at the outset of 1403 of the Hegira, is 
expected to have some effect on raising prices, especially if the rents of 
business places are raised sharply above their current levels. 


He adds that this issue is a subject cf concern to the Ministry of Commerce, 
which is eager for continuea stability of prices, and at times even for 
reducing prices within the framework of the efforts it exerts to serve the 
consumer and to supply his needs at convenient and reasonable prices com- 
pared with other countries, which suffer from a considerable rise in the 
price of food commodities. 


Explaining the likely reasons for a rise in prices, the general director 

of the Ministry of Commerce branch office in Jiddah says: There are three 
main factors that determine the price of each commodity, namely, shipping 
and unloading costs, transportation and marketing costs and the commodity's 
basic price. These factors make the merchant determine the sale price he 
sets for the commodity. The marketing factor includes rent. Therefore, 

it feared that increased rent for the merchant will lead to a rising com- 
modity cost to the consumer so that the merchant can meet the rent increase 
expected with enforcement of the free rent decision at the outset of next 
year. 


He also asserts that the ministry will not permit any price increases for 
any reasons, especially in the prices of food commodities directly sub- 
sidized by the state. But the prices of other goods are expected to rise. 
However, the consumer can avoid increased prices by buying from other com- 
mercial outlets. 


The general director also says: I hope that the merchants and other people 
who face a rent increase will understand the efforts exerted by the state 
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for the citizens’ well being and that they will not exploit the opportunity 
offered by increased rents to raise some prices, because this will expose 
them to penalties. 


The general director of the Ministry of Commerce branch office in Jiddah 
expresses the hope that landlords will take into consideration the circum- 
stances of citizens with limited incomes when setting the new rents so that 
they are as reasonable as possible, so that it will be possible to avoid 

any increases in the prices of food supplies and other goods and so that some 
merchants cannot use a high increase in their rent as justification for 
raising the prices of their goods to make up for the increase in rent. 


These statements were made by the director of the Ministry of Commerce 


branch office in response to a queston by AL-RIYAD on the effect of increased 
rents on prices.

EXPERIMENTAL FISH FARMING PROVING SUCCESSFUL WITH TAIWAN AID 
Riyadh AL-RIYAD in Arabic 30 Nov 81 p 7 


[Article by Sulayman al-'Usaymi: "They Farm Fish in Riyadh Desert; Saudi 
Youth and Three Experts from Nationalist China Manage Project Capably"] 


[Text] At first, fish farming may seem strange, perhaps even unbelievable, 
to us. If you were told that fishes live on a farm in the city of Riyadh, 
you would not believe it. 


AL-RIYAD has gone there, to the Agricultural Research and Development 

Center in Dayrab, which is under the control of the Riyadh University School 
of Agriculture. The project to farm fish in fresh water is under the control 
of the National Sciences and Technology Center in Riyadh. The center has 
embarked on this scientific and economic step to create a source of white 
meat now that the experimental egg-laying and meat-producing chicken farms, 
which affect the future of millions of citizens, have proven successful. 

This is why attention has been now turned to seas, oceans and fish farms. 





The objective of fish farms is to breed good and fast-growing types of fish 
in limited areas of water, be it in lakes or fresh or semi-saline ponds, to 
make up for the shortage of livestock meat. This objective is one of the 
goals of the National Sciences and Technology Center, which is headed by 

Dr Rida ‘Ubayd. 


Project Objectives 


It is well known that our country's Central Province is very remote from the 
sea and from fish sources. Shipping fish from the eastern or western coastal 
areas to Riyadh by ordinary trucks or refrigerator trucks is costly and the 
fish [often] spoil. This is the motive behind the project, which is still 

in its first year and about which nothing is known. This is perhaps an 
invitation from AL-RIYAD to farmers and businessmen to pay attention to 

these large modern projects that cost no money at all [as published] as 

long as the land, water and desire are present. 


The project also has an environmental objective, namely, to breed fish in 
order to control undesirable aquatic plants. This is done by distributing 
the fish in existing bodies of water to areas where such diseases, especially 











malaria, exist [as published]. Numbers of such fishes are found in springs 
at al-Aflaj, al-Kharj, al-Ahsa', al-Qutayf and other areas where water is 
found in abundance, but in very small bodies. 


The objective of the National Sciences and Technology Center project is to 
produce larvae compatible with the environmental conditions in the Central 
Province and then to distribute them to private-sector farmers for breeding 
at private farms. The growth period ranges from 4 to 6 months, after which 
the fish are ready for consumption. The center provides technical and 
scientific guidance to the farmers. The center's experts and specialists 
visit the farms where such fish projects exist. 


Beginning 


Because the project is within the sphere of science and economy, both of 
which are among the tasks of the Sciences and Technology Center, the kingdom 
and the Nationalist Republic of China concluded an economic and technical 
cooperation agreement calling on the two sides to encourage economic coopera- 
tion, especially in the sphere of resource development and utilization, of 
industrial development and of the fish industry. The agreement generated the 
idea of the project. After conducting the special studies involved, imple- 
mentation of the project started with the establishment of a station to 

breed fish in fresh water in March 1980. 


A total of 1,930 fish larvae of the bolti (tilapia) type (Tilapia nilotica) 
with ages ranging from 4 to 6 months were imported in two consignments. 
This type of fish lives in fresh water. 


Project Director Talks to AL-RIYAD 


At the project site in Dayrab, AL-RIYAD has interviewed Hamad Muhammad 
al-Hinti, a former lecturer at the Sciences College now on loan to supervise 
the project. He began by giving us more details, saying: We had 1,930 
larvae, of which only 130 were 4 months old, including 60 females. Within 

4 months, they produced 17,000 larvae. 


When the larvae grew in number, we gave 3,000 to Jizan Dam. We also gave 
"Abdallah al-‘Arfaj, a farmer in Riyadh, 1,800 larvae on a number of occa- 
sions and gave ‘Abdallah Su'aydan 500 larvae. When the larvae grow in nunm- 
bers, we will be able to supply more to farmers and investors. 


[ must say that nobody knows anything about this project, for which I expect 
great success if given the needed media coverage and propaganda. After a 
television symposium held to familiarize people with the project, a number 
of citizens and a farmer from al-Kharj came to ask us for 20,000 larvae. 

Of course, we don't have this number at present. But we expect to have an 
even larger number next year, especially after expanding the project. 


Citizen Precedes Us in Setting Up Similar Project 


Hamad al-Hinti, the fish farming project director, has said: Farmer 
"Abdallah al-Jad'an from al-Kharj preceded us in setting up a fish farm. 
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He imported carp from fraternal Iraq. This type of fish lives in fresh water 
and can withstand any summer or winter temperatures, requiring no more 
attention than having the ponds covered during the day in summer and during 
the night in winter. This project has not achieved great success because 

it was not founded on technical and scientific bases, even though they are 
simple. We got 14 carp from al-Jad'an and bred them in the station. We 

have achieved great success and each of these fish now weighs 3 kilograms. 


Three Fish Produce 1.5 Million 


Accompanying us on the visit was Jamal ‘Abd al-'Aziz al-Sharhan, a science 
researcher at the National Sciences and Technology Center and a graduate of 
the biology section of the Education College [as published]. He currently 
works at the fish farming project. Al-Sharhan says that carp is a fish 
variety that lives in fresh water and that can be inseminated artificially, 
meaning that the eggs can be taken from the female and mixed with seminal 
fluid from the male, thus effecting the artificial insemination process. 
The process is faster and more productive (than natural insemination) 
because a female carp may, depending on its weight, keep 300,000 to 

500,000 eggs in its mouth to preserve them. This means that we can get one 
half million fish from one fish in 4 months. We will import more carp from 
fraternal Iraq when the time comes. 


Station's Fish Farm 


The farm has five ordinary cement basins in which to keep and breed the fish, | 
a tank to filter the water, another tank to store it and a third tank to 
dispense it. The farm is covered so that the fish can live under reasonable | 
temperatures both summer and winter. ! 


The fish live in water with a salinity of 35 parts per thousand. 


As for fish feed, we imported the first consignment from Nationalist China, 
which furnishes three Chinese experts to help us build and expand the project. 
Then we coordinated with the grain and wheat silos and with the flour mills 

to produce the type of feed that we need. But because of the small volume 
required, we find it difficult to yet the feed. The smallest quantity of 

feed that the silos and the mills produce is enough for us for a whole year. 
But with the expansion of the project and with a growing number of fish 

farms, the silos will meet our demand and will help us in this respect. 


In additionto the five cement basins, there are other small basins in which 
the larvae are bred until they grow a little bigger. We then put them in the 
big basins. We now have nearly 17,000 fish and larvae. The fish reproduce 
most during the summer and the spring, at the rate of three or four times 
annually. 


Delectable Food 


As for the flavor of the bolti, Jamal al-Sharhan says that it is very delec- 
table and is only slightly different from other kinds of fish. We tried it. 
The officials and farmers who visited the farm have also tried the fish and 

liked its flavor. 
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The age at which the fish can be eaten is 11 months. A farmer can get the 
larvae and then feed and breed them. After they lay eggs and reproduce, 
they can become a source of food supply within 11 to 12 months. 


Farmer Acceptance and Ministry of Agriculture Backing 


Ahmad al-Hinti adds that the experiment is new and needs some time to 
develop in the minds of the citizens and become attractive. He adds that 
interest is being shown in setting up more fish farms. 


Al-Quasym farmers have shown interest in setting up fish farms. A number of 
them have visited us and a number of farms will be set up shortly. 


As for support from the Ministry of Agriculture and Water Resources, which 
is the authority concerned with fish resources, regrettably, the ministry 
does not have studies on this issue and does not offer guidance to the 
farmers. We hope to establish such a service in cooperation with the minis- 
try's Fish Resources Development Directorate or with the Saudi Fishing 
Company. So far, we have no relationship with the Ministry of Agriculture. 


Experiment and Government Aid 


This project is the first of its kind in the kingdom. Dr Rida ‘Ubayd, 
director of the National Sciences and Technology Center, has been devoting 
special attention to the project because it is a worthwhile step in the sphere 
of economy, agriculture and the development and diversification of food 
resources. 


Consequently, aid for fish farm projects has been included within the Minis- 
try of Agriculture's aid list. This aid includes equipment, land and money 
for the purchase of some needed items. 


Technological Problems and Their Solutions 


It is well known that the kingdom does not have economically utilized fresh 
water fish resources. This is why the center imported larvae from Taiwan. 

So far, the results are promising because the growth rate and weight increase 
are 100 percent on schedule. In light of the studies and deliberations, it 
was decided to initiate the experiment with the bolti variety of fish. This 
is the variety that the station has at present. However, the station will 
breed other kinds of desirable and economically beneficial fish. 


Those Who Farm Fish 

Many countries devote special attention to fish farming, such as the United 
States, Nationalist China, Japan, Iraq, Tunisia and Egypt and recently the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia, which is still in the stage of experimentation. 


Farmers Urged to Farm Fish 


At the end of our tour of the farm and its offices and our interview with 
Hamad al-Hinti and Jamal al-Sharhan, the two men said: In the name of the 
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National Sciences and Technology Center, we urge farmers to establish such 
farms, especially since the process is easy to implement and is not costly 
financially. Moreover, we are prepared to supply all the studies, data and 
guidance needed by whoever wants to set up a fish farm. A booklet was issued 
in the past 2 days containing all the information needed for whoever wants to 
know something about fish farms. We welcome at the National Sciences and 
Technology Center and at the Agricultural Research and Development Center 

of Riyadh University (School of Agriculture) fish farm whoever wants to see 
the project and find out how easy it is so that we can contribute to bol- 
stering our national economy and supplying a new and good food product.

STUDENT UNREST REBUTTAL NOTED 

Statement by Islamic Tendency Students 
Tunis AL-RA'Y in Arabic 9 Apr 82 p 14 
[Article by Members of Islamic Tendency in Students' Movement | 


[Text] We received a "Statement of Clarification" from [members of ] the Islamic 
Tendency in the Students' Movement about the recent events that occurred in the 
College of Arts. The statement began by reiterating the events as these were men- 
tioned by AL-RA'Y in its past issue. What was new in the statement was the 
report that "the homes of Muslim students and the contents of those homes were 
damaged and plundered." The statement stated that "these ruthless gangs had 
blocked any attempt to administer first aid to the wounded and had threatened 
professors and nurses who had tried to administer first aid.'' The students also 
indicated "how impure hands had desecrated the mosque."' The students dis- 
tinguished between two levels of action in the regime's posture toward the 
student unrest: 


1. What Was Actually Done: 


A. The public regime's forces intervened as the criminal gangs began to with- 
draw. Some ot these gangs met the foremost ranks of the regime's forces at the 
college gate, and these forces did not interfere with the comrades who were 
withdrawing. Many of those who were present testified to that. And here we think 
it is our duty to raise the following question: If the forces of the public 
regime actually intervened to stop the bloodshed and protect the students, why 
then did they come around just as the organized criminal operation was about to 
end and 3 hours after the most repugnant criminal act in the history of the 
university had begun? The troops had known about this operation when it began 
and perhaps even before it began. 


B. The forces of the public regime made no attempt to chase the criminal ele- 
ments, most of whom retreated from the main gate of the college. They did, how- 
ever, make every effort in pursuing those who were trying to run for their lives 
into the woods surrounding the college. [It seems that] the forces of the regime 
were not satisfied with the attacks that had befallen the colleagues; they 
struck and kicked everyone they found regardless of his physical condition. 
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C. Students who were apprehended by the regime's forces on the campus of the 
university testified that there were lists of names of many Muslim fighters in 
the College of Arts. And here we would like to ask the following question: Did 
the forces of the public regime intervene to protect those who were hurt and who 
had been targeted by this repugnant criminal operation, or did they intervene to 
arrest those who were beyond the reach of the colleagues' daggers and cleavers? 


2. What Was Broadcast by the Media and What the Regime's Figures Were Promoting: 


A. The ofticial and semi-official media tried to cover up the truth about what 
happened despite the guarded acknowledgement of the newspaper, AL-SABAH in the 
issue that came out on Wednesday, 31 March 1982. The newspaper had reported 
that the attack, which the media tried to portray as clashes between various 
tendencies, had taken the students of the Islamic Tendency by surprise. 


B. There was an attempt to promote a few falsehoods which suggested that the 
[Islamic Tendency was involved in what had happened. A statement was made, [for 
example |, that the students of the Islamic Tendency were led by a young masked 
woman (AL-'AMAL 31 March 1982). Everyone, however, attests to the fact that 
the Muslim students who were either in the coffee shop or in their rooms were 
not even able to escape and leave the college because of the viciousness of 
the tightly organized attack which had targeted them. 


C. The media claimed that the student campus at the university and at the Coilege 
ot Law in particular had witnessed violent clashes on Wednesday, 31 March 1982. 
That claim was made in an attempt to cover up the truth about the heinous crime 
that had occurred in the College of Arts, even though the student body at the 
university and at the College of Law in particular had seen nothing but public 
meetings for the masses. These meetings had been convened by the Islamic Ten- 
dency, which like ditterent parts of the university all over the country, had 
called meetings to condemn this dreadful massacre against the students' movement 
and the masses of our people in general. 


Fellow students, we, the Islamic Tendency in the Students' Movement, are presen- 
ting these facts about the dreadful massacre that was planned and carried out 

by Marxist groups against the students of the College of Arts and especially the 
Muslim students. The regime is trying to utilize these Marxist groups in a man- 
ner that would enable it to crack down on the Students' Movement and on our 
\slamic vanguards and destroy our gains. Based on the faith we have in our his- 
toric responsibilities to our Students' Movement and to the masses of our people 
in general, we are holding those groups that planned and executed this heinous 
in| horrible crime responsible for everything that happened and for all the 
complications that may result therefrom. We are also asking the various factions 
ot our people and their trade union and political leaders to assume their his- 
toric responsibilities and condemn such crimes. We are asking them to struggle 
an! to oppose these crimes and all conspiracies that are now being contrived 
ayainst the Students' Movement, as part of our people, and against the fighting 
islamic vanguard while scores of male and female Muslim fighters are suffering 
trom homelessness, imprisonment and harassment.

Text} The violent events that occurred recently at the University of Tunisia 
attracted the attention of public opinion. Stories and distortions about these 
events proliferated, and the official media in particular played their usual 
role, more cleverly this time, of misleading public opinion, trivializing stu- 
dents’ questions and presenting them in a manner that would turn people off. In 
coming forward with this clarification and this appeal, the Revolutionary 
Unionist Students do so to clear up some confusions and to define their position 
unambiguously. 


1. The violence phenomenon in the university is not new at all despite the magni- 
tude it has assumed recently. 


Everyone who closely observes campus life and conditions in the country in 
general can only acknowledge that a regime which stands on denying an opposing 
opinion and on repressing freedoms bears the primary responsibility for the 
phenomenon of violence and its consequences. How then can such a regime condemn 
violence, offer students advice and portray itself as an innocent party? 


2. The recent violent events occurred in a sequence that began on Friday, 26 
March and went on till the beginning of April. Islamic Tendency students were 
the tirst to plan for such operations. They were the ones who dispersed the 
public gathering in front of the College of Law in front of thousands of stu- 
dents. On the following day they resumed their attack on the public meeting that 
was held at the College of Arts (the 9 April branch) and in university neighbor- 
hoods, and they surrounded the College of Arts in Manubah . Accordingly, the 
parties supervising and advocating these actions refused to react. They declined 
stepping into a cycle of vioience to protect the political trend they began to 
establish ever since the large gathering at which the trade union problem, 
adherence to the General Union of Tunisian Students and the 18th Emergency Con- 
terence to oppose the constituent and multi-union conferences had been proposed. 
These constituent and multi-union conferences were called for by the Destourian 
party, by the Islamic Tendency and by a group of nationalist students, 
(AL-TALI'AH, 12 March 1982). 


3. In view of the fact that holding public meetings and even entering some neigh- 
borhoods and colleges--like Manubah , for example--were impossible because they 
were surrounded by Islamic Tendency groups, parties of the unionist left contac- 
ted all tighters and asked them not to go to the neighborhoods, and especially 
the college at ‘Manubah so that there would be no clash. This is what actually 
happened on Saturday, Sunday and Monday. Isn't this an adequate indication of 

the sense of responsibility revolutionary fighters have? 


On Tuesday, 30 March 1982 a decision was made to go back to the College of Arts 
in Manubah as a group--it was impossible for individuals to go in there--and 
to call tor a public meeting that same morning. We were prepared to protect 
our} action, to protect the fighters and to defend [our] rights to speak and 
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to assemble. These were rights we had gained. Revolutionary unionist students 
insisted that it was necessary to avoid any clashes with the Islamic Tendency 
and to avoid any form of offensive or deterrent action. At the same time, how- 
ever, we were prepared to defend ourselves against any violent attack. We will 
not accept actions by any party, regardless of its identity and its strength, to 
prevent us from holding meetings, gatherings and debates and expressing our 
opinions about everything in which students have much or little interest. 

4. We refuse to resort to violence as a means «f dealing with various parties 
and student groups. Not once did revolutionary unionist students prevent anyone, 
no matter who he was, from expressing his opinion freely. At the same time we 
have always insisted on speaking our minds at all gatherings and actions. When 
wi were prevented from doing so, we did not resort to violence, as the well- 
known statement of the Islamic Tendency goes: "He who chooses to reject the 
right of free speech will be forced to accept it." 


5. We are asking all students to abide by the principles of democracy in all 
their actions. We acknowledge that the final judgment depends on what the 
majority of students approve ot in everything that interests them. What the 
Islamic Tendency has to do is follow its proposals and establish its union 
through its constituent congress without forcing the remaining tendencies to 
abandon the General Union of Tunisian Students. They are not to prevent sup- 
porters of this union, which is a central union with democratic representation, 
trom striving to surmount its emergency status. 


6. We are asking all forces of the revolutionary left to rally further around 
each other, to unite, to continue raising the question of unions and to elimi- 
nate the challenges posed [to us] by the regime. The most recent ot these chal- 
lenges was manifested in the statements the minister of higher education made to 
DIALOGUE Magazine. The student public, all those who adhere to the General Union 
of Tunisian Students and all those who are actually fighting so that an unspon- 
sored 18th emergency conterence can be held are to be unified. 


Violence in Sfax Colleges

Text; Following the grievous events that were witnessed by the colleges of 

the capital on 26 March and which peaked on 30 March, a large group of students, 
sail to be in the Islamic Tendency, headed to Sfax where they held sit-ins at 


colleges and campus dormitories. They [also] held "news briefings." According to 
student sources in the area, what was noteworthy about this, however, was the 
tact that a tense atmosphere prevailed at those meetings which were dominated by 
a spirit ot threats, revenge and "the physical elimination to the last man of 
Marxists and proponents of the 18th conterence." According to the same sour- 

ces also slogans [such as] "We will avenge ourselves; we will avenge ourselves;" 
"Fither we or the Marxists;"" "Either we or the proponents of the 18th con- 
terence;'' and "You will be punished in this lLife;'' etc. were being bandied. 





On the other hand, it was noticed that unionist students walked out of the 
colleges. Some of them explained this posture by saying, "We thought it best to 
leave the colleges: first, because this vengeful spirit is the furthest thing 
from the spirit of an educated student in the 20th century; and second, we left 
out of concern as democrats. We thought it would be best to spare the colleges 
anything that would torce them into a cycle of violence and terror that would 
benefic only the enemies of democracy and those who are fond of shedding other 
people's blood. The logic of avenging oneself indicates the mentality of pre- 
Islamic tribes."' Everything that we stated is a summary of all that happened in 
Stax which, so far, has been characterized by a somewhat democratic climate 
inside [its] colleges. There, the opinions of all tendencies were respected, and 
the problem of supervision, for example, was not raised. A desire for solving 
the main student crisis, which manifests itself, as is well-known, in rebuilding 
a democratic and an independent student union has begun receiving favorable 
support trom a large number of students, etc. 
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
